The announcement that Gen. Luke E. Wright, late 
‘rovernor General of the Philippines, has been chosen 
or the important post of American Ambassador to 
Japan, has given rise to a report which is decidedly 
sensational, but which for the time being should be 
lassified as “important if true.’ It is to the effect that 
reneral Wright will be charged to negotiate for the sale 
f the Philippine Islands by the United States to Japan, 
nd that the President hopes to be able to submit the 
roject in tentative form to Congress before the close of 
‘he present session. ‘The authority for this interesting 
story is an un-named member of the Senate Committee 
n Foreign Relations, who is quoted by the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger as saying that while the report may be 
denied in administration circles in order to avoid any 
premature discussion, it is entirely correct, and will be 
verified in due season. Conservative readers will doubt- 
ess accept the story with a broad reservation. It is only 
worth while at this time to point out that a proposal to 
ell the islands to Japan or any other nation would bring 
p another of those large, unsolved questions with which 
President Roosevelt has already heavily loaded his ad- 
ainistration. For it is a curious circumstance that, 
‘hile the constitutional authority of the national Govy- 
ernment to acquire territory is clearly defined and has 
een frequently exercised, its power to alienate territory 
s extremely vague and yirtually unmarked by prece- 
lents. The most definite utterance of the conStitution 
on that subject is that provision which stipulates that 
(ongress shall have power ‘to dispose of * * * the 
territory of the United States,” but it is by no means 
clear that this stipulation confers power to alienate ter- 
vitory from the sovereignty of the United States. In 
fact, it is held by some that this relates merely to the 
disposal of public land and the control of the same as 
vart of the national domain. Nor does it follow that the 
‘reaty-making power includes the authority to transfer 
‘erritory to a foreign sovereignty. Broadly speaking, it 
night be held that the power to acquire territory na- 
urally implies the power to alienate territory, but this 
atter power is nowhere expressed, and it will form the 
subject of a great constitutional debate if it is ever taken 
up by Congress. Without entering upon any discussion 
as to whether it would be a good thing or a bad thing 
‘o rid ourselves of the Philippines, we do not hesitate 
o say that a proposal to sell them seems most inop- 
vortune at this time. What the islands need more than 
inything else just now is tranquility, stable govern- 
nent and a policy which shall facilitate their economic 
ind industrial development. Those needful conditions 
vill inevitably be delayed by any project involving a 
‘transfer of the sovereignty of the territory. If any such 
‘roject is urged now, or in the immediate future, we 
hall probably find that it was one thing to acquire the 
slands and quite another to let go of them. 
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In the appointment by the President, as noted in these 
olumns recently, of a committee composed of officers 
f the Army and Navy “to consider improvements in the 
iatter of first aid dressings and the advisability of the 
doption of a uniform equipment in the Medical Depart- 
ments of the Army and the Navy,” a step has been taken 
vhich may lead to results of substantial value to both 
Services. There is reason to believe that legislation will 
« enacted during the present session of Congress pro- 
iding for the needful increase in the Medical Corps of 
oth the Army and the Navy and for a somewhat more 
beral treatment of their individual members. The need 
f such legislation is generally admitted and its enact- 
nent will be a measure of sound policy as well as a mat- 
er of simple justice. In spite of the limitations which 
amper their work, the medical departments of both Ser- 
ices are doing everything possible to improve their effi- 
iency. The Army Medical School and the Navy Medical 
School are both well organized and are doing much for 








the young surgeons who after passing their examinations 
for commissions are entered at the schools for post grad- 
uate instruction. While that instruction is devoted prin- 
cipally to military surgery and medicine, military dis- 
eases, chemistry, sanitation, hygiene and related subjects, 
it necessarily embraces a course in military and interna- 
tional law, administrative duties, tactics, signals and 
other subjects. 
ton and possessed of limited facilities for clinical work 
and other practical instruction, may prove inadequate to 
the requirements that will naturally arise from a consid- 
erable increase in the two medical corps. It has there- 
fore been suggested that young surgeons who have passed 
their examinations fer commissions be sent te the Ser- 
vice medical schools for the post graduate course in theo- 
retical iustruetion and afterward to the great hospitals 
of Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York and other large 
cities for practical training in surgery and medicine. The 
feasibility of such an arrangement can be determined by 
the medical authorities alone, but one of its advantages 
would be to give the student officer a broader experience 
in clinical work under modern hospital administration 
than is open to him jn Washington, What he needs prob- 
ably is not a post graduate course in theoretical study, 
but actual experience in handling patients, both surgical 
and medical, in hospitals under the supervision of compe- 
tent teachers. The opportunities for such work are no- 
where so inviting as at the famous hospitals of our great 
cities. Those institutions already play an important part 
in medical instruction in civilian colleges and universi- 
ties, and it might be worth while to inquire whether they 
could not be made equally useful. in training yourg sur- 
geons for the military Services.

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Col. William R. Livermore, C.E., U.S.A., in his study 
of the field and siege operations of the Russo-Japanese 
war, which appears in the Journal of the Military Ser- 
vice Institution, remarks that in the Manchurian cam- 
paign cavalry was conspicuous, not by its absence, but 
by its utter and astonishing inefficiency. The conditions, 
he continues, were ideal for shock tactics, yet no single 
instance was recorded of a combat between mounted 
men. The cause of the ineffectiveness of the Japanese 
cavalry was the poor quality of the horses, and the fact 
that the Russians outnumbered them six to one. Colonel 
Livermore quotes the military correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times as saying that it is because the Russian 
cavalry, armed as it is with rifle and bayonet, is trained 
to fight only on foot, thereby throwing away its most 
valuable weapon, mobility, that it has proved no more 
effective in the field than a flock of sheep. ‘In peace 
they are armed with lance and sword, and in war they 
are asked to fight with rifle and bayonet.” ‘This,’ says 
Colonel Livermore, ‘“‘may help to solve the problem. If 
they were employed in this way on police duty, it is not 
fair to expect as much of them as if they had been 
trained in the use of their rifles in applied tactics and 
in grand maneuvers. The correspondent’s arguments are 
interesting because he voices the opinions, or rather the 
sentiments, of so many European officers. It seems in- 
credible that these officers should take as a fundamental 
principle that shock tactics in these*days refer to the 
shock of cavalry against cavalry, and that the magazine 
rifle, which permits the firing of many shots a minute, 
has rendered the chances of success of a charge against 
infantry exceedingly remote.”

So far as the event concerns the world at large, the 
election, on Jan. 17, of Clément Armand Falliéres as 
President of the French Republic in succession to Emile 
Loubet, is distinctly auspicious. It signifies that the re- 
publican spirit in its purest and strongest form is still 
dominant in French affairs, that the conservative policies 
which distinguished the administration of M. Loubet are 
to he resolutely continued and that, so far as it can be 
done consistently with the national honor, the influence 
of France will be exercised in behalf of the peace of the 
world. In view of the critical condition of political af- 
fairs throughout Europe, the election of M. Falliéres 
seems almost providential. He is patriotic, resourceful, 
self-contained and tactful, and those are above all others 
the qualities required of the leader upon whom France 
must depend for a safe deliverance from the vague but 
ominous perils which loom upon her political horizon. 
Son of a magistrate’s clerk and grandson of a blacksmith, 
M. Falliéres is, like his predecessor, a man of the com- 
mon people, secure in their confidence, sympathetic with 
their cause and devoted as they are to the interests of 
peace. Jlis antecedents, his character and his political 
experience all combine to qualify him in a rare degree 
for the high office to which he has been summoned, and 
they justify the expectation that his administration, if 
not brilliant, will at least be honorable, useful and so 
ordered as to promote peace among the nations of the 
earth. We do not doubt that his presence at the head 
of the French Republic will still further strengthen the 
cordial relations between his country and the United 
States.

Accidents will happen in the best regulated navies, 
and for the enlightenment of various critics who are 
charging carelessness in connection with the recent mis- 
haps to the battleships of the Atlantic Fleet in New 
York bay it may be pointed out that no fewer than 
thirty-six British warships—exclusive of torpedo craft— 
have sunk, grounded or been in collision in the last six 
months. By many high officers of the British navy these 
accidents are ascribed prineipally to their present scheme 
of eemmen training fer lime efficers and engineers, which 


These schools being located in Washing- 


is similar to that prescribed for our Navy in the Per- 
sonnel Act. It is an interesting fact that the most 
emphatic condemnation of that scheme comes from 
Japan, in whose navy it was subjected to a thorough 
trial extending over a period of twelve or fifteen years 
and then rejected as unsound and dangerous. Under the 
present Japanese system the engineering service is a 
specialized branch; officers enter it to remain, and there 
is no interchangeability of duty with the line. The oper- 
ation of this plan has been completely successful, and it 
is agreed on all sides that the engineering of the Japan- 
ese fleet during the late war was almost faultless. A 
Japanese officer, in a letter published in the British Navy 
League Journal, vigorously condemns the system of 
training in vogue in England and America, and declares 
that its adoption by Japan would be regarded as a peril- 
ous step backward.

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Because of a mistake by an official, it was erroneously 
stated in the ARMY AND NAvy JoURNAL of Jan. 20 that 
the 23d Infantry would probably be the next regiment to 
go to Alaska for service there. As a matter of fact the 
23d Infantry, which returned to this country from Phil- 
ippine service within a comparatively recent time, is not 
booked for foreign service of any kind at this time. Un- 
less the plans of the War Department undergo a change 
not now contemplated it is the 26th Infantry which will 
relieve the 3d Infantry in Alaska next summer, Of 
course, it is entirely too early to state definitely just 
what troops are going to either the Philippines or to 
Alaska when the tours of duty of regiments in those 
places expire, but the General Staff of the Army has made 
a tentative schedule for the transfer of troops. This 
plan contemplates sending the 26th Infantry to Alaska to 
relieve the 3d Infantry and, when the 4th Cavalry, which 
is now in Mindanao, returns to this country, it is the 
plan to send the 9th Cavalry to Mindanao as its relief. 
In accordance with this tentative plan when the tour of 
two years’ duty of the 9th Cavalry in Mindanao has ex- 
pired the 19th Cavalry, which is the other colored cavalry 
regiment, will relieve it. The 25th Infantry (colored) 
is booked under this arrangement to relieve the 24th In- 
fantry, also colored, in Mindanao, when the two years’ 
tour of foreign duty of those regiments has expired.

The Bureau of Forestry will shortly send one of its 
officials to Fort Riley to look into the subject of plant- 
ing trees rather extensively on the barren hills of the 
Fort Riley reservation. It was during the maneuver 
exercises of 1902 and 1903 that the lack of trees and 
shrubbery on the reservation’s many hills became par- 
ticularly noticeable, as it was almost impossible for large 
bodies of troops to conceal their movements when coming 
over the tops of the different elevations which roll one 
after the other, in different directions, across the reser- 
vation. It was this feature especially that proved con- 
siderable of a handieap in the working out of the various 
problems. Following the fall exercises of last year of 
the troops stationed at Fort Riley, the subject was taken 
up with the War Department by the Commandant of the 
school, Col. E. S. Godfrey, 9th Cav., with the result 
that the matter was referred to the Department of Agri- 
culture for consideration. If it proves to be practicable, 
and there seems to be no reason why the scheme should 
not be, for farms surrounding the reservation and on 
similar land are planted with orchards and trees of 
various species, the wholesale planting of the highest 
points of the reservation will be undertaken, with the 
object of making as much wooded land as possible for 
the maneuvering of troops.

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General Sherman used to assert that some of the worst 
Indians were the Indians educated in white men’s 
schools and after the methods of the white man. It now 
appears that the Chinese educated abroad are those most 
antagonistic to the foreigner. The Assistant Magistrate, 
whose action recently made trouble for the foreigner in 
China, was, for example, three years a student at King’s 
College, London. Once more we hear the cry of reform 
and reorganization in China as we heard it forty years 
ago in the days of Anson Burlingame, as we have heard 
it several times since—in 1868, when the Tsung-li-Yamen 
promised an international code after the Tientsin mas- 
sacre of 1870, and in the French war about Tongking in 
1885. A change may come, but whatever the change we 
may be sure that China will still be China and that there 
is no possibility of assimilating her to the ideas of West- 
ern civilization. We cannot see why any healthy-minded 
Chinaman should wish to Europeanize himself.

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Speaking of our suggestion that the work of building 
the Panama Canal be turned over to the Corps of En- 
gineers, the New York Maritime Register says: “These 
engineers are paid whether the canal is built or not. 
Their pay does not depend on prolonging the work. 
They do not reap a greater harvest of gold if the “sea 
level” canal is imposed upon the United States. Pro- 
vided the efficiency of Secretary Taft’s department is 
equal to it, there would seem to be no question that the 
motives of Army Engineers are freer from any tempta- 
tion to unduly protract the work than any other class 
of builders.”

While the type of canal to be dug across the isthmus 
has not yet been definitely agreed upon, the question is 
rapidly nearing a solution, and there is increasing reason 
to believe that the final decision will be in favor of a 
canal with locks. It is well understood that the Presi- 
dent favors a canal of that design, and it now appears 
that his view is supported by Mr. Stevens, Chief Engi- 


neer of the canal project. Mr, Stevens, in the course of . 


a hearing before the Senate Committee on Inter-Oceanic 
Canals on Jan. 23, explained the advantages of a canal 
with locks by stating that it could be built in eight years 
and possibly in less time at a cost of about $147.000,000, 
whereas a sea level canal would cost upwards of $250,- 
000,000 and could not be completed in less than twelve 
years. It is also interesting to observe that Chief Engi- 
neer Stevens favors the policy repeatedly urged by the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, namely, that the canal should 
be built under the contract system. ‘This view is also 
gaining in favor in Congress, and we are still hopeful 
that it will be adopted together with a stipulation that 
the entire supervision of the work of contractors shall be 
vested in the Engineer Corps of the Army. That is the 
only practicable, business-like policy of canal construction 
that has been proposed. It would insure thoroughness 
and economy in digging the canal and, what is of equal 
consequence, it would safeguard the enterprise against 
political interference and other demoralizing influences. 
Under any other sysiem a change of party control in Con- 
gress or in the executive branch of the Government might 
result in costly meddling in the canal project, but with 
a continuous policy of canal work under the contract sys- 
tem as now applies to work under the direction of the 
Corps of Engineers and subject to their control, the pos- 
sibility of interference and delay incident to a change of 
administration would be reduced to a minimum. The 
method of canal construction is scarcely less important 
than the type of canal itself. If these two questions are 
decided correctly at the outset the rest of the work will 
be comparatively easy, and the right way, we firmly be- 
lieve, is above indicated. One of the great preliminary 
tasks in the execution of the canal project—the creation 
of proper health and sanitary conditions in the territory 
involved—has already been virtually accomplished under 
the direction of Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U. 
8.A., Chief Sanitary Officer of the Canal Zone, The re- 
port of Colonel Gorgas for the month of November, 1905, 
is now at hand and it makes a highly encouraging show- 
ing. It appears from this report that yellow fever has 
been virtually eliminated from the canal territory. Dur- 
ing the month of November there were only three cases 
of the disease in the Canal Zone and none was an em- 
ployee of the Government. In fact, all conditions sup- 
port the contention that the lives of canal employees are 
quite as safe as they would be in the construction of great 
public works in any of the Southern States of the United 
States.

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Col. John Vank. Hoff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., who was 
present as a military observer with the Russian army in 
Manchuria during the war with Japan, gave a highly 
instructive lecture at a meeting of the Sons of the Reyo- 
lution in Washington, D.C., Jan. 20. Colonel Hoff told 
of the difficulties Russia had to overcome in transporting 
men and supplies, and gave some oflicial figures of killed 
and wounded and men who died from disease, etc., which 
have previously been noted in our columns. Colonel 
Hoff also went on to say, among other things, that one 
novelty in that army were the shelters and sod houses. 
The shelter tents were made of millet, which is like our 
Indian corn. The sod houses were used in winter, were 
five feet deep in the ground, forty feet wide and 300 
feet long, and provided shelter for one company of about 
150 men. The earth taken out of the excavation was 
piled up on the rafters to make the house warm. An- 
other feature which attracted international attention 
was the soup kitchen, or kitchen on wheels. As an in- 
stitution, it is like the American fire engine. This kitchen 
is in use while being moved, so that food can be cooking 
while the company is marching, and the food can be 
served the men as soon as they make a halt. In the time 
of actual battle these soup kitchens have been moved up 
to the very firing lines and the men there served with 
hot soup while firing. Its applicability in this country 
is questioned on the ground that the American soldier 
wants more than soup for his meal. The Red Cross did 
a great work in the Russian army. Women, born in the 
Jap of luxury, highly cultured and tenderly nutured, 
volunteered to nurse the soldiers at the front. There 
were sixty hospital trains, and they were found to be 
the most practicable for the country. Ten hospital boats 
did auxiliary service. When Colonel Hoff arrived at the 
front, some months after the war broke out, the Rus- 
sians had 100,000 beds, and they were at no time full, 
except after a battle. Many pictures of hospitals, ex- 
terior and interior, were shown, as well as of the hos- 
pital trains, cars, ambulance cars, wagons, ete.

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In a letter, dated Jan. 11, 1906, Gen. Francis <A. 
Macon, Q.M. General and Chief of Ordnance, N.C.N.G., 
says, with reference to his letter on the subject of the 
“National Guard as a Reserve,” which we published Dec. 
30, p. 502: “In stating that efficiency in target prac- 
tice is not essential in our State Guard Service, I did not 
expect to convey the idea that I depreciated the im- 
portance of effective shooting, nor would I have it 
understood that our guardsmen cannot shoot. Their 
training, however, did not come through “target practice.” 
These men are huntsmen, and ninety-nine per cent. of 
them have spent the greater portion of their leisure 


time and recreation in practising with firearms in the 
forests and fields. The majority of them can shoot any 
gun with deadly aim at a distance under two hundred 
yards. This is unquestionably sufficient for riot duty, 
which, as you say, is the most that can be required of 
them under local conditions. The points I would make 
are these: First, that the militia of this State is quali- 
fied to fulfil the requirements in marksmanship; second, 
that in proportion to the opportunities afforded the 
greatest efficiency in target practice, as well as all other 
military undertakings (aside from the Regular Army), 
can be most easily and reasonably obtained through the 
improvement of the National Guard. I say further that 
so far as North Carolina is concerned, and I do not 
presume to speak for others, the most acceptable ma- 
terial for advanced military efficiency is in the North 
Carolina National Guard. Their talents are offered 
to our country for whatever service it may require, and, 
you may rest assured, that when there is fighting to be 
done, North Carolina guardsmen will be there, or there- 
abouts.”

As we have before noted, Capt. Edward P. Lawton, 
19th U.S. Inf., has translated for the Second Division, 
General Staff of the Army, the “Comparative Studies of 
the Field Equipment of the Foot Soldier of the 
French and Foreign Armies,” by Commandant La- 
visse, of the French army, and the work will prove 
to be one of interest to progressive officers of the 
Infantry service as well as to those of other arms. 
The first part of this elaborate work is confined exclu- 
sively to the description of the campaign equipment of 
the Infantry in France and in the armies of most of the 
great powers, viz., Germany, England, Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, Spain, United States, Italy, Norway, The Low 
Countries, Russia, Sweden, and Switzerland. ‘The infor- 
mation on which this description is based comes from 
official documents, extracts from military regulations now 
in force in France and abroad. It is manifestly of first 
importance before entering on a discussion of the differ- 
ent field equipments, and before comparing one with an- 
other, that we should have before us a description of this 
equipment of guaranteed authenticity. In order to 
facilitate perusal of this work, there has been followed, 
for each of the armies, the same order of enumeration 
of the uniform and equipment which make up the field 
outfit. This order is as follows: The clothing, the smali 
equipment, the camp equipment, the reserve ration, the 
arms. The text is embellished with many excellent 
illustrations which greatly aid to a correct understand- 
ing of the author’s meaning. Captain Lawton’s transla- 
tion of the work has been performed with unfailing 
fidelity, intelligence and skill.

In the appointment of Gen. Horace Porter, Hon. 
Joseph H. Choate and Judge Rose as the American dele- 
gates to the next peace conference at The Hague, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has again distinctly signified his earnest 
devotion to the cause of international peace. It has al- 
ready been the good fortune of General Porter and Mr. 
Choate, the former as Ambassador to France, the latter 
as Ambassador te England, to assist substantially in 
placing the United States in its present enviable position 
in the confidence and esieem of the other great Powers, 
and we do not doubt that their influence at The Hague 
will be a vital force for the promotion of good will among 
the nations of the earth. It is also gratifying to learn 
that our Government will be represented at the confer- 
ence by a military attaché and a naval attaché. This 
arrangement is specially commendable. The conference 
will be called upon to deal with several important ques- 
tions of military and naval character, and it is conse- 
quently desirable that our diplomatic representatives 
should have as associates officers of broad experience to 
advise them on subjects requiring expert opinion. It is 
safe to predict that no nation will have a more ac- 
complished representation at The Hague than the United 
States, 
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Major Eben Swift, U.S.A., Instructor in Military Art 
at the Infantry and Cavalry School and Staff College, 
in a report proposing that a limitation be placed upon 
the course in strategy, military history and geography 
at that institution, points out that the old idea of teach- 
ing the art of war as a doctrine was a mistake, and that 
the true method is to put aside the higher theory as 
taught by the books, and then study great campaigns, 
picking out the strategy afterwards. “In deciding upon 
the limits to put upon the course in strategy, military 
history and geography,” Major Swift continues, “two 
points seemed necessary: First, to teach the military 
history of our own land; second, to give other military 
history only since the latest great developments. It was 
decided then to begin our own military history with the 
Revolutionary War. Contemporary military history was 
fixed to begin with the Sadowa campaign, of 1866, be- 
cause it marked the inception of more great changes 
than any other campaign in history. Such were the breech- 
loading small arms, the solid-drawn case of the metallic 
cartridge, the perfection of mobilization schemes, the 
results of war training in time of peace, the general 
staff system, the systematic issue of orders, the concen- 
tration of large forces upon the field of battle.” 





Now that the big drydock Dewey has started on its 
long voyage to Olongapo the eyes of the maritime world 
are upon it, and the success of the venture is still a mat- 
ter of doubt, although the well-known skill of the naval 
officer in time of stress removes some of the dangers to 


which such a tremendous venture must be exposed. The 
speed for the whole distance is not likely to exceed four 
knots an hour, and a storm at any time may cut down the 
average materially. The portion of the voyage which will 
end at the Azores is regarded as the most dangerous and 
difficult of the entire distance, the Atlantic Ocean at this 
season of the year being well known for its gales and 
general bad weather. Once the Dewey enters the Medi- 
terranean her progress should be without incident until 
the Red Sea is left behind. The Navy Department does 
not expect the Dewey to arrive at her destination before 
the beginning of May, and it is assumed that this date 
will ensure freedom from typhoons in the eastern seas. 
After the Dewey reached the Azores it is believed 
that Commander Hosley will be able to keep the 
Department informed daily of the progress of the big tow 
by telegraph in combination with the wireless outfit in- 
stalled on board the towing fleet and the dock itself. 
Should Commander Hosley succeed in his tremendous 
task it is not unlikely that Congress will be asked to 
mark his unusual success with some evidence which can 
be appreciated, for the task set this officer is one of th 
most difficult, from a seaman’s viewpoint, that has ever 
been expected from a naval officer.

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Lieut. Julian DeCourt, Philippine Scouts, stationed 
at Cagpili, Island of Samar, Philippines Division, while 
in the town of Oras, on the river of the same name, 
some eighteen miles below his station, shortly after the 
great typhoon of September 25, 1905, swept over the 
Philippines, found in the streets of the town a letter en- 
closing a voucher for mileage payment, dated May 8. 
1890, and signed, Philip Reade, 3d U.S. Inf. Thinking 
it might be of interest to the gentleman who wrote it, he 
forwarded the letter to Col. Philip Reade, 23d U.S. Inf., 
Madison Barracks, N.Y. Now what puzzles Colonel 
Reade is how that letter ever reached the remote and 
inhospitable island of Samar. He says in a note: “I 
Was never nearer to Samar than the Straits of San 
Bernardino. In May, 1890, I was on duty with the Wis- 
consin National Guard. In October, 1900, I was e: *h- 
quaked in Manila after a carabao meeting, and in iJ03- 
4-5 IL was wholly zephyrized by mistrals in Mindanao, 
but did not carry my retained records with me on my 
tours. Ilow my letter ever reached Oras, Samar, passes 
wy understanding.” It appears to have been surrepti- 
tiously appropriated by a tropical wind and carried on 
its long journey over sca and land.

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Dr. A. S. Von Mansfelde, in the course of a statement 
to the House Committee on Military Affairs, Jan. 11, in 
support of the bill to increase the Medical Corps of the 
Army, declared that the profession of surgery is higher 
in the United States than in any other country in the 
world, not excepting Germany. ‘The reasons why the 
Japanese surgeons were so successful in the late war, he 
said, were three: One is the obedience of the soldier to 
his superior, and another is the simplicity of the food. 
The Japanese has fish and rice, and for a change has 
rice and fish. A third reason is, and it is an important 
one, that of the 40,000,000 of people in that country, 
they are compelled from the time they are youths to 
harden their muscles so that they become as hard as 
steel and can stand inroads on their vitality as no Ameri- 
can can. In reply to a question whether the health of 
the Japanese army was not due in large degree to the 
fact that the men drank tea instead of water, Doctor 
Von Mansfelde said: “That is true, but the American 
soldier thinks that he is just as much of a king as you 
are and just as good, and he is going to do as he pleases. 
That is one reason why we want efficient men to take 
care of the soldiers when we need them.”

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A recent despatch from the commanding officer of the 
gunboat Quiros indicates that the Navy Department, act- 
ing under suggestion from the State Department, con- 
tinues to maintain strict vigilance over the political 
situation on the Yang-Tsze River, the Quiros having 
reported her arrival at Wu-hu last week. Wu-hu is 
one of the few “Treaty Ports” on the Yang-Tsze, and is 
an important commercial center, and for many years 
past the Navy has been in the habit of visiting the port 
at frequent intervals. Wu-hu is noted for the quantity 
of fine straw braid exported to America and England. 
It is a strong competitor with Chefoo for the straw braid 
for men’s hats in this country.

Mr. H. Ll. Bridwell calls our attention to the fact that 
in the official list of killed at the battle of Fort San Juan, 
Cuba, as published in the United Service Magazine re- 
cently, the following four names are omitted: James 
M. Haney, Frank G, Allerd, John I. Pepper, Charles 
Thorn. These enlisted men belonged to the 6th Infantry 
and their names appear on the bronze tablet at Fort 
Thomas. The list of killed, upon which the tablet in- 
scription was based, was supplied by the late Gen. H. C. 
Egbert and carefully verified at the time by himself and 
his officers, 
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The Baltimore American (Rep.) begs that Congress do 
justice to the Marine Corps, which, “with 9,000 enlisted 
men, has a single brigadier general to command it. There 
was a brigadier general in command in 1860, when the 
corps could not muster a thousand men all told. There 
is the same dearth of officers throughout—278 officers in 
all, where 475 are considered indispensable in the Army. 
There should be a major general, three brigadiers, and a 
proportionate number of colonels, lieutenant colonels and 
majors.” 
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Early this week Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte gave 
orders to Rear Admiral Rae, Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, to discharge in the neighborhood of 
forty per cent. of the civil employees. under his bureau 
at the various navy yards, because of the refusal of the 
House of Representatives to grant the emergency defi- 
ciency appropriation of $1,000,000 asked for the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering. As a result of this order work on 


the various vessels of the Navy now undergoing repair 
at the different navy yards will be materially retarded. 
Officers of the Navy on duty in the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering say that the action of the House in refusing to 
grant the deficiency appropriation will have a much more 
serious effect than might be supposed. According to their 
statement the appropriation made by Congress last year 
for steam engineering and machinery for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1906, was inadequate to meet the de- 
mands upon the bureau. At the beginning of the current 
fiscal year this appropriation was divided by the bureau 
into twelve equal parts in order that the appropriation 
might not be exceeded in any one month. It soon became 
evident that it would be impossible to do the work re- 
juired under the bureau for the ships undergoing repairs 
and keep within the appropriation, and the matter was 
called to the attention of Secretary Bonaparte last No- 
vember. The Secretary directed Rear Admiral Rae to 
furnish him with a detailed statement showing the ex- 
act status of the work under the bureau and the sum 
which would be needed in addition to the appropriation 
already made to keep up to date the steam engineering 
work. Admiral Rae replied that he would need about 
$1,000,000 and Secretary Bonaparte then ordered him to 
proceed with the work on this basis, It was expected, of 
course, that when*the matter was explained to Congress 
there would be absolutely no trouble in getting a defi- 
<ieney appropriation for this amount. Congress, how- 
ver, has absolutely refused to give the Bureau of Steam 
iSngineering any deficiency appropriation. In the mean- 
while the bureau, acting under these instructions from 
the Secretary of the Navy, has exceeded for the months 
£ December and January its apportionment of the orig- 
inal appropriation by about $240,000. On Jan. 22 Secre- 
‘ary Bonaparte was obliged to instruct Rear Admiral Rae 
io dismiss about forty per cent. of the navy yard em- 
vloyees under his bureau and to economize in every way 
possible in order to make up before June 30 next the 
£240,000 additional which has been spent.

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Capt. Richard C. Croxton, 23d U.S. Inf., maintaining 
ihat if the Army is to have bands at all it should have 
«ood ones, holds that each band should consist of forty- 
five specially trained musicians, and as a means of ob- 
taining them he recommends the establishment of an 
\rmy music school. Such a school, he continues, should 
onsist of one professor of music at $4,000 per year, 
three assistant professors at $3,000 each, twelve in- 
structors at $2,000 each, and 400 pupils in music at $120 
each. “Governors Island,’ he says, in an article deal- 
ing with this subject, which appears in the Journal of 
the Infantry Association, ‘“‘would seem an ideal location 
for this school, suitable barracks and quarters being 
built apart for it. The professor and his assistants 
should be provided with suitable quarters, their status 
being similar to that of contract surgeons. The discip- 
pline and management of the school should be vested in 
a field officer with one or two assistants and perhaps a 
company of soldiers, but the pupils should be constantly 
impressed with the main object, which is to become pro- 
ficient so that they can graduate and become eligible to 
a position in an Army band. All drill and military in- 
struction should be subservient to the main idea. In a 
short time after the organization of this school it would 
have a band of 100 or more selected from its 400 pupils, 
which would be the equal of any in the world, and there- 
fore something of which the Nation would be justly 
proud. It would cost something to begin it and some- 
thing to keep it up, but the game is worth the candle. 
No attempt has been made to develop the details of this 
general idea. If good bands are desirable and are a 
help to the military Service, then some such scheme as 
outlined here is necessary.” 











Rev. George D. Rodgers, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, of Highwood, Ill., whose courageous utterances 
as to the Army canteen have already been briefly al- 
luded to in these columns, holds that the average civilian 
is not in a position to pass: judgment upon the soldier 
at the average Army post. Mr. Rodgers has made a 
careful study of conditions which have arisen in the 
neighborhood of Fort Sheridan since the canteen was 
abolished, and the responsibility for those conditions, he 
declares, rests largely upon civilians. ‘‘Let it be under- 
stood,” he says, in a vigorous article published in the 
Chicago Evening Post, “that the soldier has as much 
right to drink as any other man, and when he puts on 
the United States uniform he does not put on petticoats. 
The use or abuse of liquor in the Army is a matter pure- 
ly within the discipline of the Army, and no civilian, be 
he male, female or ‘ministeriale,’ has any right to inter- 
fere with the discipline of the Army. When our churches 
put up signs ‘Soldiers not wanted,’ and when the good 
citizen who feels so terribly agitated over the conditions 
that some one else has disclosed to him folds his arms 
in self-complaceny, buries his face in the luxury and 
ease of his own home and refuses absolutely to recognize 
a soldier unless, perchance, he has stripes on his trousers 
or an eagle on his cap, what is the common soldier going 
to do? Take 1,500 men, full of life and power, shut 
them up in the average Army post, and you have the 
prospect of one of two things: either that power will 
manifest itself for good or it will manifest itself for 
evil. Every Army officer recognizes this fact, and the 
discipline of the Army is to shape this power for the 
best good of the country.”

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Commander Fiske’s electric semaphore, after being 
tested successfully in the New York in 1897, and put out 
of the ship in 1898, was installed on board the Kearsarge, 
at Admiral Barker’s request, in December, 1904. Ad- 
miral Barker, it seems, comprehended the value of the 
invention, and reported on it very favorably; and when 
Admiral Evans saw it working in the following April, he 
immediately requested the Department to have the system 
installed in the other three ships of the First Division, 
and in the flagship of the Second Division. This has been 
done; and now five ships of the Atlantic Fleet possess a 
means of day signaling, unequaled in any other ships in 
the world, and by means of which they can send forty-five 
signals per minute, which are readable in all directions, 






for a distance of three miles, using ordinary ship’s glasses. 
The fact that it has taken the U.S. Navy nine years to 
appreciate this simple system. in these days which are 
popularly supposed to be quite strenuous, gives food for 
thought; and it suggests the weary answer of a well- 
known inventor, when asked what is the most important 
quality for success as an inventor—“The hide of a rhi- 
noceros, and the persistency of the devil.” 
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NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


Capt. George A. Bicknell, U.S.N., was among the 
guests at the banquet of the German Friendly Society at 
Charleston, S.C., on Jan. 17, and ably responded to the 
toast, “Our Navy.’ In the course of his remarks the 
Captain said: 

“My friends, the Navy is considered as the third of 
the great navies of the world, and, even so, is yet too 
weak. Nevertheless, if need be, the Navy will make a 
contest on the sea with either of the two great navies 
intensely intresting. The American idea of a navy (the 
biggest ships, the fastest ships, carrying the biggest 
guns), presents no insuperable difficulty. Necessary as 
that ideal is, siccess cannot be ours unless the personnel 
is adequate in numbers to the strain or the drain of war. 
Our preparation is inadequate if in any contest with an- 
other navy our personnel can be exhausted by casualties 
or by partial defeats. We need a numerous personnel, 
more numerous in proportion to our naval strength than 
any foreign power has in proportion to its naval 
strength. 

“England and France have a seafaring population 
from which to make their navy; the United States has 
none. Any reserve we may create in time o: peace must 
be small in numbers, and will be largely held for local 
defense of harbors; therefore, no matter how many the 
casualties, the personnel with which the Navy begins the 
war must suffice to end the strife. The personnel should 
be more largely in excess of needs in time of peace than 
is usual. Just now the personnel is too small in num- 
ber. The officers and men are good, but they are hu- 
man, and the effort to do two days’ work in one does 
not promise complete success. 

“Our Navy has certain needs which it can reach only 
through the friendly aid of the people of the United 
States, and, my friends, you are able to help in so cre- 
ating or moulding opinion that this great power, the 
people, may aid the Navy by building docks, repair 
shops, wharves, ete., so that when a fleet comes it may 
obtain supplies and repairs, and this may benefit your 
beautiful city, so happily situated between the rivers, by 
the sea. 

‘For years our Government has been seeking to es- 
tablish a great navy yard in the southern half of our 
continental area. New Orleans, Pensacola, Key West, 
Brunswick, Port Royal and Norfolk are all places where 
navy yards have been attempted. They have languished 
or starved for lack of popular support, lack of friendli- 
ness. A great navy yard south of Norfolk is an increas- 
ing need. Few, if any, localities have more advantages 
for it than Charleston. The attempt here need not fail. 
Practically no seaport north of Charleston has become 
available for its present commercial and naval use ex- 
cept by dredging or blasting. 

“The city of Charleston is a great city, worthy of a 
great State. The grand cruiser recently here to receive 
your good wishes for her first voyage is the fitting testi- 
monial of your country’s esteem for the good city of 
Charleston. The time is favorable to you. Even now 
the plans are made for the largest and greatest ship 
of our new battleships, to be named the South Carolina. 
My friends, you can so arrange that this battleship 
(South Carolina) may lie in. your harbor where the 
Texas now is, in easy hail from the landing. Your 
friends in the Navy whose visit to Charleston has been 
a continual joy, will then rejoice in your good fortune 
and hope for your success as one of the world’s great 
seaports.”

POST NON-COM. STAFF. 

A post non-com. staff officer sends us a letter calling at- 
tention to the hardships of his class. The clothing issued 
to them does not fit and they are obliged to incur the ex- 
pense of altering it. ‘They do not get their meat ration 
in serviceable meat and the commissary will not cut meat 
for separate rations; they must pay the contractor for it, 


and he charges from ten to eighteen cents a pound when 
the contract price is from six to seven cents. ‘There used 
to be a well-stocked commissary; one could buy all the 
necessities for the table, and more. This has changed. 
Numerous articles are no longer kept for sale in the com- 
missary, and the consumer is compelled to pay the out- 
rageous prices demanded in the nearby cities. The post 
exchange is virtually forbidden to sell anything—it is 
called competition against the city—and city prices in 
these prosperous times are something enormous. An- 
other source of expense is that of moving.” Our corres- 
pondent says: “This has been twice a serious expense to 
me, an unjust expense. This combination of causes has 
thrown me and my family into poverty which is indes- 
cribable—poverty from which a merciful fate may pre- 
serve me in the future.” 

Our correspondent enumerates various infelicities to 
which his class are subjected until finally they are driven 
to the desperate expedient of getting married. Conclud- 
ing he says: “This is putting it rough, but truthful. The 
few who under such conditions do not marry lead a lonely 
life, comfortless and cheerless, and many go to the dogs, 
because they have no other place to go to. Those who 
marry assume responsibilities of a grave nature; children 
come, and justly so, but the sacrifice on the part of the 
parents, the frugality, the self-abnegation on the part of 
father and mother,in the effort to rear and educate chil- 
dren are subjects which need not be discussed here. 

“A small raise in our salary, a just giving of our allow- 
ances would do away with a condition against which at 
the present time many honorable post non-commissioned 
staff officers are fighting a bitter, but a losing fight. We 
gave to the Government many years our best efforts, with- 
out reserve; let the Givernment give us this day our daily 
bread. 

“For the betterment of the single P.N.C.S.O. I believe 
there is a ready and easy way. Let there be put up in 
each post, according to the size of the command, a set of 
barracks for the use of single N.C.O. only. Provide for 
bath, toilet, common sitting room, kitchen and dining 
room, and one suitable room for each sergeant. This 
should be made the quarters for every single sergeant in 
the command, for those of the companies as well as for 
those of the staff. Make it a rule to let no sergeant oc- 
cupy these barracks until he has had at Jeast two years 
of service and experience with the companies. This would 
give the single man a respectable home; it would make a 








mess large enough to warrant the detail of cooks and jan- 
itors. It would lessen marriages among P.N.C.S.O._ - 

There are now put up in each post double sets of mar- 
ried men’s quarters, supposedly for the P.N.C.S., but 
many of these quarters are occupied by married band cor- 
porals, band sergeants and company sergeants also mar- 
ried, single battalion sergeant majors, until there is only 
a dismal back room left upstairs for the single P.N.C.S.O. 
Let there be a change. Let enlisted men, who marry while 
they still belong to a regiment, suffer the consequences. 
To give each soldier married man’s quarters. because he 
happens to get married, is an injustice to the Government, 
and it lowers the standard of those who are justly en- 
titled to the use of such quarters.”

ENGINEERS FOR THE NAVY. 


To THE Epitror OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

It is unnecessary to recapitulate the conditions in the 
Navy regarding trained engineer officers, for they are 
well known. But all the plans for producing “sea-going” 
engineers will give no tangible results for a couple of 
years at least, and meanwhile our costly tleet is de- 
teriorating through improper care, and the department 
chiefs are hampered by lack of officers. Warrant ma- 
chinists are attached to the larger vessels and do good 
work as assistants to the senior engineering officer; but 
what of the smaller ships which have no warrant ma- 
chinist or experienced engineer officer? These ships are 
frequently kept on the most wearing duty for a ship’s 
machinery, station duty at out of the way points, far 
from a base of supplies and repair facilities. 

The writer spent his first year in the Service as an 
enlisted man, only six years ago, on a gunboat having 
engines and auxiliaries, aggregating 1,400 h.p., which 
carried no engineer, only a line officer detailed to the 
duty; yet the vessel was kept on station duty in the 
Southern Philippines for thirteen months without a 
visit to any port which had machine shop facilities. 
Without disrespect to the able officers who, during that 
time, had charge of the engineer’s department of the 
vessel, the estimate of time and money necessary to put 
the ship in condition when she finally returned to Cavite, 
proves conclusively the expensiveness of the present 
method, without quoting later and more widely known 
cases. 

There is no doubt that, in case of war, trained marine 
engineers would be commissioned, after satisfactory ex- 
amination, to supply the need of the Service for men 
to get the most out of the complicated system of mo- 
tive power and auxiliaries upon which a modern war- 
ship depends for its usefulness as a weapon. This 
course was pursued in 1898; it was considered neces- 
sary then, when the Service had an Engineer Corps, and 
it would undoubtedly be considered so now under simi- 
lar circumstances—war, actual or imminent. The Presi- 
dent has repeatedly said that a Navy, to be a good in- 
vestment, from a purely financial standpoint, if from 
no other, must be efficient. 

The auxiliary machinery of a naval vessel is of a 
quantity and type that is not found on merchant ves- 
sels. It is the auxiliary machinery which needs the 
most care in ordinary cruising, and upon which many 
of the weapons of the vessel depend for their useful- 
hess in time of action; so that, while an engineer com- 
missioned from the merchant service, without previous 
naval experience, may do very well toward maintain- 
ing, in time of war, the motive power, and obtaining 
from it a high degree of efficiency, he will be hampered 
by his lack of acquaintance with the complicated aux- 
iliaries, and, if they have been previously neglected, 
the result will be a serious impairment of the efficiency 
of the fighting machine as a whole. 

This seems to lead conclusively to the necessity of 
having men who are experienced engineers in charge 
of the steam engineering department of naval vessels 
in times of peace, to maintain the machinery in con- 
dition to answer the extreme demands of war time. It 
is pretty generally conceded in private life that a man, 
equally skilled in two or more kinds of work, does best, 
and is most efficient in that work which is most cou- 
genial; for which he has the most natural aptitude. Is 
it not, then, too much to expect that the Annapolis 
graduate, who, under the best existing or proposed regu- 
lations, takes up engineering duty for a time, will re- 
gard it as anything more than an incidental tour of 
duty, on a par with the duties of navigator, ordnance 
officer or even a watch and division officer? He will 
be an exceptionally conscientious young man if he tries 
to do more than keep his department clean and “keep 
things going,” unless he naturally prefers the mechanical 
branch, in which case he will later be a good engineer 
spoiled to make an indifferent watch officer. The present 
and proposed regulations throw the intimate knowledge 
of the machinery on the warrgnt machinists, who are 
doing the work formerly done by the assistant, and in 
some cases passed assistant engineers, previous to 1899, 
with practically no prospect of promotion or adequate 
increase of pay, such as the junior officers of the former 
Engineer Corps had before them. 

True, at present, a warrant machinist may take the 
examination for ensign, but in order to do so he (pre- 
sumably an engineer by profession) must “bone” naviga- 
tion, ordnance, seamanship (including sail drill!), mili- 
tary law, etc., and if he is successful, under present regu- 
lations, he has no surety of being assigned to engineering 
duty only. Under existing conditions, the warrant 
machinists, who are frequently the only officers con- 
nected with the Engineer’s Department on the ship ac- 
quainted with the defects and needs of the machinery, 
have neither the authority nor the incentive to maintain 
the department in the condition in which it should be; 
nor should they be expected to take the place of the old 
Engineer Corps afloat, without better prospects than 
they have at present. 

Why not, then, extend contemplated legislation to al- 
low the immediate commissioning of engineers to rank 
and duty under practically the same conditions as those 
under which the senior part of the old Engineer Corps 
was assimilated into the line? The candidates for ex- 
amination to be drawn from civil life, from commis- 
sioned officers of the Service who prefer and are qualified 
for engineering duty, and from the warrant machinists. 

Let the examination be as thorough as may seem ad- 
visable to the department, so long as the requirements 
are in reason, I make no doubt some of the warrant 
machinists will try for it. Of those who try, some may 
succeed, and then, however small the number of sucecess- 
ful ones, the department will have available just that, 





‘number of officers who are competent for senior, éngi- 


neer’s duty. If this number, with that of Annapo is, 
graduates who prefer engineering duty, is not sufficient, 
to fill the present need, open the examination tp.gradie 
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ates of technica] schools from civil life; but let the de- 
partment first be sure that a way to promotion is open 
to every officer in the Service who is an engineer at 
heart. ENGINEER.

TO SECURE OFFICERS FOR THE NAVY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In view of the lack of officers for the Navy, why can- 
not our broad-minded Secretary of the Navy get a bill 
passed giving him authority to put in shape one, or say 
two, of the large cruisers, so that at least one hundred 
cadets could be taken care of on each, Detail naval offi- 
cers as instructors in technical studies, hire professors 
in certain branches, same as is done at Annapolis. An- 
nounce to the public that a civil service examination, 
about as rigid as is required for cadetship in the U S 
Revenue Cutter Service, will be held on certain dates, 
annually. This being a competitive examination, will 
bring out bright young men from all over the United 
States, the age of entrance eighteen to twenty-one. Then 
select the two hundred passing the best examination for 
appointment as naval cadets, they paying annual — 
of $1,000, the Government furnishing everything. The 
course should be two years on board ship. At the end of 
two years jet the two hundred, or as many as desire, be 
examined, the one hundred making the most satisfactory 
examination to be transferred to the Naval Academy and 
take the last or first class course. ‘The fact that the orig- 
inal examination is competitive on studies that are mostly 
fire year studies at Annapolis and followed by twenty- 
four months continuous work and study pn ship, with 
another competitive examination whereby fifty per cent. 
are to be selected, will develop some bright men. : 

The entrance examination in addition to that prescribed 
could include military or naval tactics, proper credit be- 
ing given for it. As some of the young men may have 
been naval apprentices for a few months, this would be 
to their advantage; besides some military information can 
be had at numerous military schools in this country. 

The fifty per cent. that do not get into the first class 
on the final examination have paid the United States for 
their education, and these young men could secure posi- 
tions in merchant marine, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, 
Marine Corps, or paymasters in the United States Navy. 
In case of war we would have available trained men for 
the volunteers or naval militia. The plan is not expen- 
sive to the Government.

THE REGENERATION OF THE ARMY. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have read your criticism of Col. C. W. Larned’s ar- 
ticle on “The Regeneration of the Army,” and am glad 
to see that you emphasize his views in that particular 
where, as you say. he finds a simple solution of the prob- 
lem in declaring that “it is all largely a matter of pay, 
sordid and unsentimental as that may appear.” “And fur- 
thermore.” he adds, “a satisfactory military product in 
time of peace can be had only by paying for it.” 

I do not agree with the Colonel in anything he has 
said which indicates an improvement in the soldier of to- 
day over the soldier of the period ante-dating the Spanish- 
American War. I do not know what his powers of ob- 
servation have been since that war, but it is clear that 
our Army to-day is suffering the after effects incident to 
all wars. a demoralization similar to that which followed 
the War of the Rebellion. I am free to quote my own 
words written and published as long ago as June, 1902, 
basing my opinion upon the universal opinion and obser- 
vation of officers of the now so-called veteran class. These 
were my words: : : 

“The practical problem now before us, in view of the 
volunteers being disbanded, necessitates the recruiting of 
our Regular establishment to a maximum of, say, one hun- 
dred thousand men, more or less. This renders it difficult 
in the extreme to discriminate in the matter of enlist- 
ments as heretofore, where for one man accepted ten were 
rejected. 

“Officers of all armies have admitted that the Regulars 
who took the field at Santiago de Cuba were both phys- 
ically and morally (these words go often hand in hand) 
superior to any troops in the world, owing to the great 
precautions which were and before 1898 could be taken 
to enlist only the very best material for our Service. This 

‘was done at a time when business was dull and applica- 
tions for enlistments were very numerous. Further than 
this, the introduction of the gymnasium, with its athletic 
sports, advantages incident to the canteen system and 
the esprit de corps which existed throughout all the regi- 
ments of our old Regular Army aided the officers ma- 
terially, but it is to be apprehended that the old standard 
cannot be revived for many years to come. 

“Other considerations are operative. Men are always 
influenced by mercenary motives, and in seeking service 
of any kind (either in or out of the Army) will avoid 
that which is the most difficult for the compensation paid. 
The nature of the work to be done determines the grade 
or character of the man for the job, and a sudden expan- 
sion, nearly fourfold, of our Regular Army must certain- 
ly lower its tone and morale through the medium of in- 
different material, * * Hasty methods of recruiting 
in the grades of commissioned office are fraught with the 
same risks as hasty methods of recruiting for the ranks. 
We are indeed an improvident people as relates to things 
military, and there is good ground for the apprehension 
that our regular establishment may degenerate somewhat 
under the stern principle of necessity which will be op- 
erative for some years to come. * * * Qld soldiers 
will not ‘take on again’ should they find the Army de- 
generating or not up to the old standard, and although ‘an 
old soldier may haye all the weaknesses of human nature, 
he has nevertheless thoroughly learned the lesson of obedi- 
ence, and is worth a dozen recruits.’ 

“We are inclined to believe that it was a most for- 
tunate thing for the reputation at least of our Regular 
Army that what was known as the Hull bill did not be- 
come a law in the early days of the Spanish-American 
War. A sudden fourfold increase, as proposed by that 
measure for the regular military establishment, would 
have so reorganized—let us say, disorganized—the whole 
that the fifteen thousand men at first sent to Cuba (re- 
stricted to this figure by lack of transportation) would 
in that case have been of a kind never to have returned 
from Santiago to tell the story of a disaster which iney- 
itably would have overtaken them. * * * 

“The effective opposition to the passage of the Hull 
bill (which opposition seemed at the time to conflict with 
the interest of the Regular Army and of the country it- 
self) has then had everything to do in the preservation 
ef our miniature Regular Army by thus allowing it to go 
into action in concrete shape. Perhaps no circumstance 


in the whole history of the late war had such a determin- 


‘ing influence as this prohibition, this defeat of a measure 


for the increase of our regular establishment in the face 
of the enemy. 

““In enlarging the Army since the war,’ Stephen Bon- 
sal says, ‘it has been found necessary to let down the 
bars as to physique and character to some extent. I 
don’t mean that there is any lack of the same sort of men 
that carried our flag triumphantly through the Santiago 
campaign—there are plenty of them—but you can’t get 
them at short notice.’ ” 

And here I may add, at the price offered, in which view 
there appears to be perfect harmony of opinion on the 
part of both the Colonel and one whose first service with 
a light battery of Mexican War fame (as long ago as 
1861) entitles him to say, that the non-commissioned offi- 
cers of that battery, all of whom were seasoned in the 
Mexican War, were not to be excelled, as such, even if 
they were Dutch and Irish. Give me an Irish soldier for 
a fight and give me an American-Irish soldier for respect 
and discipline. If, indeed, it is the purpose of the Colo- 
nel to turn the whole Army into a school for the educa- 
tion of officers for either the Regular Army or the Volun- 
teers that are to be, his proposed system is all right, but 
there is one thing he must look out for, and that is, he 
is going to provide “help” and not “servants,” and the 
employer will have to produce his recommendations be- 
fore the “help” will “take on.” Indeed there has been 
much talk of late respecting the fitness as soldiers of the 
little, low-price Japanese, and a boom in China in the 
same direction. 

. A RETIRED OFFICER. 
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PAY OF RETIRED OFFICERS ON ACTIVE DUTY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

One of the inconsistencies in the Navy, and one which 
often works great hardship upon the officers, is the pay 
question; and an instance of recent date is the promul- 
gation of the decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
that “officers on the retired list ordered to active duty are 
not entitled to count the time spent on the retired list in 
computing their longevity increase of pay.” This is a 
reversal of the decision of the Comptroller of Nov. 13, 
1902, i.e., ‘officers on the retired list ordered to active 
duty are entitled to count the time spent on the retired 
list, as well as the time spent in active service in comput- 
ing their longevity increase of pay.” 

As one of the retired officers ordered to active duty 
nearly three years ago, I was not asked to elect which 
pay I should get—whether that of the old schedule, or 
the pay of active officer of like grade—but was given 
longevity pay, which included in its computation, a part 
of the time I spent on the retired list. That pay has 
been less than $1,800 a year, and a few days ago I re- 
ceived notice of a checkage of some hundreds of dollars, 
explained as “the amount erroneously credited to you.” 
Now this is a special hardship upon officers whose 
pay is so meagre at the best, that they cannot ‘‘save for 
a rainy day” as civilians can on the same amount, and 
for the reason that the civilian does not have to buy 
costly uniforms in addition to plain clothing, nor does he 
have the demands for entertaining expenses as do the 
Navy officers. The pay I have received has not been 
more than sufficient for my living expenses, even by 
practising the closest economy. A paragraph in the 
Navy Regulations reads: “No officer shall at any time 
contract debts without a reasonable expectation of being 
able to discharge them.” As an illustration of the in- 
consistency of this: I am a home-keeper; I trade at the 
grocery, etc., on book account, with a ‘reasonable ex- 
pectation” of paying the debt; but may I expect to es- 
cape a court-martial if I am reported for not meeting 
my debts when my pay is not only reduced, but checked 
against me, in full, for a couple of months or more be- 
cause an amount has been “erroneously credited” and 
paid to me upon the decision of the official authorized to 
legally decide upon the pay, and thus his decision sub- 
sequently to be annulled by the same official? The de- 
fined (by Congress) duties of the Comptroller declare 
that his decision is “final and conclusive upon the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government.’ My interpretation 
of this is that up to the time the decision of 1902 was 
overruled, the officers are entitled to the pay they had 
received, and that the last decision cannot be retroactive. 
Officers who have had less than one-half the service I 
have credited to me are receiving $500 a year more pay. 

RETIRED OFFICER. 
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PROMOTION BY MERIT. 


To THE EDITOR OF TITE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Hereafter all promotion and other changes in the 
status of * * * will be decided solely upon relative 
efficiency, and other conditions: being equal, upon the 
length of service within the department. In determin- 
ing the relative efficiency and merit of the various * * * 
a competitive system will be adopted * * * all in the 
respective grades being considered. The most efficient 
and meritorious being first recommended. 

The above is not a draft of a proposed bill for promo- 
tion by selection of officers of the Army, but is an extract 
from a circular issued by Commissary General Weston 
Nov. 25, 1903, with reference to efficiency reports on ci- 
vilian employees of the Subsistence Department. 

What do the opponents of promotion by selection in 
the Army think of this? Apparently the Commissary 
General is perfectly willing, nay, even desirous, that the 
genial old gentleman of thirty years’ clerical service shall 
he passed over by the ambitious youngster .if the latter 
happens to be able and willing to render service of greater 
quantity and higher grade to the Government. In other 
words, civil employees must compete with each other. 

If competition is a good thing for civil clerks not pos- 
sessing the security of position enjoyed by Army commis- 
sary officers, why would it not be a good thing to stimu- 
late the efficiency of commissary officers by rewarding 
those of greater efficiency and penalizing those who, from 
sloth or indifference, are less competent? Why not have 
it understood that the best officer, as well as the best un- 
derling should win? If such a plan is good for commis- 
sary clerks, would not analogy extend it not only to com- 
missary officers, but to all the officers of the Army? Can 
not the same specious arguments against promotion by se- 
lection in the Army be applied equally well against pro- 
motion by selection among clerks?

Should not many of us admit 
that we are against the old sporting spirit—not “let the 
best man win,” but “keep the best man from winning”?

GERMAN VIEW OF AMERICAN FOOTBALL. 


Gittingen, Gosslerstrasse 9, Dec. 25, 1905. 
TO THE EpDITorR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The following translation of an account of the West 
Point-Annapolis football game, which appeared in a 
recent edition of the Berliner Tageblatt, may be of in- 
terest to readers of the JOURNAL, as an example of the 


pen pictures of the game sent to European papers. It 
may be remarked in passing that it is a rare occur- 
rence that any public event in the United States is 
given so much space in a German paper: 

“President Roosevelt was able to see Friday with his 
own eyes to what extreme of barbarity American foot- 
ball is capable. The President, who attended the game 
between the team from the Military Academy at West 
Point and that from the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
saw how some players lay writhing on the ground as if 
in the agonies of death, and how others, in the struggle 
over the ball, were so brutally beaten that they lay un- 
conscious on the field. The opponents tore the woolen 
shirts in tatters from each other’s bodies, laying the 
bloody flayed skin bare, and which was quickly covered 
with dirt from rolling about on the muddy ground. At 
least eleven players were so completely used up that 
they were obliged to leave the game. After the playing 
ceased General Miles, one of the most distinguished offi- 
cers in the American Army, was asked to give his opinion 
of the game. He expressed himself as follows: ‘Foot- 
ball, as it is played here, is the roughest, most dangerous 
and most senseless game ever played by any people in 
the whole world.’ The General stated further that 
American football is worse than bull fighting or prize 
fighting.”

THE FRENCH FIELD ARTILLERY. 
In the Paris Aurore of Dec. 20. Lieut. Col. Picquart 


points out that, although the secret as to the details of the . 


new German field artillery has been well kept, there is 
every reason to believe that the old guns have been retained, 
and that only the gun carriages have been changed. This 
new carriage is understood to be furnished with springs 
by which the recoil is completely suppressed. In avoid- 
ing the construction of entirely new material the Ger- 
mans have not only spared money but gained time, and it 
is consequently to be expected that all their batteries wilf 
shortly be supplied with this improved arm. When that 
is done Lieutenant Colonel Picquart considers that Ger- 
many will not only have overtaken but far outstripped 
France in the matter of her artillery. When the new 
French 75-millimeter field gun was put into service the 
number of guns per battery was reduced from six to four. 
while the ammunition wagons were increased from nine 
to twelve. The Germans, however, do not appear to be 
at all disposed to lessen the number of guns per battery, 
and, as they have about the same number of batteries as 
the French, they will have a superiority of one-third over, 
while the quality cf the guns will be equal. He considers 
that this terrible disparity renders it necessary to reor- 
ganzie the French field artillery by an increase in the 
number of batteries if those existing are not to be given 
six guns each as before.

The War Department has received the record and pro- 
ceedings of the court-martial case of Capt. Rebert W. 
Rose, 21st Inf., who was tried on several charges involv- 
ing drunkenness while receiving treatment in an Army 
hospital at San Francisco. The court acquitted Captain 
Rose of the more serious charges, but found him guilty 
to a less extent and sentenced him to be confined within 
the limits 6f the station where he may be serving for four 
months and to be reprimanded in orders by the reviewing 
authority. Under date of Jan. 17 General Davis, Judge 
Advocate General, wrote the following endorsement on 
the paper submitted by Captain Rose: “The within 
paper sets forth the objection of Capt. Robert W. Rose, 
“ist Inf., to the eenstitution of the court-martial by 
which he was tried. First. On the ground that Major 
William Stephenson, Med. Dept., as an officer, could not 
legally sit upon the court. It has, however. been long 
settled that officers of the Medical Department are eligi- 
ble for services on courts-martial either as members or 
judge advocates. (See Sections 199, 1521, 1659, Dig. 
Opins. J.A.G.) Second. For the reason that the con- 
stitution of the court was not legal, because, as alleged 
by Captain Rose, General Funston, the convening author- 
ity, was the accuser and prosecutor. The record of the 
trial of Captain Rose and the facts set out in the first 
indorsement herecn show clearly that the case comes 
within Section 187, Digest of Opinions of the J.A.G., 
where it is said, inter alia: [This holds that what Gen- 
eral Funston did was in the proper performance of his 
official duty and did not constitute him accuser or prose- 
citog in the case.] It is the opinion of this office that 
there is no merit in the appeal which has been submitted 
b, Captain Rose. The court, whose jurisdiction in the 
matter was plenary, decided the contentions adversely to 
the accused and it is recommended that its action in that 
regard be sustained by the War Department and that this 
appeal be dismissed.”

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The annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
International Committee of the Y.M.C.A. was held at 
the Hotel St. Regis, New York, on Thursday, Jan. 235, 
a handsome room in the hotel having been put at the 
disposal of the society by the courtesy of the proprietor, 
Mr. Haan.

Millar followed with an admirable account of his ex- 
periences during his work among our soldiers and sail- 
ors, in the course of which he paid a high tribute to their 
manly qualities. Excellent speeches were then made by 
Admiral Higginson and Commander Ward, U.S.N., and 
Col. J. J. MeCook. Mrs. McAlpin closed with an eloquent 
iad impassioned plea for contributions to the work of the 
society, in the course of which she paid a just tribute 
to the generous and warm-hearted interest shown by 
Miss Helen M. Gould in the welfare of our sailors and 
soldiers, a tribute which was only made possible by the ab- 
sence of Miss Gould, whose modesty would have for- 
hidden it had she been present. After the meeting those 
present were entertained by Gen. and Mrs. MeAlpin. 
What may be characterized as one of the “by products” 
of the work of this society is the sympathetic interest it 
is establishing between the men of.the Services and in- 
fiuential citizens who help to’ make public opinion. 











Secretary Taft has cabled to Civil Governor Ide that 
he regrets exceedingly that because of the well-defined 
policy of the War Department to establish at Camp Wil- 
liam McKinley and Camp Stotsenberg brigade posts 
it will be impossible to comply with the requests he has 
received that these troops be quartered in the City of 
Manila. The establishment of brigade posts at Camps 
MeKinley and Stotsenberg is by direction of the Presi- 
dent, who desires that the general officers of the Army 
shall get practice in the handling of brigades and divi- 
sions in the field. At the request of Brig. Gen. Jesse M. 
Ive, commanding the Department of Texas, he has been 
ordered to the Philippines instead of Brig. Gen. Constant 
Williams, to command one of the two brigades. The 
‘nited Chambers of Commerce at Manila protested 
against the building of the barracks for the regiments 
oming to the Philippines in the isolated province of 
Vampanga, which will double the cost of construction and 
increase heavily the cost of subsistence for the troops. It 
was urged that the new regiments be quartered in the sub- 
urbs of Manila, which will be cheaper, more available 
and healthier, and will benefit the merchants there. 
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Work on the prison, or perhaps more strictly speak- 
ing, detention house for enlisted men at the navy yard, 
New York, is nearly finished, and should be ready for 
occupancy about April next. At present there will only 
be sixty cells, although the plans call for 120. The so- 
called prison will be used for the most part in holding 
men in custody while awaiting court-martial or for any 
iction by the Secretary of the Navy in disposing of their 
cases. There are but two real naval prisons in this 
‘ountry—one on Mare Island on the Pacific coast, and 
the other in Boston. The latter will be superseded by 
he one in process of building at Portsmouth. These 
are the real naval prisons that execute the prison sen- 
tences of a court-martial. But the most aggravated 
cases, such as those involving murder or manslaughter, 
are passed over to the civil authorities, and an arrange- 
ment is effected by which whatever prison sentences are 
imposed are executed by the State prisons or peniten- 
tiaries of the various States from which the prisoner 
hails.

With reference to the bill, S. 2561, introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Scott and published in these columns Jan. 
13, we may explain that the purpose of the measure is 
simply 'to make an increase in the pay of majors and offi- 
cers of the Army in grades below without interfering with 
longevity pay, which will be computed on the increased 
pay. The measure will go to the War Department to be 
put into proper shape in order that it may accomplish 
the object sought without interfering with present pay 
and allowances further than to increase the pay of the 
officers designated.

They were villified and abused by persons, either misin- 
formed or malicious, for alleged acts of injustice and op- 
pression never perpetrated by them; for the destruction 
of property, of which they were guiltless; for the burn- 
ing of homes to which the Filipinos themselves set fire. 
All honor to the brave men who unflinchingly upheld the 
faith, credit, and glory of their country in the face of 
calumny and unmerited detraction !”

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The examination which was recently condueted in 
Washington of candidates for appointment as assistant 
paymaster in the Navy proved to be very remarkable in 
many ways. For the twelve vacancies in the grade of as- 
sistant paymaster open at this time there were fifty-four 
designations. After the physical examination was con- 
cluded only thirty-three candidates began on the mental 
examination. with a distinct understanding that as any 
candidate failed in any one subject he would drop out. 
The first subject in which they were examined was arith- 
metic. Of the thirty-three who took this examination 
twenty-five failed and dropped out and after the comple- 
tion of the mental examination the board reported that 
only seven of the candidates had passed in every subject 
and that of this number two had failed slightly in the 
original physical examination and must, therefore, under- 
go a re-examination physically before they can be com- 
missioned. 
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Fort Riley has been chewing away on macaroni wheat 
bread for the past two months. This wheat, better 
known as durum wheat, and used extensively in the 


armies of Kurope, is a hard cereal, and can be raised 
on lands that have very little moisture. From point of 
sustenance, and even taste, it makes a very high grade 
of bread, as it contains more gluten than the ordinary 
soft wheat. A blending of the durum and the coast 
wheat has also been experimented with, and for this 
reason: the baker’s bill for the troops in the Philippines 
is a very heavy one, and it is thought that the durum 
wheat is what should be sent there. However, the cost 
of the transportation of the durum wheat, which can 
be raised in northwestera Kansas, is so great as to 
make it almost prohibitive, so the experiment of using 
coast wheat as an alloy to cut down the cost of the 
durum is being tried, and with the end also in view of 
seeing how far the mixing can be carried and still pre 
serve the advantages of the hard wheat.

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Overtures looking toward resuming the playing of the 
Army-Navy football game at Franklin Field, Philadel- 
phia, have been made by the authorities of Annapolis 
and West Point. The definite offer has been made to 
the authorities of the University of Pennsylvania that 
the game will be played there next year if 7,700 tickets 
are allotted to each of the institutions. This is the num- 
ber allowed by Princeton last fall. The number allowed 
in former years by Pennsylvania was 6,300. If the offer 
is not accepted the game will probably be played on one 
of the Philadelphia baseball grounds. It is likely that a 
rifle team composed of midshipmen will meet a similar 
team of West Point cadets this spring, and will also 
enter the national competition at Seagirt, N.J. Lieut. 
Harris Laning, U.S.N., instructor of small arms practice, 
is making the arrangements. 


— 
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The First Division of the General Staff has recommend- 
ed that Congress be urged to include in the Army Appro- 
priation bill an item which will permit: the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department to purchase heavy furniture for officers’ 
quarters for all posts so far as the appropriation will 
permit. This recommendation has received the approval 
of the Chief of Staff. The matter arose through a recom- 
mendation received by cable from Major Gen. Henry C. 
Corbin, commanding the Philippines Division, that Con- 
gxess be requested to appropriate $32,000 to provide up- 
right furniture for officers’ quarters at Malate Barracks 
and Fort William McKinley. The General Staff did not 
deem it advisable to request an appropriation for this 
purpose for two specific posts, inasmuch as the same ne- 
cessity exists at all posts, and recommended as stated 
above. 
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The board of directors of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion of America, at a meeting in Washington, D.C., 
Jan. 24, determined to send a team of twelve men to 
compete for the Palma rifle trophy, at the Dominion of 
Canada matches, on the Rock Cliff range, at Ottawa, in 
August. The team will be chosen after a competition at 
Sea Girt, N.J., in August, and is to be open to riflemen 
from the National Guard, the Army and the Marine 
Corps. Officers of the association were elected for the 
ensuing year as follows: President, Gen. B. W. Spencer, 
New Jersey; vice-presidents, Brig. Gen. George H. Har- 
ries, District of Columbia; Lawrason Riggs, Maryland, 
and J. A. Haskell, New York. | Secretary, Lieut. A. L. 
Jones, New Jersey, and treasurer, R. H. Sayre, New 
York. The annual matches of the association will be held 
at the same time and place as those of the national 
matches. 
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A meeting of the National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice was held in Washington, D.C., Jan. 24, at 
which Gen. Rebert Shaw’ Oliver, Assistant Secretary of 
War, presided, and seventeen members were present. A 
number of proposed changes in the rules governing the 
competition were considered and several were made, which 
we shall give another week, General Roe, commanding 


the New York National Guard, was appointed chairman 
of a committee to fix the time and place for the next reg- 
ular annual rifle competition. The sentiment of the ma- 
jority of the members of the board appeared to favor Sea 
Girt, N.J., and the middle of next August, but the com- 
mittee will have discretionary power in the selection. 
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The Surgeon General of the Army has made a recom- 
mendation that cadets at the .Military Academy be given 
a rigid physical examination at the end of every year so 
that the weeding out of physically disqualified cadets may 
be done throughout the course instead of only at the end 
of the four years’ course. The Surgeon General has also 
recommended that the minimum height for cadets who en- 
ter the Military Academy at seventeen years of age be 
5 feet 4 inches, with the condition that when they reach 
the age of eighteen they must have the minimum height of 
5 feet 5 inches. No cadet who has reached the age of 
eighteen on entrance at the Academy will be admitted 
who is under 5 feet 5 inches in height if the recommenda- 
tion of Surgeon General O’Reilly is approved. 


We publish elsewhere the text of a bill, S. 3406, to pro- 
tect men wearing the uniform of the Army or Navy from 


discrimination at the hands of landlords, common carriers 
or proprietors of places of amusement, which fair-minded 
citizens will heartily approve. This measure is aimed at 
a practice which is morally speaking an insult to the na- 
tional flag. If the flag itself is to be respected, the men 
sworn to defend it are equally entitled to respect. That 
a sober and well-behaved soldier or sailor clad in uniform 
should be refused entertainment at an Ametgican hotel or 
theater for no other reason than the badge of his calling, 
is a monstrous injustice. We hope this bill may become 
a law and that it will be rigorously enforced against 
every offender. 
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Protests from all parts of the country over the order 
issued by Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte directing a re- 
duction of 45 per cent. in the force under the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering are expected at the office of the Secre- 
tary in large numbers, and one has already been received. 
It was from a committee of New York men appointed to 
call Mr. Bonaparte’s attention to the large number of 
discharges at the New York Navy Yard. In reply Mr. 
Bonaparte explained the situation in a letter in which 
he stated, that in view of the failure of the urgent defi- 
ciency appropriation of $1,000,000 asked for steam engi- 
neering, work must be restricted, and this necessarily in- 
volved reduction in other departments.

The Military Secretary was advised on Jan. 25 by a 
despatch from the commanding general, Department of 
California, that the transport Sheridan sailed on that 
date from San Francisco for Manila with the 24th In- 
fantry (828 enlisted men) and the list of military pas- 
sengers as given on page 600. Also by a despatch from 
the commanding general, Department of Colorado, that 
the 2d Infantry (34 commissioned officers and 785 enlist- 
ed men) left Fort Logan on that date for San Francisco, 
en route to the Philippine Islands. An official despatch 
from Manila, Jan. 26, to the Military Secretary, states 
that the transport Buford sailed Jan. 25 with eight 
troops of the 2d Regiment, U.S. Cavalry, 388 enlisted 
men, 49 casuals, 11 sick, 15 marines. 
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The War Department has referred to Congress a recom- 
mendation of the General Staff that a provision be insert- 
ed in the Army Appropriation bill authorizing the employ- 
ment of not to exceed three retired non-commissioned of- 
ficers by each regiment of the organized militia. While so 
employed with the organized militia such retired non- 
commissioned officers are to receive full active service pay. 
A suggestion that Congress be asked to provide such leg- 
islation was received by the War Department recently 
from the Colonel of the 4th Texas Infantry and the mat- 
ter was referred to the General Staff, which made the 
recommendation referred to. 
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A Manila despatch of Jan. 18 te the New York Sun 
says: “The United Chambers of Commerce will protest

The Quartermaster General of the Army has reported 
to the Secretary of War that the supply of blue blankets 
is now nearly exhausted and recommended that an order 
be published announcing that the price of the new olive 
drab blanket will be $5.24 each and that as this is $1.75 
more than the blue blanket, the clothing allowance be in- 
creased by that amount for men who actually draw the 
new blanket within the prescribed allowance. This rec- 
ommendation has been concurred in by the General Staff 
and an order will accordingly be promulgated.

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When Quartermaster General Humphrey learned some 
weeks ago that it was the intention of the Department to 
abandon Allegheny Arsenal as a station for troops he rec- 
ommended that it be turned over to his department for 
use as an jndependent depot for the storage of reserve 
supplies and property of troops on foreign stations. This 
recommendation met with the approval of the Chief of 
Staff and was this week approved by the Secretary of 
War. 
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A correspondent writing from West Point says: “In 
answer to a portion of an article printed in your paper 
stating that cadets referred to soldiers as ‘bums,’ I have 
an interesting fact to relate. There was a detachment 
of Artillery or bombardiers here many years ago, and the 
cadets acquired the habit of referring to them as ‘bombs,’ 
and the similarity between this word and ‘bums’ probably 
caused the mistake. However, this practice is no more.”

Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., has 
issued a circular givivg a description of types of the vari- 
ous classes of cables of the Signal Corps. 
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MARCH OF CAPTAIN GATCHELL’S BATTERY. 


The War Department has received from Brig. Gen. 
Jesse M. Lee, commanding the Department of Texas, his 
report on the inspection made by him under orders from 
the War Department of the Gth Battery of Field Artil- 
lery, which recently marched from Fort Riley, Kans., to 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex. General Lee’s report, which is 
dated Jan. 17, 1906, follows: “On yesterday and to-day 
I made a personal inspection of the battery, consisting of 
three officers, ninety-one enlisted men and 105 horses. I 
find the men and horses in good condition, except that 
five of latter are on sick report, but probably these will, 
under the treatment they are now receiving, be fit for ser- 
vice in a short time. As shown on drill the horses are ac- 
tive and in no respect unfit for duty. The men without 
exception are in splendid physique, and the long march, 
which appears to have been conducted with the utmost 
care, has been of benefit to both men and horses. (Not 
a man who was on the march has been on sick report 
since the arrival of the battery at Fort Sam Houston.) 

“Everything essential to the comfort of the command 
was provided and there is no complaint of any defect or 
neglect. From my casual observation upon arrival here 
of the battery and subsequent investigation, the condition 
of the battery upon its arrival at Fort Sam Houston was 
practically the same as I now find it upon a more formal 
inspection. Of course the horses, are generally without 
surplus flesh, which ordinarily, as in this case, is all the 
better for active work. A few of these, for duty (not in- 
cluding the five sick horses), are somewhat thin, but even 
they are fit-for battery service, as practically demonstrat- 
ed. It is remarked that about thirty horses are under 
size for Artillery, and about one-half of the horses are too 
old. The statement that the men ‘were a sorry appearing 
set’ :— “their clothing in tatters’; that the men were ‘hag- 
gard and lean,” and that ‘the horses resembled moving 
skeletons’ is sehsational, misleading and without substan- 
tial foundation.” 

General Lee goes on to say that he would like to be in- 
formed of the newspaper from which the clipping referred 
to him by the War Department was taken. He continues: 

“It is pertinent to say that in my opinion the officers 
and men of the 6th Battery should be commended for the 
most successful and longest march ever made by a singie 
battery in the United States, instead of being disparaged 
by widespread publication through wc yg of trans- 
parent falsehoods. The battery commander, Capt. George 
W. Gatcheli, Art. Corps, is especially deserving of com- 
mendation for the care of men and horses and other good 
judgment exercises on the long march.” 

Under date of Jan. 23 President Roosevelt: sent the 
following letter of commendation to Captain Gatchell, 
commanding the Gth Battery: “Sir: I desire to con- 
gratulate you and the men of your battery on the suc- 
cessful march of over 1,000 miles from Fort Riley, Kans., 
to Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 

“It is by such military exercises as you have just con- 
ducted that the training, endurance and disc ipline of the 
officers and men of our Army, as well as the endurance 
of the animals and carriages, are tested. The more fre- 
quently our Army can be exercised under service condi- 
tions, the better it will be for the Service, Every such 
march as this represents a real stride in the direction of 
putting our Army on a footing which will make it efli- 


cient in time of war. Sincerely yours, 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”

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VICTORIES WON BY RIFLE FIRE. 

At Madison Barracks, N.Y., Col. Philip Reade. 25d 
Inf., presented to Pyt. Carl Zeisig. Co. C, 23d Inf., a 
medal earned in first Division Infantry Competition, 
Philippines Division, concluded at Malabang, Mindanao, 
April 27, 1905. In the course of his remarks in present- 
ing the medal, Colonel Reade said : 

“Battles are rarely melées; gun powder is more deadly 
than historic steel; bullets put an immensely larger pro- 
portion of men out of action than bayonets do. Victories 
are won by rifle fire. The failures to carry intrenched 
positions by steel weapons are immensely in excess of 
the successful attempts to do so when the hand weapon 
is confronted by the firearm of projection. Fire disci- 
pline involves control of men by their officers; this con- 
trol is lost when personal contact of opposing forces oc- 
curs. Multiple loaders, when handled by clear-headed 
men who are correct in the use of their sights and trig- 
gers, will always prevail over those armed with things to 
stick, eut, or club, with. Steel is chivalric, but obsolete 
in this modern period. 

“Soldiers who are not shooters are apt to be turned 
into scooters. In war, the enemy does not signal back 
the results of each shot. In war, the firer cannot make 
a diagram of the nature, location, value, etc., of his shots. 
War practice is a class of practice beyond field and range 
work. A hint: To maintain your standing as good shots, 
you don’t need to be too experimental with new fangled 
powders, specially prepared cartridges or arms. Don’t be 
too nervously strenuous. Just develop the full capaci- 
ties of the Government ordnance as it is issued. 

“We had at Malabang, in April, 1905, as competitors, 
representatives of nine regiments of infantry plus three 
staff departments of the Army. It is especially signifi- 
cant that the revival of interest in what is popularly 
called ‘target practice’ was demonstrated by the firing 
participation of twenty-four commissioned officers: in all, 
one hundred and forty-four marksmen. We were there 
inspired by the spectacle of a major general, United 
States Army, active list, equipped as an infantry private 





on the range, or mounted as a trooper before the butts, 


mixing in with his fellow soldiers and demonstrating that 
no loss of caste, dignity, or discipline resulted. ~ 

“The practical general says to us: ‘Keep your troops 
in hand, make good use of your cartridges; the rest 
doesn’t matter.’ Tactics may change, types and model 
change, but the one thing to hold on to is to hit what you 
shoot at. The expert who hits what he shoots at proves 
that successful shooting is not a matter of untested the- 
ories or long words. ‘The ideal officer is the one who has a 
knowledge of shooting and allied ability to do it Limself. 
In the Army, it costs nothing to the pupil to find out 
how to shoot. ‘The immense value of again having an 
army of marksmen is no longer an arguable matter. It 
is an axiom.” 
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WIRELESS 'TELEGRAPHY.

two each of 1,305, 1,308 and six of 1,304. Would like also six 
of 1,355 eccentric straps and twelve stud bolts for crank 
shaft bearings. Machines of Glacier and Brutus all right, 
but dogs are chipping slightly, nothing serious. Caesar 
has her wire line bent apart towing engine; everything 
coming on well; hope to get through to Port Said on 
present supply of water on deck. One more Chinese 
very sick on Caesar. If we run our speed up much above 
five knois we carry away our gears.” 
“(Signed) HOSLEY.” 
The following undated message was received from the 
Glacier at five ante meridian to-day through the lines of 
scouts, and may be of interest to the department. Some 
words are missing as indicated by the dashes in the text: 
“Great this wireless chain. Am getting lots of news 
from Maryland. Many thanks for kind messages. We 
are going along very well, about 100 miles a day —— 100 
miles to-day’s run. The days that we can make the 
most we usually have to stop to send dock stores pro- 
visions or coal — as this cannot be done when it is rough. 
Its long sea gear gives a big strain, Brutus wire line and 
manila have carried away so far. Have had quite a time 
catching dock when Brutus’s wire line went. Five knots 
seems to be the best we can make. Dock heads the wind 
which makes it all right in heavy weather. When she 
was broadside on— smallest run— a day. Fresh south, 
southeast winds and sea long. Wish we had two of 
Admiral Brownson's cruisers. Best wishes to all.’’

THE PRESIDIO. 


Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 19, 1906. 


The Siberia reached port on Friday morning, being 
given a thirteen gun salute from the Chicago in honor 


of her illustrious passengers, the Imperial Chinese High 
Commissioners, His Excellency Tuan Fang and His Ex- 
cellency Tai Hung Chi and their distinguished party. The 
official reception committee awaited the docking of the 
big steamer at the Pacifie Mail Company's docks, and 
early in the afternoon, as soon as the gung plank was 
lowered, boarded the vessel and went to the main saloon, 
where the commissioners were awaiting them. Professor 
Jenks, as personal representative of President Roose- 


velt and also of the United States Government, first 
greeted them and then Major Gen. Samuel S. Sumner 
was presented, welcoming the party on behalf of the 


Secretary of War and the United States Army, and he 
in turn presented Brigadier Gen. Frederick Funston. 
Then followed the introductions of the rest of the official 
reception committee; Capt. EK. P. Jervey and Lieut. J. A. 
Higgins, aides to General Sumner; Lieut. E. C. Long, aide 
to General Funston; Col. S. P. Jocelyn, Capt. W. G. 
Haan, Major Febiger, Major Wisser, Lieut. Col. Sedgwick 
Pratt, Capt. Winn, all of the Army; Lieut. Comdr. R. F.

We published on January 13 the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the matter of the 
appeal of Lieut. Ralph W. Drury and Private John B. 
Dowd, both of the 9th U.S. Infantry, remanding the 
appellants to the civil courts of Allegheny county, Pa., 
for trial on indictments charging them, on one count, 
with murder, and on another with manslaughter, in con- 
nection with the killing of William H. Crowley near 
Allegheny Arsenal, ‘Sept. 10, 1903. As a result of the 
Supreme Court decision, Lieutenant Drury and Private 
Dowd surrendered themselves to the civil authorities of 
Allegheny county Jan. 22, and entered bail in $2,500 
each for their appearance for trial at the March term of 
court. It is to be expected that they will receive a fair 
trial and that the jury in the case will not be influenced 
by what appears to be local sentiment concerning the 
Army. If reports concerning the treatment of troops 
stationed at Allegheny Arsenal are correct, they are any- 
thing but creditable to that neighborhood. Company B, 
of the 9th Infantry, which is now stationed at Allegheny 
Arsenal, under orders for the Philippines, is a highly 
reputable, self-respecting body of men who performed 
creditable service in the Philippines and in China during 
the Boxer troubles of 1900. Yet, if reports are to be 
credited, the members of this company during their tour 
of duty at Allegheny Arsenal have been subjected to 
gross insult in innumerable cases, and their appearance 
upon the streets adjacent to the military reservation has 
frequently exposed them to jeers and even to physical 
violence from neighborhood loafers and rowdies. It ap- 
pears, for instance, that Private Dowd, the co-defendant 
with Lieutenant Drury, in the case above mentioned. 
while passing through a street leading from the Arsenai 
on the evening of Jan. 19 was attacked by ruffians and 
se roughly treated that he has since been in the hos- 
pital.

on _ short notice to Army and a 
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that soldiers assigned to duty there are exposed to insult 
more frequently than at any other station in the United 
States, and the same despatch quotes an enlisted man 
of Company B as follows: “In the South a soldier may 
be informed by a tradesman that he does not want his 
patronage, and it stops there. But nowhere else in this 
country are the soldiers insulted on the streets. Our 
company is what is called an exceedingly decent one, 
all the members being picked. Our members have met 
many kind friends here and made pleasant acquaintances, 
yet on the streets we are treated worse than hoboes.”’ 
These charges, it must be kept in mind, are anonymous 
and one-sided, and need corroboration, but if true they are 
a reproach to Allegheny county. Moreover, if they are 
true, it is no wonder that the men of Company B rejoice 
that they have been ordered to the Philippines. 
—_—-—o—___——_- 

In one respect the criticism which the daily news- 
papers have passed upon the military authorities who 
ordered the nine hundred mile march of the 6th Bat- 
tery of Field Artillery from Fort Riley, Kas., to Fort 
Sam Houston, Tex., will serve a highly useful purpose. 
It shows for one thing that the newspapers as well as 
the people who read them are still in need of enlighten- 
ment as to what the field training of troops under con- 
ditions similating those of actual war really means. There 
ean be no doubt that when the 6th Battery reached its 
destination its members presented a decidedly mussed-up 
appearance. Their uniforms were maddy and worn, 
their faces were unshaven and their horses were lean 
and some of them footsore. But it is to be kept in 
mind that the march was not undertaken as a mere out- 
ing or as an exhibition of the American soldier as he 
appears in full dress. The real object was a serious one. 
namely to give the troops the experience of service closely 
resembling that which would be required of them in time 
of war, and that object, it may be stated, has been 
realized to the satisfaction of all concermed. We pub- 
lished last week a statement by Capt. George W. Gat- 
chell, U.S.A., commanding the battery, as to the results 
of the march. In addition it is worth noting that not a 
man of the command has entered the hospital since ar- 
riving at Fort Sam Houston. How the enlisted men re- 
gard the experience is indicated in the following state- 
ment made by one of their number to the Fort Sam 
Houston correspondent of the Chicago Inter-Ocean: “It 
was a great hike. Of course, we are glad that it has 
ended, but there is not a man in the battery scarcely 
who regrets having taken it. No hardships were suf- 
fered by the men that could not have been avoided by 
themselves. True, it would get pretty cold nights in 
camp, but if a man did not have energy enough to get 
up and keep his fire going he should have had to shiver 
a little.’ ‘The distance covered on this remarkable 
march was about 892 miles, the longest day’s march hav- 
ing been twenty-eight miles, and the shortest seven 
miles. The time occupied was two months. With the 
exception of one or two trifling instances, mentioned in 
our previous report of this march, the troops were treated 
with the utmost hospitality by the people of the country 
through which they passed. 
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CONDITIONS AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


It is obvious that the young gentlemen of the Nayal 
Academy who have set class traditions and class priy- 
ileges above the law can have had no proper realization 
of the injury they were doing to the profession to which 
they have dedicated their lives; to the country which has 
been educating them for its service, in the hope and full 
expectation that they will maintain its traditions of loy.l 
devotion to duty and obedience to the law. It is clear 
beyond question that defiance of law can never be pe:- 
mitted, and especially among a class of men set apart for 
the maintenance of law on which depends the hope of the 
Republic. “Ignorance of the law excuses no man,” and 
he who, knowing the law, treats it with contempt. or de- 
liberately defies it, is the enemy of his country and of the 
good order of society. Before all others the cadets of our 
national. institutions must be taught respect for law. The 
law makers are not infallible, and we have found ov- 
casion to criticise the present law against hazing; but 
criticism of a law offers no excuse for disobedience to it 
and especially by those who have voluntarily assumed 
obedience to an enactment of special application to them 
and to which the great body of their countrymen owe no 
allegiance. 

The occurrences at the Naval Academy, revealed by the 
courts-martial there, have put the Navy in an _ inde- 
fensible position before the country. Making due allow- 
ance for youthful indiscretion, open defiance of law and 
disingenuous attempts to escape the consequence of, such 
defiance cannot be tolerated. The past cannot be re- 
called, but there should certainly be enough young men 
in the Naval Academy possessed of a clear sense of right 
and wrong to put an end at once and for all to the mis- 
taken sense of corps loyalty which seeks to shield offend 
ers against punishment and brings the whole corps into 
disrepute, because of the transgressions of some of its 
members. ‘The midshipmen should resolve to break the 
bonds that appear now to bind them in subjection to dis- 
obedience, and make it clear that there will be no class 
or corps protection hereafter for offenders against the 
law. 

The damage already resulting from the rash following 
of the contrary course cannot be undone, and all that re- 
mains is to provide a remedy for the future. This can- 
not be had by making the law against hazing more 
strenuous; it is already sufficiently so. It can only be 
secured by arousing among the midshipmen the sense of 
responsibility to law as law, which is the foundation stone 
of good citizenship. Without it we can have no Navy and 
no Army, and society will revert to its original bar- 
barism, of which hazing, and the assertion in any form 
of merely personal authority over others, are among the 
survivals. Whatever excuse may be made for the attempt 
by one class of midshipmen to establish personal control 
over another class, and however specious the argument 
in its favor, there is one conclusive answer to all this, 
and that is that such practice is clearly condemned and 
forbidden by the law. 

Hiowever just the criticism of the existing law against 
hazing, it should be remembered that it is the expression 
of public opinion on this subject, by which the Academies 
and the Services must be ruled. The country does not 
entrust authority to its titled and uniformed servants for 
the purpose of giving them the power to tyrannize over 
others, or to assert their individual importance at the 
expense of others. The rawest and most awkward plebe, 
the greenest and most unintelligent recruit, in the 
theory of the law and in the just esteem of public opinion, 
has the same right iv protection against the arbitrary ex- 
ercise of authority as the admiral or the general. Any- 
thing that -tends to convey to civilian minds the impres- 
sion that the Services are not governed by a recognition 
of this principle does infinite harm and leads to 2n es- 
trangement between military men and the voters who 
rightly regard themselves as their masters. Such an im- 
pression cannot prevail without manifest injury to our 
military establishment. Experience teaches the lesson to 
sensible men in authority, but it is not so clear to those 
who are misled by the unaccustomed exercise of power 
into the error of supposing that it is a personal posses- 
sion which they have a right to use as they will. 

The young gentlemen at the Naval Academy must cer- 
tainly by this time understand the situation they have 
created. There can be no compromise with the law; it 
must be enforced if its enforcement sends every mid- 
shipman into exile and deprives the Navy for a time of 
the officers it so much needs. The remedy for this con- 
dition of things is in the hands of the midshipmen them- 
selves and, so far as we can see, the only escape from 
the situation is through their action. Let them resolve 
without delay to abandon the policy of prevarication and 
terrorism undertaken in the vain attempt to conceal what 
is already well known. Let every man who is conscious 
of having offended against the law make frank confes- 
sion and accept the consequences. This will be a credit- 





able exhibition of manliness, and fortunately we have in 
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the White House a man who has a keen appreciation 
of manhood and truthfulness. The Constitution reposes 
in him the sovereign power of pardon, and we cannot doubt 
that in the case of need it will be exercised with dis- 
cretion, and in a way to secure the approval of the 
country. But there will be, and in the nature of things 
there can be, no compromise in the matter; no bargaining 
or agreements. The country needs young men for its 
service, but it has no use for those who violate its laws 
or seek by any method to impose upon others the con- 
sequences of their own misdeeds. Let the culprits step 
out and be counted and, in so doing, relieve their fellow 
midshipmen from the strain upon their consciences and 
their loyalty involved in the present attempt to conceal 
what cannot be hidden. The right to pardon is accom- 
panied by the right to impose conditions upon the ac- 
ceptanee of the pardon, and these may be such as to put 
an end to the defiance of law, which we have been slow 
tv believe in, but which the testimony now appears to 
establish beyond question.

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CONFINEMENT BY NON-COM. OFFICERS. 


In his opinion as to confinement of enlisted men by non- 
commissioned officers, published in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, Jan. 20, 1906, the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army, after stating the non-commissioned officers’ 
» zht to make arrests and confine in cases coming under 
the 24th Article of War, states: ‘‘In other cases he acts 
in pursuance of a delegation of authority on the part of 
tie company or detachment commander, which is nof 
only lawful in itself, but is generally and properly re- 
cirded as necessary to efficient administration of mili- 
tury discipline.” 

In reference to this, it may be remarked that the 
\djutant General of the Army, in his annual report, 
1SS83, to the Secretary of War, said: ‘In this connection, 

beg to recommend that stringent orders be issued— 
preferably in the form of a regulation—prohibiting the 

onfinement of men in the guard house by non-commis- 
ioned officers, except for the offense of disturbance in 
quarters. No man should be confined, particularly those 
-ailty only of minor offenses, until after full inquiry 
has been made by the company or post commanders into 
‘he cause of the offense.” 

Following this, Paragraph 868, Army Regulations, was 
smended, and as announced, published in G.O. No. 85, 
Nov. 18, 1886, to read as follows: “The arrest of an 
ficer or the confinement of a soldier will be reported 
‘9 his post commander as soon as practicable; and no 
vldier shall be confined except on the order of an officer 

ho shall previously inquire into his offense.’ (The 
italies are ours.) This regulation is now embodied in 
A.R. 937, which reads: “Except as provided in the 24th 
\rticle of War, pr when restraint is necessary, no soldier 
will be confined without the order of an officer who shall 
previously inquire into his offense.” 

A.R. 938 provides: ‘The arrest or confinement of an 
enlisted man will, as soon as practicable, be reported 
‘o his company or detachment commander by the officer 
cuthorizing the arrest and confinement.” 

These direct and positive mandates prohibit any non- 
ommissioned officer from receiving any authority by 
‘elegation prior to an inquiry into the offense for which 
confinement is made. 

In cases under the 24th Article of War, and “where 
restraint is necessary,” no delegation of authority is 
necessary, and except in those two cases, even after the 

ffense is committed, there must be an order of a com- 
missioned officer to lawfully place a soldier in arrest in 
quarters or in confinement in the guard house. ‘These 
are wise regulations under existing conditions and, to our 
thinking, conducive to the preservation of good order and 
iiilitary discipline. We infer that our commissioned 
officers are, at all times, ready to uphold the position 
nd dignity of non-commissioned officers, but as the latter 
are obliged, by the nature of their duties, to come into 
closer and more familiar contact with the privates than. 
ihe former, and perhaps lack, in some respects, the train- 
ing. experience and judgment that are implied in the pos- 
session of a commission, the wisdom of the restriction in 
question is obvious. Exercise of authority in an emer- 
veney is one thing, the prudent exercise of it when there 
s no emergency is another, 
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PROPOSED CONCENTRATION OF TROOPS. 

The Secretary of War on Jan. 24 sent to the House 
‘‘ommittee on Military Affairs a communication showing 
he approximate cost of concentrating the troops of the 
Regular Army in seven large camps of instruction during 
‘he coming summer. It is urgently recommended by Sec- 
etary Taft that one million dollars be appropriated for 
‘this purpose, this being the amount estimated by the Gen- 
ral Staff to be required, The plan of concentrating at 
seven large camps in different parts of the country all 
the troops of the Regular Army in the country, with the 
exception of the Coast Artillery forces, is a part of the 
scheme of President Roosevelt for giving the Army more 
field work and keeping it from stagnating at the posts so 
far as is practicable. 

The importance of this measure and the great benefit 
‘he troops would receive from being assembled in brigades 
or larger units, Secretary Taft thinks, fully justify the 
‘xpense. It is proposed that the troops shall march to 
and from the camps of concentration as far as practicable. 
The maneuvers will last about four months. 

The tentative scheme for the eoncentration contem- 
lates that all the troops stationed at the following posts 
shall participate and be concentrated at the seven camp 








sites to be selected: Thomas, Wayne, Brady, Sheridan, 
Jefferson Barracks, Madison Barracks, Ontario, Porter, 
Niagara, Jay, Ethan Allen, Adams, Ward, Washington 
Barracks, Leavenworth, Crook, L. H. Roots, Niobrara, 
Logan, Snelling, Reno, Des Moines, Sill, Omaha, Brown, 
Sam Houston, McIntosh, Ringgold, Bliss, Huachuca, 
Mackenzie, Logan, Duchesne, Whipple Barracks. Lincoln, 
Wingate, Robinson, Washakie, Meade, Keogh, Douglas, 
Myer, Washington Barracks, McPherson, Wright, Lawton, 
Vancouver Barracks, San Francisco Harbor, Presidio of 
Monterey, Walla Walla, Boise Barracks, Presidio of San 
Francisco, Barry, Mason, Benicia Barracks, Assinni- 
boine, Harrison and Missoula.

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Senator Culberson, of Texas, is an amiable and ex- 
cellent gentleman, but he evidently has a notion that 
officers of the Army and Navy in the Philippines are not 
conducting themselves as circumspectly as they should, 
for a few days ago he submitted, and the Senate adopted, 
a resolution directing the Secretary of War to report 
whether any member of the Philippine Commission or 
any officer of the Army or Navy owned on December 1, 
1905, or now owns any land in the Philippine Islands, 
and if so, where the land is situated, “particularly with 
reference to the location of proposed railroads in said 
islands.” Secretary Taft’s reply to this inquiry is 
prompt and interesting. It states that according to the 
answers received in response to queries cabled to Manila, 
the three native members of the Philippine Commission 
all own large estates and have owned them for years. 
The Secretary explains, however, that it would take at 
least four months to transmit inquiries to and receive an- 
swers from the thousands of Army officers who have served 
or are serving in the islands, and that further instruction 
is needed concerning the scope of the inquiry, especially 
with reference to what lands officers might properly own. 
Officers stationed in the Philippines have already been 
directed to refrain from participating in commercial en- 
terprises in the islands, and the presumption is that 
they have obeyed the admonition. The Culberson reso- 
lution is merely an insinuation that they have bought up 
lands which are likely to increase in value because of 
the projected development of the railway system. Yet 
if the Senator from Texas will carefully study the pay 
tables of the Army and Navy he will discover that the 
officers of the Services are not so extravagantly .paid as 
to be able to become dangerous land monopolists. On 
his present pay about all the real estate which the 
average officer can reasonably expect to acquire and re- 
tain is a modest patch about four feet by six when his 
earthly as well as his professional career is ended. 
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As a result of a report made by the Committee on De- 
partment Methods, otherwise known as the Keep Com- 
mission, the President has issued an order that there 
shall be appointed by the head of each of the executive 
departments of the Government an advisory board on the 
subject of printing and publication, the purpose being to 
simplify the preparation and lessen the cost of issuing 
official reports and other public documents. The order 
sets forth certain general principles which shall hereafter 
govern the form of annual reports of departments and 
bureaus, all of which are designed to insure conciseness, 
neatness, durability and uniformity in the style and ap- 
pearance of official documents. This action of the Presi- 
dent is most commendable. The Government Printing 
Office is one of the costliest establishments of the entire 
public service and its operations are notoriously extrava- 
gant. It has published hundreds of tons of official litera- 
ture for which there is no use whatever and which has 
no value except as waste paper. It was very properly 
chosen as the first organization to be investigated by the 
Keep Commission, and now that its operations. are to 
be regulated in the manner indicated, the various depart- 
ments can be the more easily held in check with regard 
to their output of official literature. The last two or 
three years have witnessed a decided improvement in the 
general character of the reports issued by the various de- 
partments and bureaus of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, the President’s expressed desire for brevity and 
simplicity in such documents having been promptly com- 
plied with as far as practicable. We believe, indeed, that 
when these two departments are investigated it will be 
found that their administrative methods, including those 
relating to the issue of official literature, will be found to 
be more orderly, more systematic and decidedly more 
economical than those of the other departments. 
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During the incumbency of Rear Admiral R. B. Brad- 
ford, U.S.N., as Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, strong 
and continuous efforts were made to prevent just such 
a contingency of shortage of coal for the Navy as is now 
imminent. The prime cause for this temporary deficiency 
in fuel, which interferes with the winter maneuvers, lies 
at the doors ef Congress, whose misguided spasms of 
economy occasionally involve the several branches of the 
Government in dilemmas of the same general nature as 
that now confronting the Navy Department. Coal, nowa- 
days, is really the sinews of war, and in preparation for 
war the wise men of all nations acknowledge the necessity 
for piling up big supplies of coal against the day when 
coal becomes contraband of war, and no more can be 
bought for love or money. Our coal depots should never 
be permitted to fall below a certain high percentage of 
the maximum quantity, and it lies with our legislators 
to see to it that this cannot happen again. In a recent 
speech in the House, Representative Livingston said: 
“Tt was a well pecognized fact for years that if we want- 
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ed to make an impression of economy, or if we had a 
short session and were in a hurry, we cut appropriations 
rather than investigated them, and said, ‘Oh, well, they 
could go to the Senate or they. could come in with a de- 
ficiency.’ ”

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Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte’s order directing 
that the force under the Bureau of Equipment be cut 
down forty-five per cent. will paralyze the work at navy 
yards, in the opinion of many officers on duty at the 
Navy Department. Not only will the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering be materially affected, but other bureaus will 
suffer as well. Of these the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair will probably be most affected. In every navy 
yard there is work being carried on now in which the 
workmen under the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
are participating, which will cease entirely when the men 
of the Bureau of Equipment are taken away. It will be 
impossible for the construction men to proceed with 
the work if the engineering workmen are forced to 
stop. Within a comparatively short time it would be- 
come necessary to cut the force under the Bureau of Con- 
struction to as great an extent as the cut by the Bureau 
of Engineering. Secretary Bonaparte has issued a 
memorandum to the Chiefs of the Bureaus of Ordnance, 
Equipment, and Construction and Repair, to consult 
with the Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering re- 
garding the matter. 
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It is learned that the only reason the President with- 
drew from the Senate the nominations of Brig. Gen. 
George B. Davis to be Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, and Brig. Gen. William Crozier to be Chief of 
Ordnance, was the request of Senator Warren, Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, who 
desired that the form of the nominations be changed so 
that they would read as “reappointments.” There is 
absolutely no objection in the Committee on Military 
Affairs to the confirmation of these two officers, and 
the only reason that action has not yet been taken by 
the Senate is the difference of opinion among _ the 
members of the Committee as to the proper wording of 
the nominations. As originally sent to the Senate the 
nominations provided that the rank of brigadier general 
should date back for these two officers to the time of 
their first appointment four years ago. The nomina- 
tions have gone to the Senate a second time for con- 
firmation in a form showing that they are reappoint- 
ments, which meets the technical objection raised by one 
of the members of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs. 
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There is 2 disposition on the part of the military com- 
mittees of the Senate and House to inquire into the 
whole mileage system, to ascertain whether limitations 
cannot be placed on the amount of travel by the Army, es- 
pecially in such cases as permitting officers to return 
from the Philippines by way of Europe. There can, of 
course, be no objection to such an inquiry. ‘The investi- 
gators will find, however, that there is very little of this 
roundabout traveling from the Philippines and that such 
as there is has been authorized for good and sufficient rea- 
sons which it is not always prudent to publish. The War 
Department and the Chief of Staff are avowedly desirous 
of keeping the disbursements for mileage down to the 
lowest point consistent with military interests, and it is 
not unlikely that new rules with that object in view may 
shortly be issued, We are hopeful, however, that Con- 
gress will not impose any arbitrary restrictions upon the 
military authorities regarding a matter on which their 
judgment is obviously the most trustworthy. 


_ 
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Rear Admiral W. S. Cowles was appointed Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment on Jan. 22, succeeding Rear 
Admiral Henry N. Manney, who retired from active 
service on that date. Admiral Manney, however, was 
ordered to special duty under the Navy Department. 
Just now this consists mainly of finishing up certain 
features of his work in the bureau. There are plans for 
the retention of Admiral Manney in active service in 
connection with the wireless telegraph work of the Navy, 
which he has brought to its present high state of ef- 
ficiency. There is still great room for improvement, 
the chief problem being so to perfect the system that 
despatches may be sent and received in the day with the 
same degree of accuracy and certainty that they are 
now sent during the night. 
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At the War Department this week two important con- 
ferences, which may have a far-reaching effect upon Army 
legislation this year, were held between Secretary Taft, 
Senator Warren, chairman of Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs; Representative Hull], chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, and Major Gen. J. C. 
Bates, Chief of Staff. The eleven bills recommended by 
the General Staff, the most important of which are those 
for the reorganization of the Artillery Corps and for pro- 
motion by elimination, were carefully gone over at the 
conferences. Secretary Taft endeavored to persuade the 
members of Congress that the passage of these measures 
is absolutely necessary at this session, It is probable that 
all of these Army bills will be sent to Congress next week. 
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A court-martial has been in session at Fort Adams, 
R.L, for several days trying all enlisted men who were 
in any way connected with the recent rows between 
soldiers on the fort road, ; 
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THE URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Among. items included in the Urgent Deficiency bill, 
which has been under consideration by the House during 
the past week, are the following: For the construction 
and completion of an Army general hospital in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; last year $100,000 was appropriated 


for this hospital, its total cost to be $300,000. An item 
of $8,740 for pay of various specified clerks at the Mili- 
tary Prison at Fort Leavenworth, was returned to the 
War Department. An item of $756 for trophies and 
prizes for the rifle competition at Sea Girt in 1904 was 
allowed, after some debate: it was explained that this 
was the cost of maintaining the range for two or three 
days while it was in use by the War Department, as the 
appropriation that year of $2,500 for prizes did not cover 
the expenses thus incurred. An item of $50,000 provides 
for mileage to officers and contract surgeons traveling un- 
der specified conditions; so that where the station of an 
officer is changed while on leave he shall be allowed mile- 
age on joining his new station for distance frem place 
-where he received the order, if not greater than the dis- 
tance from the old to the new station. 

Under Navy Department is an item of $10,000 to com- 
plete the distribution of medals to commemorate naval en- 
gagements in waters of the West Indies and on the shores 
of Cuba; also $500,000 for fiscal year 1906 for coal for 
naval ships, maintenance of coal depots, ete. ; also $75,000 
for general freight charges for the Navy, other than for 
coal. An item of $500,000 for repair and preservation 
of boilers, including cost of new boilers, for refrigerating 
and other auxiliary machinery, etc., was proposed by Mr. 
Fitzgerald for insertion in the bill, but was rejected. Mr. 
Fitzgerald explained that unless additional money is pro- 
vided work will stop to a great extent in the navy yards. 
Mr. Tawney, objecting to the proposed item, said that the 
Naval Committee had carefully considered it; the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering has now available $1,600,000. It 
was found by the committee that there are to-day two sys- 
tems of naval construction, one authorized by Congress 
and the other authorized by the Secretary of the Navy un- 
der the word “overhauling.” If Congress, Mr. Tawney 
said, is to go on appropriating money for the mainte- 
nance and repairs of machinery, and then allow the Navy 
Department to divert that appropriation for the purpose 
of reconstructing the Navy, there is no telling to what 
extent the deficiencies will hereafter occur in the naval ap- 
propriation bills. 

The Senate has received for inclusion in the Urgent De- 
ficiency bill an estimate of appropriation to pay the 
amounts found due by the Auditor for the Navy Depart- 
ment for traveling expenses of midshipmen from their 
homes to the Naval Academy in June, 1905, ete., $6,478.57. 
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HEARING ON THE ARMY BILL. 


In addition to the statements published in these col- 
umns last week of officers who appeared before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs in behalf of the Army 
Appropriation Bill, we note the following : 

Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Commissary General, 
in explaining the estimate for the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, stated that while the Army ration in Alaska was 
the same as in the Philippines, bacon, vegetables and 
candles are a larger allowance in Alaska than any- 
where else. Contracts are made in San Francisco for 
the fresh vegetables required in the Philippines. They 
have to be brought from different countries, principally 
from China and Japan, depending on the crops. In some 
seasons we cannot take vegetables a week out from San 
Francisco without their sprouting, and in that case we 
have to go to Australia or India. Fresh meat for the 
Philippines is brought from Australia, prices there be- 
ing much lower than elsewhere. American firms can- 
not compete with them. Australian beef and mutton are 
about the same as the American. There is but little loss 
of canned meats taken into the Philippines, methods of 
curing and inspecting having greatly improved. Of 
the cooking and baking schools at Fort Riley, General 
Sharpe said: “They are a great success and are going to 
make one of the economies of the Service. In the for- 
eign service we find they are stimulating and encouraging 
competitors by offering small prizes. I would like to 
do the same, and about a thousand dollars would make 
it possible to offer prizes where we have established 
schools. They offer these prizes to competitors, and it 
creates greater interest. About $300 will be offered at 
each of the schools, or about $25 for each class. It 
does not seem a large amount for the good work we are 
going to accomplish. I think that with the advanced 
cost of food products we should meet that problem the 
same way as the manufacturer does an advance in his 
raw materials. He meets it by reducing his cost of pro- 
duction. We must have more skill in the handling of our 
products. The school is conducted at the small expense 
of $210 per month, and we now send officers there to 
take the courses. These detailed men, when they re- 
turn to the line, are better able to manage their com- 
panies by this course. I would like to add that the 
officers taking the course do the actual work of baking 
and cooking. I have had letters from our officers asking 
to be given a detail at the school, to better equip them 
for their work. All the captains will be given a course 
at the school, so that we will turn out each year some 
captains well qualified to manage their companies.” 

Brig. Gen. Charles F. Humphrey, Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, in the course of his statement, renewed his plea 
that the Government provide the heavy furniture required 
in officers’ quarters, such as hall furniture, hatracks; 
for bedrooms, bedsteads and bureaus; for parlors, tables 
and lounges: for dining rooms, tables: for kitchens, tables 
and refrigerators. This furniture would belong to the 
quarters and pot subject to removal by occupants. It 
is difficult to estimate the cost of this furniture, as many 
officers would not want it, being already supplied or pre- 
ferring to supply themselves. It would probably average 
about $250 per set of quarters. 

With regard to the shipment to their homes, at public 
expense, of the remains of soldiers who die in the service 
of the United States, the Chairman of the Committee 
suggested. and General Humphrey agreed with him, that 
the remains of ali such soldiers should be so treated, no 
matter where they die. This could be done, General 
Humphrey pointed out, by amending the item for “‘bring- 
ing home the remains of officers and soldiers who die 
abroad” so as to read as follows: **To enable the Secre- 
tarv of War, in his discretion, to cause to be transported 
to their homes for interment the remains of officers and 
soldiers who hereafter die or are killed while on duty 
in the United States or at places outside the United 
States or while on a voyage at sea, thousand 
dollars.”

Humphrey stated that the post exchanges 


were a thorough success and very useful, but that they 
have not taken the place of the canteen and never will. 
The present post exchange has everything in it now 
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that the old exchange had, and vastly more, except beer. 
The men go out of the post to get beer and are very 
apt to stay out. It would be better if beer and light 
wines were sold at the exchanges. As for recreations, 
General Humphrey stated that he was in favor of more 
bowling alleys, as combining a pleasing form of recrea- 
tion and healthful, invigorating exercise, and less athletic 


_ apparatus. 


Referring to the item for the purchase of sites for 
rifle ranges, General Humphrey stated that it was ab- 
solutely needed. It is desired to establish ranges at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Fort McIntosh, Tex.; Fort Sheridan, 
Ill.; American Lake, Wash., and Fort Worden, Wash. 
Generally speaking, these ranges will be used by other 
posts in the same section of the country. 

General Humphrey also urged that sales of fuel and 
forage be authorized to retired officers at contract price. 
otherwise subject to the same regulations as now apply 
to officers on the active list, when they reside at such 
points that it can be conveniently done and deliveries 
made without expense. This would in many instances 
be a great accommodation to the officer and impose no 
call for increase of appropriations. The contract price 
is generally considerably less than the market price, and 
if sales to retired officers were authorized it would 
afford them a considerable saving. In Washington they 
would save from fifty cents to a dollar a ton on coal. 

Speaking of the justice of paying the actual traveling 
expenses of officers while on departmental duties, such 
as inspecting deliveries of horses, construction of build- 
ings, manufacture of supplies, ete., General Humphrey 
said: “The mileage allowance is scarcely worth con- 
sidering against the expense of such trips. I feel the 
need of some such provision as I have recommended al- 
most every day and cannot send officers where they 
should be sent, because of the insufficiency of the mileage 
allowance and there are no provisions to pay expenses. 
wii I am also heartily in favor of the proposal 
to furnish headstones for the graves of Confederate 
prisoners who died and were buried in the Northern 
States. As you know, this has been done at Arling- 
ton, and if an appropriation of, say $50,000, could be 
made available for this purpose the work of marking the 
graves of those buried in national cemeteries might be 
at once begun and the location, identification, and mark- 
ing of the others could be proceeded with as soon as au- 
thorized.” 

Brig. Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers, 
in reply to a question whether the Engineer Corps is not 
at present short of men, said: “It is short to this extent 
that a great many have larger districts and are doing 
more work than would perhaps be their share, but they 
are doing it well. If we had more men they would 
simply divide up the work better. The fortification work 
has fallen off, which gives a little relief. We are not 
anticipating any river and harbor bill this year, and 
that may relieve the pressure a little bit. This year there 
has not been any necessity for haste with surveys, and 
we have been able to take all the time needed.” 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, when 
asked as to the life of the .22 caliber rifle barrels, replied : 
“I think it is almost indefinite. They do not erode fast. 
They are not fired with a high velocity, and they have a 
lead ball. ‘They have a long life. We have not figured 
to get data on that subject. These barrels have a long 
life—so long that we have not thought it necessary to go 
to the expense of determining it. * * We have 
about 357,000 Krag-Jorgensen rifles which are in the 
hands of the militia, the Army and in store. We have al- 
ready manufactured something over 100,000 new guns, 
and we are making them at the rate of nearly 400 a day 
at Springfield, and 125 a day oat Rock Island. Last June 
we had 158,000 of them. We have been delayed from the 


fact that we have a change to make in the bayonet, and 
also another little change in the sight. * * * As for 


the new field gun, I think it is equal to any in the world. 
Concerning the wheels, there is a conflict in field artil- 
Jery, just as there is in vessels of war, between increased 
power and diminished weight. The two elements are 
struggling with each other all the time, and my enthusias- 
tie young men skinned the wheels down too light in the 
first instance, and they were found not to be strong 
enough, so they replaced the weak parts. and afterwards 
the design was changed and it was made stronger.”

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HEARING ON THE NAVY BILM.. 

Rear Admiral George A. Converse, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, explained various features of the 
Navy Appropriation Bill in the course of a hearing before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 9. With 
regard to his recommendation for an increase of 3,000 
in the enlisted force of the Navy, he stated that, while the 
men on the ships which are soon to be placed out of 
commission will be transferred to the vessels which will 
be placed in commission, their number is small as com- 
pared with the requirements of the new ships. All ships, 
he explained, have to be placed in commission and tried 
before the final acceptance. It would require 42,000 men 
to properly man the ships. The men now authorized by 
law, with these 5,000, will bring the number up to 
40,000 only, leaving for the estimate for a year from now 
2,000 men. 

Admiral Converse stated that the Massachusetts, the 
Oregon, the Texas, the Brooklyn and the Olympia would 
all be placed out of commission before July 1, and that 
the Arkansas, the Florida and the Nevada would be 
placed in reserve. The ships going out of commission 
will be modernized and so repaired as to put them in ef- 
ficient fighting condition. They will be manned while in 
reserve by just enough men to keep them in good order. 
“LT think,” said Admiral Converse, “that a crew of one- 
fourth or one-third should be kept on the vessels in the 
first reserve. Such crews should be able to keep the ships 
in such condition that they could be put into commission 
for service within thirty days. Take the case of the 
Massachusetts, which is now going out of commission, or 
the Oregon. Those vessels are now something like twelve 
or thirteen years old. Their batteries are not up to date. 
Their ammunition supplies are not up to date. Their 
boilers are poor and they require new boilers. They 
will go in for extensive overhauling and repairing like 
that which has recently been given to the Indiana.” 

What Admiral Converse had to say on the subject of 
desertion is specially interesting. A large proportion of 
desertions occur during the first year of enlistment and 
are far more numerous among coal-passers than in any 
other rating. It appears that no American likes to pass 
coal. The temperature of the fire room may have some- 
thing to do with it. In some of our ships the average 
temperature of the fire room is 140 degrees, but this 
is not true on the newer vessels. On the Louisiana, 
during her trial, the fire room temperature did not exceed 
eighty degrees. Reports indicate a gradual decrease of 
desertions, due, it is believed, to the increased care taken 
in enlisting new men. Deserters are captured and pun- 





ished whenever it is possible to do so, and the civil av. 
thorities are now co-operating more effectively in ot 
work than they formerly did. The foreigners now 1 
Navy are Japanese and Chinese servants and bands. — ,, 
“Tf,” said Admiral Converse, ‘“‘we were willing to accept 
in the fire room force of the Navy foreigners, I think in 
New York city alone we could ship from the trans-.t- 
lantic liners enough men to supply all deficiencies in the 
fire room force of the Navy in three months. Men are 
turned away every day simply because they are not 
Americans. Our battleship squadron is going south this 
time with more men than ever before.” 

In reference to an item “for expenses incidental ty 
entering and training Navy teams,’’ Admiral Converse 
explained that there are certain expenses. incidental to 
entering and training teams in rifle competition which are 
necessary and which should clearly come out of the ap- 
propriation for ‘‘gunnery exercises.” These expenses 
are not large, but they must be incurred if the practice 
of entering teams in rifle competition is to be con- 
tinued. , 

The item of $595,125 for outfits for all enlisted men 
and apprentice seamen on first enlistment bears the fol- 
lowing proviso: “That hereafter the Secretary of the 
Navy may, in his discretion, require the whole or a part 
of the bounty allowed upon enlistment to be refunded in 
cases where men are discharged during the first six 
months of enlistment for any cause other than disability 
incurred in line of duty.” Admiral Converse explained 
that the purpose is to make it so that a man who is (is- 
charged for causes other than those incident to service 
will not be considered entitled to the whole of the 
bounty. ; 

Replying to a question whether it was not possible to 
reduce the estimate for colliers, Admiral Converse said: 
“No, sir: it would be a saving to the Government to in- 
crease it, because our colliers are constantly carrying coal, 
when not rendering other service, to Narragansett Bay 
and Frenchmans Bay and putting it in storage.” 

Admiral Converse urged the establishment of a large 
training station at Norfolk. “TI think,” he said, ‘‘that one 
was asked for at one time, but it was cut out by the 
Secretary of the Navy. The climate at Norfolk is such 
that we can put the men in tents nearly all of the year. 
Personally, I would like to see a very large station there. 
[ mean large enough to accommodate 2,000 men, but vot 
larger than that.”

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DISMISSAL OF MIDSHIPMAN DECATUR.

On Jan. 25 it was announced at the Navy Department 
that Midshipman Stephen Decatur, jr., of the first class, 
had been dismissed from the Naval Academy as a result 
of the court-martial which recently tried him on the 
charge of hazing. In this connection Secretary of the 
Navy Bonaparte made public the following important and 
interesting memorandum prepared by him: 

‘ January 25, 190. 

In this case the accused has been tried by a court- 
miurtial convened by the Superintendent of the U.S. Naval 
Academy, upon two charges, namely: ‘Hazing, in vio- 
lation of an Act of Congress approved June 23, 1874;"’ to 
sustain this charge there were two specifications. Sec- 
ondly: “Encouraging or countenancing the practice of 
hazing in violation of an Act of Congress approved 
March 3, 1908;"" to sustain this charge there was one 
specification. The court found all the specifications 
proved except as to one word in the specification under 
the second charge, and the accused guilty of both 
charges, and recommended the dismissal of the accused 





from the U.S. Naval Academy. The Superintendent of 
the U.S. Naval Academy approved the proceedings and 


findings of the court-martial, so far as these related to 
the first charge, and the specifications thereunder, and 
also the recommendation of the court. He disapproved 
the proceedings under the second charge for a defect of 
procedure therein, although holding that the finding was 
in accordance with the testimony added. The case has 
been very carefully reviewed in all its aspects by the 
Judge Advocate General, and the counsel for the accused 
has filed three briefs. All of these papers, as well ius 
the record itself, have received due consideration by the 
Department. The Department concurs with the Judge 
Advocate General in holding that the disapproval of the 
action of the court under the second charge by the 
Superintendent of the U.S. Naval Academy renders it 
unnecessary to consider questions which would otherwise 
arise in connection with the finding of the court-martial! 
on the said charge and the specification thereunder. Upon 


this portion of the record, therefore, the Department 
makes no comment. 
With respect to the first charge, two questions have 


been raised, namely, whether the court erred in refusing 
to strike out the said charge and the two specifications 
thereunder because the acts set forth in the specifica- 
tions do not constitute the offense of ‘‘hazing’’ as the 
last mentioned word is used in the Act approved June 
23, 1874; secondly, whether the finding of the court can be 
sustained, in view of the alleged fact that, as it is 
claimed, the evidence shows no act on the part of the 
accused coming within the same definition. The Depart- 
men has considered carefully the views expressed on these 
questions in the review of ‘the case by the Judge Ad- 
vocate General, and in the three briefs of the counsel 
for the accused, but feels obliged to hold that neither 
question is open for its decision. It seems proper te 
state briefly the reasons for this determination, 

The Act approved June 23, 1874, contains the following 
provision: 

“In all cases when it shall come to the knowledge of 
the Superintendent of the Naval Academy, at Annapolis, 
that any cadet midshipman or cadet engineer has been 
guilty of the offense commonly known as hazing, it shall 


be the duty of said Superintendent to order a court- 
martial, composed of not less than three commissioned 
officers. who shall minutely examine into all the facts 


and circumstances of the case and make a finding there- 
on; and any cadet midshipman or cadet engineer found 
guilty of said offense by said court shall * * * be dis- 
missed; and such finding, when approved by said Superin- 
tendent, shall be final.”’ 

The provision in the said statute which makes the 
finding of the court-martial, for which it provides, when 
approved by the Superintendent of the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy, ‘‘final,’”’ was contrary to the practically universil 
practice which had previously prevailed, and which pre- 
vails still, in the administration of justice in the Navy. 
It must be presumed that the National Legislature un- 
derstood how nearly without precedent was their action 
and deemed it to the public interest that the Department 
should, in these cases, exercise no right of review whai- 
ever. The court-martial itself, with the Superintendent 
as a reviewing authority, must judge, therefore, in last 
resort as to all questions, whether of law or fact. which 
may arise in the course of proceedings under this statute. 
and, even if the Department should hold the court's 
action clearly erroneous, whether in the determination 
of questions of law or in the determination of questions 
of fact, it is not in the power of the Department and 
therefore, not its duty, to pass upon the court's action. 

It is true that if a question of constitutional right 
should be involved in the conviction of a midshipman 
prosecuted under this act, the Department would be 
obliged to pass upon the rightfulness of such conviction, 
in so far as it might be affected by the denial of the 
right claimed, but a careful examination of this record 
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discloses no such question with respect to the first charge. 
It is suggested, in the review of the case by the Judge 
‘/;-oecate General, that, in case the Department should 
ger in opinion with the court and the Superintendent, 
ne action may perhaps be taken to remedy what the 
Department may deem an injustice. The language used 
in the review is as follows: 

“Since, however, it is the Secretary who issues the 
dismissal, as well as the fact that he represents the 
Comman@er-in-Chief of the Navy, it appears lawful for 
the Secretary to return the record to the Superintendent 
with his remarks thereon. The Superintendent may then 
revoke his former action and substitute therefor other 
action: he may return the record to the court for re- 
vision, or he may reverse his former action by substitut- 
ing a disapproval for his approval.” 

This suggestion has been very carefully weighed by the 
Department, but cannot receive its approval. It seems 
quite clear that the intention of the Act of Congress was 
to have the case decided finally by the court-martial and 
the Superintendent, and to exclude any other officer of 
the Government from a part in the decision. It is im- 
possible, in view of the fact that the Secretary of the 
Navy, in practically all cases of trial by court-martial, 
exercises the power of review, either finally or as an 
aid to the President, not to hold that this exclusion from 
participation in the proceedings was especially intended 
to apply in his case, and, since it is the evident duty of 
the Department to execute an Act of Congress in letter 
and spirit, and precisely according to the intention of 
the law makers, as that intention is disclosed by the 
established canons of statutory construction, the De- 
partment must hold that to return the record in one of 
these cases to the Secretary's subordinate, with remarks 
indicating the opinion of the Secretary as to the pro- 
piiety of the findings of the court, would constitute an 
evasion of the intent of this statute. Indeed, the language 
of the statute itself would seem to be decisive of the 
question, especially when it is considered in connection 
with the Act approved March 3, 1908, and which has been 
h ld by the Attorney General to be intended to supple- 
ment and not to abrogate it. In the Act of 1874 it is 
suid that the finding of the court, when approved by the 
S -perintendent, shall be ‘‘final.’"’ In the Act of 1903 it is 
provided that ‘‘any cadet found guilty’’ by such finding 
“shall be summarily expelled from the Academy.” It 
seems evident that this legislation contemplates and re- 
quires prompt and decisive action. When the court has 
found the accused midshipman guilty and the Superin- 
tendent has approved the finding, there is intended to be 
no further delay. All that the Department has to do, 
or ean do, is to “summarily expel’? the convicted mid- 
shipman, and such action is the only course open to the 
[eparément in the present case. An order will be, there- 
fore, signed dismissing Midshipman Stephen Decatur, 

, first class, from the U.S. Naval Academy.

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NAVAL ACADEMY HAZING. 


The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted to the 
liouse Committee on Naval Affairs a draft of a bill which 
embodies his views as to amendments to the law against 
hazing at the Naval Academy. Secretary Bonaparte’s 
Liil provides : 

That the Secretary of the Navy shall have the power 
and authority in his discretion to dismiss at any time 
trom the U.S. Naval Academy any midshipman whose 
continued presence at the Academy he shall deem con- 
trary to the best interests of the Service. Provided, that 
before exercising the power and authority hereby con- 
ferred the said Secretary of the Navy shall inform, in 
writing, the midshipman of his reasons for contemplat- 
ing its exercise and shall receive and consider any written 
communication which the said midshipman may see fit 
ito submit in the premises within such reasonable time as 
may be fixed by the said Secretary of the Navy; and 
copies of the said papers shall be submitted as soon as 
may be practicable thereafter to the President and also 
retained in the department for transmission to either 
house of Congress if called for. 

ilazing is defined as follows: 

The offense of hazing, as mentioned in this act, shall 
consist of any unauthorized assumption of authority by 
one midshipman over another midshipman whereby the 
lust mentioned midshipman shall or may suffer, or be 
exposed to suffer, any cruelty, indignity, humiliation, 
hardship or oppression, or the deprivation or abridg- 
ment of any right, privilege or advantage to which he 
shall be legally entitled. 


The graduated punishment for hazing, advocated by 
Secretary Bonaparte to replace the provision for dismis- 
sil in all cases, is provided in the following section: 

That the superintendent of the United States Naval 
\eademy may, in his discretion, and with the approval 
o! the Secretary of the Navy, cause any midshipman in 
tie said Academy to be tried by court-martial for the 
offense of hazing, as provided by the act approved on 
June 28, 1874, and such court-martial, upon conviction, 
may sentence such midshipman to any punishment au- 
thorized by the said act or by the Act approved March 8, 
11, or authorized for the offense of conduct to the pre- 
judice of good order and discipline, in the case of an 
enlisted man, by the articles for the government of the 
Navy, or authorized for any violation or breach of the 
rules of the said Academy by the said midshipman; and 
sich finding and sentence shall be subject to review by 
‘he convening authority and by the Secretary of the 
Navy as in the cases of other courts-martial. 

Mr. Weeks introduced in the House on Jan, 18 a reso- 
lution (H. Res. 154) for the appointment of a special 
committee to make investigation as to the lack of dis- 
cipline in the Naval Academy at Annapolis, and on Jan. 
- followed it with a bill to punish hazing at the Naval 





Academy, in accordance with the recommendations of 
Secretary Bonaparte before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. The bill, H.R. 12867, is given under 
“Bills Before Congress.” 

Rear Admiral Sands, superintendent of the Naval 


Academy, was before the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fuirs on Jan. 25 and made a statement regarding hazing 

Annapolis. He gave a somewhat extended review of 
the rise of hazing practices and described to the commit- 
tee the various methods employed by the midshipmen, 
including both the milder forms, such as mere boyish 
pranks, and the severer acts which have recently been 
clled to public attention. . 

{le declared that the situation was now under control 
hy the authorities, and expressed the opinion that the 
‘Academy officers would be successful in bringing about a 
(scontinuance of the practice. He favored legislation 
iiong the line advocated by Secretary Bonaparte, giving 
the Superintendent of the Academy authority to graduate 
}unishment for minor violations according to the degree 
of the offense. He was opposed to dismissal for minor 
breaches of discipline which do not involve great humilia- 
ton or bodily injury to midshipmen. 

In answer to questions, Admiral Sands said he did 
lot believe that discipline had been impaired by reason 
© the recent courts-martial, and added that his opinion 
\ ould be substantiated by the efficiency marks of the mid- 
Siipmen during that period. No effort had been made, 
|» declared, to determine whether or not the officers of 
‘ie Academy were cognizant of hazing and tolerated it. 
Ite admitted that no investigation had been made of this 
ivatter, for the reason that there had been no official 
satement before him indicating connivance on the part 
0: Officers in hazing, and that in the absence of such a 


statement he did not regard it as worth while to probe in 


that direction. 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


In a decision of Oct. 18, 1900, the Comptroller held 
that Capt. L. M. Lowndes, U.S.M.C., was not entitled to 
reimbursement for hire of quarters or commutation of 
quarters while in command of the marine guard of the 
naval training station at Yerba Buena, Cal., while not 
furnished actual quarters from March 14 to June 4, 1900. 
In a decision of Jan. 13, 1906, he now says: “But in 
that case it appeared that the marine guard of which he 
was in command was attached to and quarters were avail- 
able therefor on the U.S.T.S. Pensacola. In the present 
case it appears, however, that the marines of which Cap- 
tain Harding is in command are quartered in tents on 
shore on duty at the navy yard, to the commandant of 
which Captain Harding is required to report, and not to 
the commanding officer of the Pensacola, and that there 
are no Government quarters provided for him at his post. 
If the facts are as herein indicated, I am of opinion that 
you are authorized to hire quarters for Captain Harding 
while there are no actual quarters available to him.” 

When Lieut. B. B. Woog, U.S.M.C., was honorably dis- 
charged Aug. 5, 1905, he was owing the post exchange 
$959.08, which was stopped out of his pay. As to how 
the post exchange can obtain this amount the Comptroller 
decides as follows: ‘The officer in charge of the post 
exchange, Island of Guam, and the officer or officers hav- 
ing charge of the company fund, the commissary fund, 
and the bakery fund, should, on showing his authority to 
represent the funds, present claims to the Auditor for the 
Navy Department, with proper evidence to support the 
claim, for his settlement. And if the action of the Audi- 
tor on any claim shall not be satisfactory to the officer 
making the claim that officer may appeal to the Comptrol- 
ler of the 'freasury within one year from the Auditor’s 
settlement, provided no allowance made by the Auditor 
is accepted. Before taking final action on the claims the 
Auditor will no doubt notify Mr. Woog of them and give 
him an opportunity to be heard in the matter if he so 
desires.”’ 

Paymr. F. K. Perkins, pay officer of the U.S.T.S, Pen- 
sacola, naval training station, San Francisco, asking to 
be advised whether P.A. Surg. E. G. Parker is entitled 
to the pay for shore duty beyond seas including ten per 
centum additional for foreign’ service, while returning 
on a merchant steamer from shore duty at Tutuila, 
Samoa, to San Francisco, Cal., in reply the Comptroller 
says: “It was said by the Supreme Court in United 
States v. Thomas (195 U.S., 418,422), in considering the ap- 
plication to naval officers of the law (81 Stat. 903) allow- 
ing additional pay to Army officers for service ‘beyond 
the limits of the United States: ‘But, unless they (Navy 
officers) are detailed for shore duty, it is impossible to 
hold that they are entitled to extra pay, without treat- 
ing as obsolete the above proviso requiring such detail.’ 
Iam of opinion, therefore, that Dr. Parker was not en- 
titled to pay for shore duty beyond seas after his de- 
tachment from duty at Tutuila. While traveling to San 
Francisco on a merchant steamer he was entitled only 
to ordinary shore duty pay, the pay of an officer of the 
Army of corresponding rank, reduced by fifteen per cen- 
tum, or old Navy shore pay, if that is greater. See a 
former decision by this office of the question herein con- 
sidered, in the case of Capt. W. H. Whiting, U.S. Navy.” 
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EAR PROTECTORS, 

On July 6 last Colonel Potts, commandant at Fort 
Monroe, Va., who had been furnished with several of the 
Elliott ear protectors, reported to the Chief of Ar- 
tillery that the device had been thoroughly tested during 
target practice at Fort Monroe and had given great satis- 
faction, His report was referred to the Chief of Ord- 
nance of the Army, who forwarded it to the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications asking that the device be 
considered by that board with a view to its adoption by 
the Artillery. Every member of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications present at the meeting when the Elliott 
ear protector was considered voted for its adoption 
and consequently, on Oct. 7 last, the recommendation of 
the board that the device be adopted was approved by 
then Acting Secretary of War Oliver. 

Brigadier General Mills has recommended this week 
that the number of ear protectors to be issued to a 
company of Coast Artillery be based upon the caliber of 
guns served and the namber of guns in the battery. It 
is thought that a like number to be issued to all com- 
panies would require each company to be supplied with 
the greatest number required by any one company to meet 
the varying conditions of service; the number required 
for service of guns would greatly exceed the number for 
mortars. For gun batteries it is thought that all officers, 
first sergeants, musicians, mechanics and telephone oper- 
ators at battery commander stations should be supplied 
with the ear protector and the additional number speci- 
fied below for each gun in the battery served: 

Twelve-inch gun on disappearing carriage: Gun com- 
mander, 1; chief of detachment, 1; gunner 1; range keep- 
er, 1; telephone and telautograph operator, 1; breech de- 
tail, 3; elevating detail, 2; traversing detail, 2; tripping 
detail, 2; ramming detail, 3: truck detail, 2; hoist detail, 
3; making a total of 22 for guns of this type. 

Ten-inch gun on disappearing carriage: On above basis, 
20: 8-inch gun on disappearing carriage, as above, 18; 
12-inch gun on non-disappearing mount, 23; 10-inch gun 
on non-disappearing mount, 24; 8-inch gun on non-disap- 
pearing mount, 18; 6-inch gun on disappearing carriage, 
including gun commander, 13; 6-inch gun on_ pedestal 
mount, 13; 6-inch gun on Armstrong mount, 11; 5-inch 
gun, no cartridge case, 8; 4.72-inch gun, metal cartridge 
case, 9; 38-inch guns, 7. For each mortar battery all offi- 
cers, first sergeants, musicians and mechanics to be pro- 





vided for. Battery commander’s station detail, 2, To 
each pit gun commander, 1 or 2 for each battery. In pits 


over to the rear, as the detachments all take cover, it is 
not thought necessary to provide them with the ear 
protectors, but in closed pits it is thought that all should 
be provided for. It is thought that the ear protec- 
tion supplied should be part of the battery equipment 
and that a small reserve supply, say 10 per cent., should 
be furnished to replace those which are worn out and for 
use of fire and battle commanders and staff officers on 
duty during the practice.

The submarine boat Shark, in command of Lieut. 
L. S. Shapley, U.S.N., left the navy yard, New York, 
Jan. 24, and steamed to the lower bay, where she was 
put through some maneuvers. She was convoyed by the 
naval tug Apache, which carries a powerful steam der- 
rick, supplied with the necessary grappling hooks and 
tackle. In the event of the Shark’s refusal to come to 
the surface, after being submerged, the hooks can be 
fastened into eyes on the skin of the submarine, and the 
latter can then easily be raised to the surface. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department, acting under the suggestions of 
the board appointed some time since for the purpose, has 
decided that the location of the huge drydock now on the 
way to the Philippines, shall be close to Riviera Point, 
Olongapo, Island of Luzon. There is a depth of water 
at that point of something like sixty feet at low water, 
and well protected from typhoons and other heavy gales. 

Baron Rosen, the Russian Ambassador, presented to 
the U.S.S. Mayflower at Washington, D.C., on Jan. 22, 
in behalf of Count Witte, himself and the other delegates 
to the Portsmouth Peace Conference, a handsome punch 
bowl, in recognition of the hospitality extended to the 
delegates on board that vessel during the peace confer- 
ence. The punch bow! consists of a Russian silver bowl, 
flanked by a knight at arms of the period of the Middle 
Ages, armed with shield and battle axe. The bowl is 
very elaborately chased and is decorated with several 
large precious stones. Secretary Bonaparte entertained 
the Russian Ambassador and Embassy staff and the offi- 
cers of the Mayflower at luncheon on board the vessel 
in recognition of the presentation. 

The court, to which the proceedings and tindings in 
the case of Ensign Wade, engineer officer of the Ben- 
nington, were returned a week or two ago by Secretary 
Bonaparte with direction to reconsider the findings, 
has reported that it has been unable to reach any other 
conclusion than that Ensign Wade is not guilty of the 
charge against him, and it has, therefore, acquitted 
him. Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte has disapproved 
of the findings and the sentence of acquittal, but of 
course Ensign Wade has been restored to duty. Further 
details of the case are refused at the Navy Department. 
which feels very much chagrined over the action of the 
court in this case. 

The Navy Department is somewhat concerned over 
the appearance of beri-beri, the mysterious Asiatic 
disease, on board the collier Caesar, one of the vessels 
of the fleet which is towing the drydock Dewey to the 
Philippines. The Caesar has a Chinese crew, and two 
of them have succumbed to the disease. Rear Admiral 
Andrew Dunlap,commandant of the naval station at San 
Juan, Porto Rico ,forwarded two wireless despatches 
received at the San Juan station during the week. The 
first was received at San Juan from the Maine, the 
flagship of the Atlantic Fleet, which got into communi- 
cation with the drydock Dewey by means of the wireless 
chain of cruisers thrown out a fortnight ago in scouting 
formation. The despatch from San Juan was as fol- 
lows: “Later information from the Maine gives the 
position of the drydock Dewey at midnight, 20th inst., 
as latitude 20°; longitude 44° 6’. Hosley reports Caesar 
buried seaman, died of beri-beri.”” Later Admiral Evans, 
on board the Maine, received another message from the 
fleet towing the Dewey which shows that there were 
two more cases of beri-beri, one of which had proved 
fatal. This despatch was as follows: “We have made 
601 miles in six days. Position, latitude 28°; longitude 
44° 15’. Two Caesar’s Chinese dead; one more suffer- 
ing from beri-beri. Heading east. With best wishes 
from all.’ This despatch was signed by Commander 
Hosley, who is in command of the towing fleet. 

It is expected at the Navy Department that the cases 
of Paymr. H. E. Jewett and P.A. Paymr. George <A. 
Deering, who were court-martialed in December at the 
Washington Navy Yard, will soon be finally disposed of. 
The Jewett case has been sent to President Roosevelt 
for final decision. The case of Paymaster Deering is 
still on Secretary Bonaparte’s desk. There are many 
rumors as to the sentence which has been imposed in 
both cases, but no announcement has been made. It is 
believed, however, that in each instance the officer was 
sentenced to severe punishment. 

The eighth death from  cerebro-spinal 
among the apprentice seamen at Newport, 
eurred on Jan. 20. The victim was Christopher Wag- 
ner, of Chicago. He was taken ill on Jan. 18, aftet 
having been under surveillance for twenty-two days. 
There were three other cases under treatment at the 
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training station on Jan. 2 


Joseph De Renne, one of the crew of the U.S.S. Po- 
tomac, on reaching New York city Jan. 20 from Ber- 
muda was arrested as a deserter. 


The U.S. converted yacht Sylvia, which has been 
used by the Maryland naval militia since 1899, has been 
turned back again to the Navy Department and is now 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard being overhauled and put in 
condition for service again. When the work on the 
Sylvia is completed it is stated she will go into com- 
mission as a training ship for landsmen with the Siren 
and Restless. The Sylvia was formerly the English- 
built pleasure yacht of the same name, and was built 
at Glasgow in 1882. She is a vessel of 56.7 tons bur- 
den, is 130 feet long, 18% feet wide and 10 feet deep. 
She is schooner rigged, has an iron hull. 


Mr. Lewis Nixon, formerly a naval constructor in the 
U.S. Navy, who has just completed the building of ten 
torpedoboats at a port on the Black Sea for the Russian 
government, returned to New York a few days since. He 
said he had finished all his contracts with the Russian 
government, and expected to make no new ones until con- 
ditions are quieter in Russia. ‘In building these vessels,” 
said Mr. Nixon, “I believe a revolution in torpedoboat 
construction has been brought about, and that all future 
torpedoboats will be those with the silent, smokeless and 
ever-ready gas engines. After completing the vessels they 
were sent to St. Petersburg. There I went out on them 
with prominent men of the empire, among them Minister 
of Marine Birileff, who personally expressed to me his 
entire satisfaction with the vessels.” 

One of the worst naval disasters of years was the 
blowing up of the Brazilian battleship Aquidaban on 
Jan. 21 at Port Jacaquera, about twenty miles south of 
Rio de Janeiro. Over two hundred lives were lost. The 
explosion took place in the ship’s magazine, and three 
minutes thereafter the Aquidaban had gone down. Of- 
ficial news of the accident was quickly forwarded to the 
Brazilian Embassy in Washington. Invitations, which 
had been issued for a large dinner on Jan, 23 by Sefior 
Nabuco, the Ambassador, in honor of Secretary of State 
and Mrs. Root, were at once recalled and the Embassy 
flag flew at half-mast. Secretary Bonaparte sent the 
following message of condolence to the Minister of Marine 
at Rio: “In behalf of the United States Navy per- 
mit me to extend to the Brazilian navy and all others 
concerned the deepest sympathy for the loss of life they 
have sustained in the unfortunate destruction of the bat- 
tleship Aquidaban.” To this the following reply was 
received at the Navy Department on Jan. 23: “Official. 
His Excellence Carlos Bonaparte, Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington. In the name of the Brazilian navy and 
in my own I thank your Excellency for the feelings of 
sympathy expressed at the loss of the ironclad Aquida- 
ban. Please accept and extend to the American Navy the 
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most grateful feelings of the Brazilian navy. (Signed ) 

fice Admiral Julio de Noronha, Ministro da Marinha.”’ 
The State Department instructed the American Embassy 
at Rio to express to the Brazilian government the pro- 
found regret of this Government and the American 
people. 

The cruiser Denver, one of the vessels of the fifth 
division of the Atlantic Fleet, has been sent for a cruise 
in the Windward Islands by the Navy Department. The 
three remaining vessels of the division, the Olympia (flag- 
ship), the Cleveland, and the Des Moines, have started 
for Hampton Roads. Early in the week the Denver left 
San Juan for Basse Terre, St. Kitts. It was said at 
the Navy Department that the Denver had gone to St. 
Kitts for coal. There is very good reason to believe, 
however, that the Denver is about to cruise southward 
toward Venezuela to watch events there. During the 
past week the situation between France and Venezuela 
has become decidedly tense, and it is freely predicted 
that France will soon take drastic action against Vene- 
zuela. 

Rear Admiral Sigsbee and Sidi Mohammed Torres, the 
son of the Acting Minister of Foreign Affairs, exchanged 
the usual official visits at Tangier Jan. 19. The Ameri- 
can otticers, te the number of fifteen, went shooting on 
the outskirts of Tangier on the same day. Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee was entertained at the Villa Valentina Hotel by 
Mr. Hoffman Philip, U.S. Chargé d’Affaires, on the night 
of Jan. 19. The squadron, consisting of the Brooklyn, 
Tacoma, Chattanooga and Galveston, sailed from Tangier 
Jan. 20 and arrived at Algiers Jan. 22. On the way from 
Tangier’ Admiral Sigsbee put the ‘vessels through some 
evolutions. Several of the boats’ crews are in practice 
for the boat race to be held in the quiet waters of Ville- 
franche, to which place the squadron sails on Jan. 27. 
The Mayor and Mime. Altairac, of Algiers, were present 
with Admiral Sigsbee and the commanding officers of the 
squadron at a performance of the opera, “Samson et 
Delila” on Jan. 24. A dancing party was given on Jan. 
25 in honor of the Americans by Mr. and Mrs. Heckmann 
at their villa, Lacougot. All the younger dancing element 
of Algiers society were invited. Rear Admiral de Percin 
gave a large dejeuner party Jan. 25. Later in the day 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee and his officers gave a grand danc- 
ing reception on board the Brooklyn. 

The use of the cruiser Olympia, at present on her way 
from the West Indies for Hampton Roads, in connection 
with the annual cruise of the midshipmen from the Naval 
Academy. is being considered. Last year the monitors 
were used by the midshipmen, and it is possible that the 
Olympia and the Des Moines or Cleveland, or some other 
cruiser will be detailed for the work. The Navy Depart- 
ment has under consideration the question of assigning 
certain ships to the Naval Militia for permanent use. It 
is likely that the Alert, the Miantonomoh, the Terror and 
the Detroit will be turned over to the Naval Militia, al- 
though which vessel will be given to which particular 
State has not been determined. 

Surgeon General Rixey, of the Navy, who appeared 
before the House Committee on Jan. 13, explained his 
recommendations of improvements at various naval hos- 
pitals as embodied in his annual report and already noted 
in these columns. The need& of the hospitals include 
additional accommodations for officers and men as well 
as for patients. At some hospitals additional buildings 
are needed, this being particularly true of the naval 
hospital in Washington. The Surgeon General also 
strongly urged the establishment of a dental corps in the 
Navy. 


The gunboat Wasp arrived at Boston, Mass., Jan. 25, 
from Newport, R.1., after an exciting trip, during which 
her machinery became disabled. The eccentric strap of 
the engine broke on Jan. 24 and disabled the machinery. 
and for two hours and a half the vessel drifted helplessly 
toward a lee shore. By the rigging of fore and stay 
sails and an aiding flood tide the vessel was kept in deep 
water. Timely repairs of the engine enabled Chief 
Boatswain Sweeney , who was in command, to head the 
gunboat for Boston Light. 

It is probable that the old monitor Miantonomah, now 
at the League Island Navy Yard, will be turned over to 
the Naval Militia of Maryland to take the place of the 
Sylvia. The militia authorities of Maryland requested 
that they be given a larger boat than the Sylvia and the 
Navy Department has therefore withdrawn the Sylvia 
and it will probably be given some other duty. The Mian- 
tonomah was consider red the most available ship for the 
uses of the Naval Militia. 

The new armored cruiser Tennessee, being built by the 
William Cramp and Sons Company, will be sent to Bos- 
ton on Feb. 5 to prepare for her trial trip, which will 
take place on Feb. 9, according to the present plans. The 
battleship Kentucky sailed for Culebra on Jan. 21, four 
days ahead of se ‘hedule. When the survey of the Kentucky 
Was made it was calculated that she would not leave New 
York until Jan. 25, 

The , ee Celtic arrived in New York on Jan. 24 
from San Francisco in excellent condition and ready for 
service with the Atlantic Fleet, which will keep her active 
until after April 1. She left San Francisco on Noy. 16 
and averaged between 11 and 12 knots an hour for the 
whole trip around. The Celtic will sail the last of the 
month for the West Indies, probably going straight to 
Culebra, carrying provisions enough to last 10,000 men 
three months. Repairs to the vessel will be limited to 
those which can be done while the vessel is loading. 

During their cruise along the Atlantic coast, in some 
of the inland passages, the torpedoboats Nicholson and 
Rodgers had their propeller blades badly twisted. The 
Bureau of Construction and Repair has shipped new 
blades to Charleston. The two vessels will be hauled on 
a marine railway at Charleston and the new blades will 
be fitted there. 

The Navy Department has approved the survey of the 
supplyship ‘Culgoa, now at the New York yard, with the 
exception of the recommendation for the construction of a 
deck house for the use of sick officers and men. The es- 
timate for the construction of the house was $10,000, and 
this was considered as too expensive. The old sailingship 
Portsmouth, which has been in use by the Naval Militia 
of New Jersey, is now in dock at the New York Navy 
Yard for survey. If, as is probable, it is found impos- 
sible to repair her, she will be condemned, appraised and 
sold to the highest bidder. The Navy Department has 
approved the purchase for $25,000 of a ferryboat for us¢ 
at the torpedo station at Newport. 

Under the item “Collisions” the deficiency appropria- 
tions for the Navy have carried a total of $23,800.96 in 
the last eighteen years. The appropriation for that item 
was largest in 1902, amounting to $4,440.20; for 1893 it 
was $97.50. There were no collisions to provide for in 
1897, 1899 or 1905. The information here given is from 
Mr. Pulsifer’s excellent compilation of naval apprepria- 
tion laws, « review of which: appeared in these columns 
last week.

At San Francisco, 
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The Secretary of War has transmitted to Congress an 
estimate of appropriation asking for $80,000 to enlarge 
the Army Building on Whitehall street, New York city, 
by the addition of two stories thereto. The present ca- 
pacity of this building 1s not sufficient for the needs of 
the Army, and it has been necessary to rent storage and 
other rooms at an annual cost of $24,500. It is thought 
practicable to dispense with one of the rented buildings, 
thus reducing the expenditure for rent to $18,500. But 
it is considered that even such rent, which amounts to 
about twenty-three per cent. of the estimated cost of the 
new addition to the Army Building, might be saved. 
The Quartermaster General states, however, that it is 
impracticable to rent other storage buildings at any less 
price than is now being paid; whereas the proposed ad- 
dition to the Army Building will save the amount now 
paid in annual rentals, with the additional advantage that 
will result by having the handling and storage of supplies 
concentrated at one point. An examination of the Army 
Building by the advisory architect of the Quartermaster’s 
Department shows the practicability, so far as bearing ca- 
pacity of the walls is concerned, of adding two stories to 
the present building. Congress has also been requested, 
if the appropriation is granted, to make it immediately 
available. 

Congress has received from the Secretary of War a 
supplemental estimate for $76,300 for pay of the Army 
for fiscal year 1907. submitted in lieu of an item of 
$3.600 for extra pay for expert riflemen at $1 per month 
additional. It is for the purpose of allowing extra 
monthly pay to enlisted men as follows: Expert riflemen, 
83: expert sharpshooters, $2; expert marksmen, $1. Dur- 
ing the target year 1904 the numbers who qualified in 
the classes named were as follows: Expert riflemen, 264 
(eighty of whom were officers) ; sharpshooters, 1,489 (of- 
ficers and men); marksmen, 2,484 (officers and men). 

Congress has received, through the Secretary of War, 
a letter from the Surgeon General, together with a re- 
port of the Quartermaster General of the Army, request- 
ing that the limit of cost of $20,000 for permanent bar- 
racks or quarters and buildings and structures of a perma- 
nent nature prescribed by Section 1136 of the Revised 
Statutes be increased to $60,000, Also a communication 
from the Secretary of State, requesting that Rear Ad- 
miral C. H. Davis, U.S. Navy, be authorized to accept 
a silver cup and salver and a silver punch bow] and cups 
tendered through the Department of State by the British 
and Russian Ambassadors, respectively, in the name of 
their governments. 

The Senate and House have each agreed to a_reso- 
?wPYy authorizing the Secretary of War to employ the 

Army transport Sumner to convey, from New York 
to gi et de Cuba and return, the members of the 
Santiago Battlefield Commission and the representatives 
of the President and of the State and War Departments, 
to enable them to attend the ceremonies to be held at 
the dedication of battle monuments at El Caney, Fort 
San Juan, San Juan Ridge, and San Juan de Mayaras 
Ilill, in the immediate vicinity of Santiago de Cuba. 
An appropriation of $9,500 for these monuments was 
included in last year’s sundry civil appropriation bill. 
In the House an amendment was added to the resolution 
limiting expenditures for this special trip of the Sumner 
to not over $10,600. Mr. Fitzgerald stated, on the au- 
thority of the Secretary of War, that it would take not 
over fourteen days at a cost of $500 a day at most. 

The Senate on Jan. 24 passed bills granting the fol- 
lowing monthly pensions: $17 and $2 for minor child to 
the widow of James G. DeVeaux, late acting assistant 
surgeon, war with Spain: $8 to the widow of Jordan D. 
Morris, late a.a. surgeon, U.S.A.; $20 to Robert Catlin, 
dependent child of the late Capt. Robert Catlin, 43d U. 
S. Inf.: $17 to the widow of Ist Lieut. Warren R. Dun- 
ton, 19th U.S. Inf.: $40 and $2 for minor child to the 
widow of Prof. Wright P. Edgerton, lieutenant colonel, 
U.S.A.: and $40 to the widow of Capt. William Bain- 
bridge-Hoff, U.S.N. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported with- 
out amendment S. 2777, for the construction of a vessel 
for the R.C.S. for duty at Savannah, Ga. The Committee 
on the Library has reported without amendment S. 86, 
for the erection of a monument to Commodore John 
Barry. 

The Senate, on adverse report of the Committee on 
Commerce, has postponed indefinitely S. 1934, increasing 
the pay of officers of the Revenue Cutter Service who 
served creditably with the regular and volunteer forces 
during the Civil War. The considerations which actuated 
the committee are presented in a letter of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who says that there is no grade in the 
R.C.S. higher than that of captain, and the practical ef- 
fect of this bill would be to establish an advanced grade, 
with increased pay. for officers retired, solely on account 
of their service in the Civil War. No other officer, active 
or retired, however faithful or valuable his service, would 
be eligible to the benefits of such advanced grade. The 
present law granting retirement is a liberal and satisfac- 
tory measure, Secretary Shaw believes, and he is not in 
favor of changing its provisions. 

The Rev. Henry N. Couden, chaplain of the House, on 
Jan, 18 in his:opening prayer gave thanks for “that senti- 
ment _ = which is moving the hearts of our people 
to-day in a protest against the ruthless destruction of the 
good old ship Constitution. God grant that the appeal 
may be heeded, that the gallant old ship, with its thrilling 
story, may be preserved as an object lesson to future gen- 
erations.” Mr. Sulzer asked that the prayer be included 
in the day’s Record, and Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, 
presented a petition for the preservation of the Consti- 
tution. It is a monster petition from more than 30,000 
citizens of Massachusetts praying for legislation to save 
the ancient warship. Accompanying the petition was a 
painting representing the Constitution under full sail and 
engaged in battle. To this an illuminated copy of the 
petition was attached, the artistic work being done by 
Mr. Erie Pape. Mr. McCall made an eloquent speech, in 
which he said that the petition was signed by the Gov- 
ernor and the living ex-Governors of Massachusetts, by 
seventy Mayors and ex-Mayors, by thirty survivors of 
the crew which preserved the Constitution from capture 
in 1861, by a dozen of Commodore Bainbridge’s grand- 
children, by descendants of Stewart and Hull, who com- 
manded the ship, and by Mrs. Susan L. Clark, of Boston, 
more than ninety years old, who was the daughter of a 
fifer who served on the Constitution in her three great 
battles. The House unanimously adopted a_ resolution 
directing the Committee on Naval Affairs to investigate 
the condition of the vessel and report what sum was nec- 
essary to put her in repair. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably ILR. 8965, which appropriates $200,000 for 
use in marking the graves of Confederate soldiers who 
died in Northern prisons and hospitals during the Civil 
War. There are nearly 24,000 of these graves scattered 
and the Secretary of War is 
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to authorize Army officers to locate these graves and 
make report so that they may be marked. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions has re- 
ported without amendment H.R. 9297, for the relief of 
Asst. Engr. Henry E. Rhoades, U.S.N., retired. 

The House has received from the Secretary of War 
the following: A supplemental estimate of appropriation 
for pay of the Army; an estimate of appropriation for 
post exchange and amusement hall, general hospital, 
Presidio, San Francisco, Cal.: an estimate of appropria- 
tion for proving ground at Sandy Hook, N.J.; an estimate 
of deficiency appropriation for pay of Military Academy. 
Also from the Secretary of the Treasury, an estimate 
of appropriation for completion of Revenue steamer for

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 
S. 1168, Mr. Frye.—To amend an act entitled ‘“‘An 


act to promote the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter 
Service,’ approved April 12, 1902, to read as follows: 
“Section 6. That when a board finds that an officer is 
incapacitated for actual service, and that his incapacity 
is the result of an incident of service or is due to the in- 
firmities of age or physical or mental disability, and not 
his own vicious habits, and such decision is approved 
by the President, he shall be retired from active service 
and placed upon the retired waiting-orders list. Officers 
thus retired or officers retired under the provisions of 
Section 4 of this act, by reason of having attained the 
age of sixty-four years, may be assigned to such duties 
as they may be able to perform, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury.” 

S. 3406, Mr. Hale.—To promote the efficiency of the 
Navy and, to such end, to secure due respect to the 
uniform thereof. That any common carrier, innkeeper, 
or proprietor of a place of public entertainment or 
amusement of any kind or description, or any agent, 
servant, or representative of any such common carrier, 
innkeeper, or proprietor as aforesaid, who shall willfully 
neglect or refuse to furnish any enlisted man of the Navy 
of the United States, wearing the uniform thereof as 
provided in his case by law or regulation duly made, any 
form of accommodation, provision, or service which the 
said common carrier, innkeeper, or proprietor as afore- 
said is, at the time of application therefor by such en- 
listed man, so in uniform as aforesaid, prepared to furnish 
for compensation as such common carrier, innkeeper, or 
proprietor to an adult male person in good health, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction 
thereof in any court of the United States of competent 
jurisdiction, shall be fined not less than fifty nor more 
than one thousand dollars or shall be imprisoned for not 
less than thirty days nor more than eighteen months, or 
shall suffer both such fine and such imprisonment in the 
discretion of the said court: Provided, That the enlisted 
man aforesaid at the time of so applying for such accom- 
modation, provision, or service as aforesaid shall be sober 
and orderly and able and willing to pay for the same in 
accordance with the rates fixed therefor by the said com- 
mon carrier, innkeeper, or proprietor of a place of public 
entertainment or amusement when the like accommoda- 
tion, provision, or service is applied for by civilians. 
Section 2. That this act shall take effect from the date 
of its approval, and that all acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent therewith or repugnant thereto shall be, and 
the same are, hereby, repealed to the extent of such in- 
consistency or repugnancy. 

S. 3409, Mr. Crane.—For the construction of an able 
seagoing tug for the Revenue Cutter Service for New 
Bedford, Mass. 

S. 3425, Mr. Burrows.—Appropriates $291.57 to be placed 
to the credit of Capt. George Van Orden, U.S.M.C., in 
the final settlement of his accounts as acting commissary 
of subsistence, U.S. Army, Island of Guam, in lieu of 
Government funds stolen by Corporal Charles B. Chase, 
U.S.M.C., a clerk in his office in the year 1901. 

S. 3506, Mr. Platt.—To transfer Asst. Engr. Henry E. 
Rhoades, upon the retired list of the Navy, from the 
half-pay list to the seventy-tive per centum pay list, to 
take effect from the date of his retirement. 

S. 3515, Mr. Platt.—To apply the terms of the Navy De- 
partment circular of July 23, 1993, to John L. Coburg, pay 
clerk, U.S. Navy. 

S. 3516, Mr. Platt.—Authorizing the appointment of 
Capt. Theodore Frederick Kane, captain, retired, as a 
rear admiral on the retired list of the Navy, from the 
date of passage of this act. 

S. 3535, Mr. Piles.—To authorize the President to appoint 
John E. Phelps, late brigadier general of volunteers, first 
lieutenant in the U.S. Army, and place him on the retired 


list. 
S. 3596, Mr. Overman.—The preamble recites that in an 
examination, December, 1902, for position of assistant 


paymaster of the Navy, the applicants passed as follows: 
Emmet C. Gudger, 81.465; John A. B. Smith, 81.209; Felix 
R. Holt, 76.540; and they were commissioned assistant 
paymasters so that Smith and Holt took rank senior to 
Gudger; therefore, the Secretary of the Navy is au- 
thorized and directed to recommission Emmet C. Gudger 
to take rank senior to John A. B. Smith and Felix R. 
Holt. 

S. 3604, Mr. Lodge.—To purchase a painting of the sev- 
eral ships of the U.S. Navy, known as the “Squadron of 
Evolution,” and entitled ‘‘Peace.” 

S. 3688, Mr. Alger.—That when an enlisted man shall 
have served thirty years either in Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, or in all, he shall, upon making application to 
the President, be placed upon retired list, with 75 per 
cent. of his pay and allowances, as follows: $9.50 per 
month in lieu of rations and clothing, and $6.25 in lieu of 
quarters, fuel and light. In computing necessary thirty 
years’ time all service in the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps to be credited. 

S. 3665, Mr. Gorman.—Extends provisions of Act ap- 
proved April 23, 1904, relating to retired officers of the 
Army, to include Col. P. H. Ellis, who served two years 
in Volunteer Army in Civil War, for more than thirty- 
five years in Regular Army, and was retired upon his 
own application for disabilities incurred in Service. 

S. 3678, Mr. Clay.—That in order to correct the relative 
rank of Lieut. Frederick S. L. Price, 14th U.S. Inf., his 
name shall be placed next below that of Capt. J. L. Gil- 
breth, 27th U.S. Inf. 





H. Res. 158, Mr. Humphrey.—Directs the Secretary of 
War to give to the House certain information as to the 
transport service; cost of maintaining it, number and 
character of passengers carried, ete., ete. 

H.R. 12311, Mr. Maynard.—Authorizes the Secretary of 
War to acquire lands at Cape Henry, Va., for coast de- 
fense, as contemplated by the project in the report of the 
Secretary of War for the year 1886, which lands embrace 


an area of 1,280 acres; appropriates $500,000 for the pur- 
pose. 
H.R. 12317, Mr. Calder.—To provide for the warranting 


and retirement of pay clerks in the Navy. Provides that 
they shall be warranted upon nomination by officers of 
the Pay Corps, shall have same pay and allowances as 
other warrant officers, and may be retired after thirty 
years’ accumulated service with three-quarters pay after 
uge of sixty-two.

and shall not thereafter be reappointed as a midship- 
man; and he shall not be appointed as an officer of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps until two years after the 
graduation of the class of which he was a member; Pro- 
vided, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

H.R. 12910, Mr. McKinlay.—Authorizing the 
ment of Henry G. Burton, captain, retired, 
on the retired list of the Army. 

H.R. 12953, Mr. Smith.—For the relief of Pay Inspr. 
Worthington Goldsborough, U.S. Navy. 

H.R. 12975, Mr. Hayes.—Making an appropriation for 
the improvement of grounds within the Presidio Military 
Reservation, at San Francisco, Cal.

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TEST OF AN ARMY COOKER. 


The fireless cooking apparatus that had long been 
expected at Fort Riley from the hands of the mannu- 
facturer in New York, arrived at the post last week. 
The “cooker,” as it is called, looks considerably like 
the supply chest to be found in the kitchen of any large 
establishment. It is constructed of wood and is about 
four feet square, and the interior is divided into six 
compartments holding as many vessels for the cooking 
of food. The divisions between the compartments are 
insulated with about an inch and a half of paper and 
felt, while the lid of the box is lined in the same man- 
ner, thus securing an air-tight interior. The six ves- 
sels will hold enough to supply a meal for about one 
hundred and twenty hungry men, and the box can be 
easily placed in a wagon or removed from it by a few 
men. On Friday afternoon, Jan.19, the cooker was 
given a test in the big modern kitchen of Fort Riley’s 
new guard house, under the direction of Capt. M. M. 
Murray, C.S., who is director of the School for Bakers 
and Cooks. The officers undergoing instruction in the 
course, as well as the other pupils, were interested ob- 
servers. Corned beef, cabbage, bean soup, potatoes and 
custard pudding, in quantities sufficient for one hundred 
men, were placed in the vessels, after which they were 
placed on the range and heated to the boiling point. 
The corned beef was heated fifteen minutes, cabbage five 
minutes, bean soup ten minutes, potatoes five minutes, 
and the custard pudding (en cassarole) five minutes. 
When the temperature in the different vessels had 
reached 212 degrees they were placed in the ‘‘cooker,” 
where they remained for three hours and_ ten 
minutes. When taken out, the temperature of the 
beef vessel had only fallen to 192%4 degrees; the cab- 
bage vessel to 190 degrees, the bean soup vessel to 194 
degrees, the potato vessel to 188 degrees, and the one 
having the custard pudding to 174% degrees. Had the 
meal been prepared by a distinguished chef in the usual 
way it could not have been more palatable and whole- 
some, writes a correspondent. About ninety prisoners 
partook of the food as well as the officers and the pupils 
who were present during the trial. On Wednesday the 
roasting of beef was tried with pronounced success. 
In the ordinary way much of the good of the meat es- 
capes. In this case, however, it was all there. With a 
ten-pound roast there was almost two quarts of clear 
beef juice in the bottom of the vessel. As soon as pos- 
sible the cooker will be taken along by troops of the 
garrison when out for a short practice march, in order 
that it may be thoroughly tested in the field. The suc- 
cess of the “cooker” seems, however, almost assured, 
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The petition of 30,000 names sent from Massachusetts 
to Congress protesting against the destruction of the old 
frigate Constitution was taken to the White House Jan. 
“’) for the President's inspection. Admiral Dewey, Sen- 
ators Frye and Spooner, Representative McCall and a 
throng of bureau chiefs and invited guests were present 
when the huge manuscript was taken from its cedar cas- 
ket. President Roosevelt spent nearly half an hour ex- 
amining the petition. The words of the petition were 
painted in water colors on a drum head, beneath a re- 
markable oil painting of the Constitution as she is sup- 
posed to have appeared in her famous encounter with 
the Guerriére. Mr. Roosevelt suggested that the petition 
be placed on exhibition in the Navy Department and de- 
clared that the old ship should, of course. be preserved. 
There was a discussion in the President’s office as to what 
should be done with the old frigate. One of those present 
suggested that it be restored as nearly as possible to its 
original condition, with sails set. and placed permanently 
at Annapolis. Another expressed the opinion that it should 
be kept always at Washington, but the Massachusetts 
representatives maintained that it should be preserved at 
Boston, near the wharf whence she departed for the wars. 
All agreed that the old fighting vessel should be rid of the 
ugly roof which has been erected over her decks. Ad- 
miral Dewey was especially emphatic about this. Sen- 
ator Spooner declared that the Government should build 
the finest and largest modern warship in the world and 
name her Constitution Il. Admiral Dewey spoke of the 
days of his youth, when, as a cadet, he served three years 
on the Constitution, “and there was no hazing in those 
days,” he remarked. 
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The fifty-three Russian released prisoners of war, who 
recently arrived by the Japanese liner Kanagawa to seek 
homes, having refused to go to Vladivostok when released 
by the Japanese government, are reported to be. in dis- 
tress and starving at Vancouver and other points in Brit- 
ish Columbia.

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INTERSTATE NATIONAL GUARD CONVENTION. 

The annual meeting of the Interstate National Guard 
Association, began in Washington, D.C., Jan. 22, with 
Major Gen. Charles Dick, of Ohio, in the chair. Twenty- 
eight States and Territories were represented, as follows: 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Mlinois, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, Vermont, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin and Washington and the District of Columbia 
and Oklahoma Territory. : A 

Among those present at the opening session were: Mr. 
Taft, Secretary of War; General Oliver, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War; Generals Burt and McKibbin, U.S.A. 

Mr. Taft, who made a brief address at the opening of 
the Convention, said: “It goes without saying that the 
United States Army proper, as now constituted, is noth- 
ing but a skeleton upon which is to be placed the flesh of 
the National Guard, should emergency arise in war. He 
said that for that reason it was eminently proper for 
Congress to take action in making effective the whole 
fighting force of the country by specific and adequate at- 
tention to the National Guard. He decried the idea that 
a volunteer can be turned into a practised soldier in a 
week. This opinion, he said, had been fostered by the 
great efficiency of the Volunteer Army of the United 
States at the close of the Civil War, but this, he said, 
should not deter action in support of the National Guard 
in the matter of better equipments and provisions. He 
advoeated the holding of summer camps with the Regu- 
lar troops and the Volunteer Army acting in unison. He

ge ee Oliver, in the course of his remarks, told the 
assemblage that they could get what they wanted that 


was proper if they would only stick together and work 
in the right way. Gen. George H. Harries, of the D.C. 
N.G., ie a brief address welcoming the Association in 
behalf of the District troops. 

General Dick responded to the welcome of the Secretary 
of War, the Assistant Secretary and General Harries. 
He said that all were ready to testify to the support and 
encouragement received by the National Guard from the 
administration in general and the War Department in 
particular. 

The opinion was expressed that the national Govern- 
ment should be willing to give liberal financial aid to the 
National Guard, especially in view of the generous at- 
titude of State legislatures in such matters. It was 
recommended that each State delegation should seek out 
the senators and representatives of their respective 
States at convenient times during the present session of 
the association for the purpose of securing their interest 
and support. 

In order to expedite the work of the association in the 
interest of legislation, national and State, it was recom- 
mended that committees be appointed to consider sep- 
arate phases of the work. A general legislative commit- 
tee consisting of ome delegate from each State and Terri- 
tory was appointed, with Adjutant Gen. James A. Drain, 
of the State of Washington, as chairman. A committee 
on resolutions, formed in the same way, was named, with 
Brig. Gen. J. P. S. Gobin, of Pennsylvania, as chairman. 

Governor Glenn, of North Carolina, in the course of 
some remarks, won great applause when he said: “I can 
only speak for the Sunny South, but I say that there is 
no danger of arms of the South ever being raised in any 
cause except for the honor and glory of the Union.” The 
declaration came at the close of a forceful refutation of 
the argument that great stores of arms, ammunition and 
other military equipment should not be placed in State 
armories for fear that they might be used in rebellion 
against the general government. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing year: 
Major Gen. Charles Dick, Columbus, Ohio, president; 
Brig. Gen. John D. Frost, Columbia, 8.C., treasurer; Col. 
Carroll D. Evans, Columbus, Neb., secretary, and the 
following vice-presidents: Gen. George M. Moulton, IIL; 
Gen. F. B. Wood, Minn.; Gen. J. H. Culver, Neb.; Gen. 
N. H. Henry, N.Y.; Gen. T. J. Stewart, Pa.; Gen. William 
Stafford, Mass.; Gen. J. C. R. Foster, Fla.; Gen. J. B. 
Lauck, Cal.; Gen. John R. Ward, Ind.; Gen. J. W. T. 
Hughes, Kas.; Gen. Lawrason Riggs, Md., and Gen. W. 
T. Armfield, N.C. It was decided that the convention of 
1907 should be held at Columbia, S.C. 

A resolution was presented by the Illinois member re- 
citing that as the National Guard is subject to the call 
of the President, and the officers and men have many 
and arduous duties regularly to perform, Congress 
be petitioned to pass laws providing for annual pay for 
the Guardsmen equivalent to one month’s salary of offi- 
cers and men of like rank in the Regular Army. The 
resolution failed of endorsement, as did also a resolution 
presented by the Pennsylvania member, protesting 
against the restrictions in life insurance contracts 
placed on entering the military service of the United 
States and calling for legislation against it. 

The committee on legislation reported recommending 
the endorsement of House bill 7136, to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the militia and promote rifle practice, and 
House bill 8131, providing regulations for the uniform of 
the militia. Finally a motfon was carried without protest 
amending the resolution respecting this bill by striking 
out the term “without amendment.” 

Among those who addressed the association briefly on 
Jan. 23 were Representative Morrell, of Pennsylvania, 
and Gen. T. J. Stewart, also of Pennsylvania. Both .spoke 
encouragingly of the future of the National Guard, Rep- 
resentative Morrell promising his earnest efforts in be- 
half of the association in Congress. 

General Dick in a brief talk referred to the improved 
conditions in the National Guard. The delegates attended 
a reception by the National Guard of the District of Co- 
lumbia at the New Willard Hotel on the night of Jan. 23, 
and a Cavalry and Field Artillery drill at Fort Myer on 
the afternoon of the above date.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


In his annual report as to the matter of subsistence 
of Massachusetts militia in camp at Westfield last sum- 
mer, Brig. Gen. W. B. Emery, of Massachusetts, who 
was then commissary general, but who now holds thie 
office of Q.M.G., says in part: “Owing to the distance 
from the base of supplies, and being obliged to depend 
upon refrigerator cars for storage less meat was uscd 
than usual. Fresh fish and fowl were substituted, to the 
great satisfaction of all concerned; the method of ship- 
ping these staples, iced in barrels, proving, in this case, 
to be a success. The organizations of the Regular Army 
during this tour of duty had access to our supplies upen 
their requisition, and this department is gratified to 
state that officers of the Regular Army took considerabie 
interest in our system and expressed their approval of 
same. In conclusion, he says a word should be said 
urging senior commissaries, during the entire year, to 
instruct their subordinates in their respective depart- 
ments as to the necessity of making out their returns 
with more promptness and with greater correctness, as 
much unnecessary work, which causes delay, is required 
of the senior commissary officers through the inexperi- 
ence of their subordinates, all of which could be avoided 
if, during the winter months officers would instruct their 
sergeants in the filling out of commissary papers, blan« 
copies of which are always on hand in the adjutant 
general's office.” 


During the ceremonies of the Military Athletic League, 
to be held in Madison Square Garden, New York city, in 
April next, the 4th Regiment, N.G.N.J., of Jersey City, 
will be represented by six companies, one on each night 
of the tournament. The six companies having the highest 
percentage at drills between now and the date for the ex- 
hibition will be selected. 

In reply to a communication from the secretary 0! 
the State Civil Service Commission of New York relat- 
ing to the extension of the application of the State 
Civil Service statutes and rules to the employees of 
armories, and which inquires whether these employees 
in local armories are to be considered as in the military 
or civil service of the State and whether or not they are 
subject to the rules of the State Civil Service Com- 
mission, Deputy Attorney General Ainsworth, after 
quoting laws on the subject, says: ‘I am therefore of 
the opinion that employees appointed by military offi- 
cers and performing duties in local armories hold offices 
or positions created by the Legislature in the discharge 
of the duty imposed on it by Article XI. of the Con- 
stitution, and that such employees are part of the mili- 
tary establishment of the State, and are not within the 
jurisdiction cr subject to the rules of the State Civili 
Service Commission.”’ Adjutant General Henry an- 
nounces that the views set forth by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State are concurred in and will govern the 
practice of the military service of New York in future. 

Colonel Logan, of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
who is a member of the State Armory Board, says that 
the amount of money set aside for the erection of an 
armory for the Pittsburg organizations of the Guard 
was so small that it was useless to talk about the erec- 
tion of a regimental armory for that city at the present 
time. The Colonel thinks that the next legislature wil! 
be more generous in its appropriation, and that in a 
very few years the Pittsburg troops will have one of the 
finest armories in the State. 

Annual inspections of the Massachusetts Militia for 
War Department are being made by Lieut. Col. J. M. 
Califf and Capt. E. W. Hubbard, A.C. 

An interesting event in Hudson, N.Y., will be the joint 
review of Co. G, 12th Regiment, Capt. J. P. Benkard, and 
the 22d Separate Company of that city, Capt. Louis 
Rote, on the night of Feb. 21, by the Mayor of Hudson, 
in the armory of the last named company. In addition 
to the review, Co. G will give an exhibition drill in 
close order, the silent manual, and also an exhibition 
of wall scaling. As the company is very proficient in 
all these, the spectators can look forward to. an interest- 
ing exhibition. Co. H, of which Lieut. F. W. Hoening- 
ham was recently elected captain, will hold open athletic 
games and a dance at the armory on Friday night, Feb. 
9. Co. C will hold a similar entertainment at the 
armory on the night of Feb. 21. Mr. H. Cowdrey, 
who served in the Yale battery (ist Connecticut Artil- 
lery) during the War with Spain, has been elected second 
lieutenant of Co. I. 


Owing to lack of harmony in its ranks, and the fact 
that it was in consequence useless as an organization, 
the District of Columbia Naval Militia has been dis- 
banded. It may be reorganized under new officers. 

Mr. Bird S. Coler, president of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, reviewed the 23d N.Y. in the armory on the night 
of Jan, 20, the regiment, under command of Col. W. A. 
Stokes, making an excellent display. The event cele 
brated the forty*fourth anniversary of the organization 
of the regiment, which dates from Jan. 20, 1862, when its 
first Co. A was mustered into the State service. The 
regimental organization was completed July 14 of the 
same year, and the regiment entered the service of the 
U.S. for thirty days during the Gettysburg campaign. 
The formation was made in line of masses, with three 
battalions of four companies each, the battalions being 
commanded respectively by Majors Wells and Norton 
and Captain Onderdonk. While all the companies in the 
passage went past in handsome shape, Companies A and 
K are entitled to special praise. Evening parade was 
taken by Lieut. Col. C. G. Todd, and proved a very 
handsome ceremony.

N.G.N.Y., which prohibit presentations dur- 
ing the ceremony of review or evening parade, it was 
held in the 28d that a presentation of the Eagle trophy, 
won by the regiment in rifle shooting, could not be 
made during the assembly of the regiment on the floor, 
and the presentation was accordingly made in the board 
room after the dismissal of the regiment. This inter- 
pretation is wrong, as the order simply directs that 
ceremonies shall not be broken into with presentations 
as has been done, as such procedure is not warranted by 
the D.R. After the ceremony is concluded presentations 
are allowable, and before the dismissal of the regiment.

Some 
members of Colonel Dyer’s staff had their sabers sheathed, 
and some unsheathed. With few exceptions the officers 
need a thorough drilling in the manual of the sword. In 
the passage the five members of the Colonel’s staff, in- 
stead of spreading out, all marched close alongside of 
eich other, and made a very ragged salute. The com- 
panies passed in highly creditable shape, particularly 
Co. B, every man of whom executed “eyes right” prop- 
erly. The C.O., of the third company in the 2d Bat- 
talion never looked towards the reviewing officer as he 
passed. Evening parade was the next ceremony, and 
was handsomely executed. In exercising the men in the 
manual the Colonel gave his commands too quickly, 
and it was really somewhat surprising under the cir- 
cumstances that the men executed the movements in 
the highly creditable manner that they did. The men 
should be instructed to lower the pieces gently in com- 
ing to an order arms, as the pieces were brought down 
with a hard bang. During the playing of the Star 
Spangled Banner Colonel Smith and staff, in addition 
to standing at attention, rendered the salute with the 
right hand, retaining the position of the hand on the 
right side of the head until the last note was sounded, 
as now prescribed. The march past of the companies, 
in command of their first sergeants, was splendidly done. 
‘The companies were next reduced to twelve files, and 
Colonel Dyer put the regiment through an excellent drill 
in close order. There have been a number of changes 
among the officers of late, and some of them have hardly 
got shaken down yet. This accounts somewhat for a 
few of the shortcomings. Among the special guests 
were: Col. R. Avery, U.S.A.; Major Charles Richards, 
Med. Dept., U.S.A.; Captains Frederick Perkins and 
Traber Norman, and Lieut. W. H. Johnson, 8th U.S. 
inf.; Col. D. E. Austen, 13th N.Y.; Major J. J. Byrne, 
Sth N.Y.; Capt. L. Wendel, 1st Battery, N.Y., and Mr. 
Jerome, District Attorney. Dancing followed the mili- 
tary exercises, the special guests being enjoyably en- 
tertained by Colonel Dyer and his officers, at a collation. 
The field music, under Drum Major William Martin, 
gave an excellent account of itself during the evening, 
and the band also came in for favorable comment. 


The closing week of January will see several promi- 
nent reviews of regiments in New York city. General 
Roe will review the 9th Regiment on Tuesday, Jan. 30; 
(General McLeer will review the 47th Regiment on Wed- 
nesday, Jan. 31, and General Roe will review the 13th 
Regiment on Friday night, Feb. 2. 

The National Guard Association of New York con- 
vened in annual session at Albany, N.Y., Jan. 23, and 
the attendance was larger than usual, because of the 
reception given in honor of Major Gen. Charles F. Roe 
at the Hotel Ten Eyck on the night of Jan. 22. Gen. 
Roe was accompanied by Lieut. Col. George A. Wingate, 
A.A.G., and Major Frederick T. Leigh, chief signal of- 
ficer of his staff. General Roe and Colonel Wingate left 
immediately after the reception for Washington, General 
Roe being a member of the National Rifle Board which 
meets at Washington, D.C., this week. The Code Com- 
mittee considered a proposed amendment providing a 
place in the armories for the headquarters of provisional 
regiménts or those made up of separate companies, and 
for which no provision is now made in the code. There 
was some informal discussion also on the question of 
appointing all commissioned officers above the grade of 
second lieutenant. The annual election of officers re- 
sulted as follows: President, Major Charles E. Ly- 
decker, 7th Regiment; first vice-president, Lieut. Col. 
Charles E. Davis, 10th Battalion; second vice-president, 
Lieut. Comdr. MacDonough Craven, 1st Battalion, naval 
militia; secretary, Lieut. Allen L. Reagan, 10th Bat- 
talion, Albany; treasurer, Capt. David Wilson, 2d Bat- 
tery. Captain Wilson’s re-election as treasurer was for 
the twenty-first consecutive time. 

A joint celebration of officers of the 22d and 13th N. 
Y. Regiments has been proposed in celebration of the 
muster in of these commands in the United States ser- 
vice during the War with Spain, and the matter is now 
under consideration. <A battalion of the 18th helped to 
make up the 224 when volunteers were called for in 
1898. The officers of the 22d will hold their annual din- 
ner at Hotel Astor on the night of Jan. 27. Recent 
elections in the regiment include 1st Lieut. W. B. Por- 
ter as captain of Co. A, 2d Lieut. J. C. Mansfield as 
first lieutenant of Co. A, and Sergt. G. H. Wilson as 
second lieutenant of Co. H. All the newly promoted 
officers have excellent records. 

The second annual convention of the officers of the 
Maryland National Guard will be held at the armory 
of the 4th Infantry, Paca and Fayette streets, Baltimore, 
on Feb. 14 and 15, 1906. There will be three sessions of 
the convention, as follows: Wednesday, Feb. 14, at 8 
o’clock, p.m.—Address by Capt. Grote Hutcheson, Gen.

Col. James G. White, I.G.S.A.P. of Massachusetts, 
and president of the New England Military Rifle Associ- 
ation, has called a meeting of the officers of the associa- 
tion at his office at the State house for Thursday, Feb. 
8, at one o’clock. The officers from the New England 
States will be the guests of Colonel White to luncheon 
at the State of Maine Club, and on returning to the 
State house the work of the coming rifle tournament 
will be discussed and arrangements made for the event. 
At the close of the meeting the officers will attend the 
cadet theatricals at the Tremont theater. 

The presentation of a portrait to Major Gen. Charles F. 
Roe, N.G.N.Y., which was to have been made to him 
on behalf of the National Guard by Governor Higgins 
at Albany on Jan. 22 was not made. Various organiza- 


tions in the guard of the State were asked to contribute 
for the painting of the portrait without the knowledge 
of General Roe, who, as soon as he learned of the pro- 
ject, demanded that it should be abandoned, as he did 
not deem it proper for organizations to contribute for 
his portrait while he was C.O. of the National Guard. 
He appreciated the sentiment in his behalf, but gave 
orders that the presentation must not be made, and 
that the cash collected be returned to the contributors. 
In order that the artist shall not suffer by the misunder- 
standing of some officers connected with the project, 
General Roe, it is understood, will pay for the picture 
himself. The idea of getting a portrait painted originated 
with Major C. E. Lydecker, of the 7th Regiment, and 
the committee was composed of the colonels in the Ist 
Brigade. When the General sat for his portrait he was 
given to understand that it was to be paid for by a few 
individuals, and had no idea that organizations through- 
out the Guard were contributing. 

The following additional appointments on the staff of 
the Governor of Nebraska are announced: To be aide- 
de-camp: Capt. John G. Workizer, 2d Inf., U.S.A., 
Lincoln; Lieut. Fred H. Richards, Signal Corps, Fremont, 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 


Among the bills before the New York Legislature is 
one forbidding the use of any emasculated version of 
the national anthem, ‘“‘The Star Spangled Banner,” in 
any text-book used by the State. Also bills’ amending 
the militia law, and favored by Generals Roe, Henry 
and others, were introduced. Among other things they 
permit the Governor to fix a maximum of enlisted 
strength for organizations, but within the maximum fixed 
by present law. One provision increases the allowances 
for the military fund of regiments and battalions com- 
posed of separate companies, scattered over two or 
more counties. In such cases regiments will draw $100 
for each county more than four; battalions $100 for each 
county more than two. 
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ROOSEVELT TO THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


President Roosevelt secured a large delegation of mem- 
bers of the Inter-State National Guard Association at 
the White House on Jan. 22, whom he addressed as fol- 
lows: 

I trust it is hardly necessary for me to say what a 
genuine pleasure it is to me to-day to greet this or- 
ganization. I have been a member of the National 
Guard myself, and both at the time when I was Gov- 
ernor, as the present Assistant Secretary of War can 
say, and since I have been President, and even when I 
was Assistant Secretary of the Navy, I have always 
done all that in me lay to further the interests of the 
National Guard. 

I have a good many things on hand, but one of the 
things that are interesting me most at present, Senator 
Dick, is the encouragement of rifle practice in the Na- 
tional Guard. I want to have it understood, gentlemen, 
that I do not care anything like as much for how your 
regiments march and perform parade ground and army 
maneuvers as I care for how they are: instructed in the 
work that would make them valuable as soldiers in time 
of war. I earnestly hope that the National Guard, and, 
Mr. Taft, the Regular Army also, especially the Regular 
Army, will more and more have the kind of instruction 
that will make it second nature for the man who 
marches to march fully equipped, as he would be in time 
of war. If he is trained to march that way he will not 
throw away his equipment the first time he goes to war; 
otherwise he will do it. 

I want to see the average National Guardsman know 
how to shoot well. I want to see the fund that we have 
for rifle practice distributed among the several State 
organizations, partly at least, with reference to the way 
in which these State organizations promote marksman- 
ship. I want to see that the young fellow who has: been 
through the National Guard has received a _ training 
which will make him able to do his work in time of war 
if the need comes. 

In a great industrial civilization such as ours we may 
just as well face the fact that there is a constant ten- 
dency to do away with, to eliminate those qualities which 
make a man a good soldier. It should be the steady ob- 
ject of every legislator, of every executive officer, and, 
above all, of you, gentlemen, who have to do with the 
National Guard, to try to encourage these qualities, to 
try to counteract the tendency toward their elimination. 

Every officer of the National Guard should train his 
men the whole time as if he was training them with a 
view to possible action, so that the men under him will 
be trained by him to have those habits of body and 
mind which will render them formidable as soldiers in 
the field. You should try to train your men so they can 
live in the open; train them so they will know what 
cover is, so they will be able to take advantage of it, 
so they will know how to march and march well, and 
you should realize the relative importance of what it is 
that the men under you learn, that as war is carried on 
nowadays ninety per cent. of the ordinary work done, 
either on the parade ground or in the armory, either by 
a militia regiment or a regular regiment, amounts to 
nothing whatever in the way of training except so far 
as the incidental effect it has in accustoming the men 
to act together and to obey; but they are not going to 
fight shoulder to shoulder when they get out into the 
field. It is absolutely not of the slightest consequence 
what their alignment is, but it is of vital consequence 
that they shall know how to take cover, how to shoot 
and how to make themselves at home under any cir- 
cumstances, 

We have such a small Regular Army that you men of 
the National Guard have upon you a heavy responsi- 
bility. I want to say that while it is incumbent upon 
you to take your duties seriously and do them with all 
your heart, if you do even that you do more good to 
the nation than any equal body of citizens to be found 
in our country.

G. S. E. asks: (1) Can an enlisted man transfer from 
the Ordnance branch to the Infantry branch: Answer: 
Yes. (2) Can an Infantry officer, under whom the en- 
listed man served, make application and have transfer 
from one branch of the Service to another, that is, to 
the company the captain is in command of? Answer: 
The man should make application himself for the trans- 
fer. (3) Who pays transportation? Answer: This, de- 
pends on the order directing the transfer. (4) What 
resource has an enlisted man to go toor apply after 
making application for discharge by purchase and money 
deposited for such, and is disapproved by the command- 
ing officer for no reason whatever? Answer: The de- 
partment commander finally acts on all questions of this 
character; the C.O. must forward the papers. ’ 


Ww. H. asks: (1) Is a continuous service man in the 
Navy who takes an examination for warrant officer en- 
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titled to the five years, given to civilians if he is ap- 
pointed after he receives his discharge from the Navy? 
Answer: Yes. (2) Would this five years be added to his 
previous service as an enlisted man? Answer: Yes. 

G. asks: Whether or not penalty envelopes may prop- 
erly be used in correspondence relative to company fund 
business, as purchase of mess stores, reading matter, 
athletic goods, etc.? Answer: Yes, penalty envelopes 
ean be used for such correspondence. See Revised Stat., 
1974, 


R. L. P. asks: How long did the ist Texas Volunteer 
Infantry serve in Cuba, and does this service count 
double in computing time for retirement? Answer: The 
Military Secretary refuses to give out information of a 
general character, suffice it to say that all time served 
in Cuba is counted as double for retirement. If you de- 
sire definite information regarding your individual case 
write to the War Department through military channels. 

F. A. asks: (1) Is a sergeant who is doing sergeant’s 
duty entitled to his (the first sergeant’s) pay? Answer: 
No. (2) Was there an order issued some years ago 
stating that a first sergeant going on a furlough ex- 
tending over a period of three months, would forfeit 
all rights to his office until his return, and upon arriv- 
ing at his post he would have to be appointed over 
again? Answer: No such order was issued. 

W. G.—The following are the agencies making a 
specialty of catching deserters from the Army and Navy:

M. B. asks: If double time counts for a private of the 
Marine Corps that was aboard the U.S.S. New York 
from the time war was declared until the treaty of 
peace was signed in Paris, Dec. 10, 189%. Answer: No; 
time served by a marine on board ships is not counted 
double. Any time served during that period on shore 
would be counted double. 


H. C. §.--You are entitled to transportation upon dis- 
charge to the place where you last enlisted, wherever 
that may be. 


R. B.—Write the Military Secretary, War Department, 
Washington, D.C., stating your:reason for wanting the 
information.

M. G. B.—If the sentence of the G.C.M. was that the 
man lose all pay and allowances while under confinement 
he is not entitled to any pay as cook. If the sentence 
said he was to lose only a portion of his monthly pay 
the man is entitled to hold the balance of it. 

S. C.—Drill cards giving a program to be followed in 
drills by company battalion and regiment are used in a 
number of organizations, and are found to be beneficial.

I.—With reference to your question about the Royal 
Arcanum assessments, Supreme Secretary W. O. Robson 
writes us as follows: ‘‘The re-adjustment of rates was 
made on the basis of putting all members at their at- 
tained ages on Oct. 21, irrespective of the duration of 
membership. Up to that time the Royal Arcanum had 
been a current cost institution without any proper basis 
for the adjustment of its assessments. The new rates 
which went into effect Oct. 1 were based upon the mor- 
tality experience of the order for twenty-seven years. 
It was simply a readjustment of contributions in ac- 
cordance with the risk imposed by each member upon 
the society. In a group of one thousand members fifty 
years of age, all were placed at their attained ages, al- 
though some may have been members five years, others 
ten and others twenty years. It was the only way in 
which the readjustment could have beén made without 
a very complicated system of assessment, requiring an 
individual calculation in each case, which, with 300,000 
members, would have resulted in endless confusion. Be- 
sides this, a lower scale of rates could be applied to the 
order by assessing all members at their attained ages 
than could have been done if we had undertaken to 
determine the cost and then applied the cost to each 
member in proportion to the duration of his member- 
ship.’”’ It may also be of interest to you to know that 
Assemblyman Storey, of New York, on Jan. 1¢ intro- 
duced a bill in the State Legislature which has a bearing 
on the troubles of the Royal Arcanum in regard to the 
increase in assessments. The bill provides that n _ fra- 
ternal benefit insurance society or company shall Le per- 
mitted to do business in this State unless its constitu- 
tion permits of the election of the supreme officers by 
the members or delegates selected by membrs for that 
purpose. This is aimed to end the rule of regents and 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 238, 1906. 

Barely five minutes were occupied by the court-martial 
at the Naval Academy in reaching a verdict in the case 
of Midshipman Chester A. A. Bloebaum, of St. Charles, 
Mo., who has no doubt been convicted. Mr. George 
H. Mann, counsel for Midshipman Bloebaum, said a girl 
was evidently at the bottom of the case, and he thought 
that Caldwell was using the court to resent something 
which, if true, he should have resented personally at the 
time. 

Judge Advocate Harrison defended Midshipman Cald- 
well and called attention to the fact that he had not 
made any statements reflecting on the accused until com- 
pelled to do so. The sensation in the Bloebaum case was 
that the star witness, Midshipman McDermont, when 
called, did not respond. An orderly was sent for the 
witness, who most positively refused to appear. He had 
resigned, he said; his resignation had been accepted. 

The trial of the charge of hazing against Midshipman 
Minor Meriwether, jr., of Lafayette, La., was completed 
shortly after eleven o'clock Friday morning. In his con- 
clusion, Mr. Munroe, Counsel for the defense, referred 
to the fact that Midshipman Meriwether had just passed 
through a most severe trial, and he asked the court to 
help him to make a record in the Navy such as would 
clear his life of the cloud which hung over it. The fact 
that the court called for the record of previous convic- 
tions in the case of Meriwether is considered significant, 
as the court does not ask for a record of previous con- 
victions or allow it to be put before the court unless the 
accused has been convicted. Midshipman Meriwether is 
perfectly willing to leave the Service. None of the testi- 
mony in the case imputed any brutality to him and all 
the alleged offenses took place before his other court- 
martial. 

Midshipman Claude B. Mayo, who is on trial, swore that 
Lieut. C. P. Snyder, who was officer in charge of Ban- 
croft Hall last September, had used language which 
was generally interpreted by the upper class midshipmen 
that they should discipline the fourth classmen by apply- 
ing some of the usual hazing methods. Similar testi- 
mony was given by Midshipman Reibe. Midshipmen 
Brainard and Garcelon remembered most of the conversa- 
tion between Lieutenant Snyder and Midshipman Mayo 
and also received the impression that the officer had sug- 
gested the running of the youngsters. W. J. Eccleston cor- 
roborated the others on some points. He is a second class 
man. Mayo claimed that he had no idea of engaging 
in hazing, but had punished fourth class men, as he 
told each of them, because they had laughed in ranks 
and to carry out what he understood to be the sugges- 
tion of Lieutenant Snyder. He had never hazed, he said, 
and did not intend to haze at that time. On cross-ex- 
amination Mayo made no material change in his testi- 
mony. 

Lieutenant Snyder in rebuttal said he could not re- 
member the words attributed to him, but would not say 
absolutely, but he positively disclaimed the interpreta- 
tion put upon what he had said. 

Charges of hazing were filed Monday against Midship- 
man Ned L. Chapin, of Pasadena, Cal. His case will be 
taken up after that of Richard R. Mann, presidential ap- 
pointee, against whom charges of hazing have also been 
filed. There is not the slightest information here as 
to when the court-martial will come to an end. Seeming- 
ly, the material for charges to Superintendent Sands by 
the court of inquiry is inexhaustible. 

The authorities of the Naval Academy are not only 
busily engaged in the handling of the hazing situation 
at the Academy, but attention is also directed towards 
the practice of ‘‘frenching’’ among the midshipmen. In 
addition to Richard Ray Mann, of Washington, and 
Pierre Light Wilson, of Baltimore, who were caught two 
weeks ago “frenching,’’ that is, leaving the academic 
limits without permission; William C. Baker, jr., of 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and Vestal P. Coffin, of Boise, 
Idaho, were placed under arrest four days ago for the 
same offense. All four were recommended for dismissal 
by Superintendent Sands, but the Navy Department is 
holding the final action in their cases in abeyance. Mean- 
while, they have been placed under restrictions. Barker 
stands No. 13 ir his class, while Coffin is 22. 

“Frenching”’ is punishable by dismissal when the 
offender is a cadet officer of the midshipman brigade, 
but the punishment is less severe in other cases. Mid- 
shipman Wilson is a first class petty officer of the fourth 
company, while Midshipman Mann holds the same rank in 
another company. Midshipman Wilson had won the 
right to wear a red “N,”’ having been coxswain of the 
first crew at the Academy for four years. 

The Marine Engineering Building at the Naval Acad- 
emy, where the work of the Department of Marine 
Engineering and Naval Construction is directed by 
Comdr. J. K. Barton, is constantly receiving some addi- 
tion to its splendid collection of apparatus and working 
models pertaining to the work of the department. The 
collection is now one of the most complete in its line 
in the world. A complete ‘‘Long-Arm” system, by which 
all doors and hatches in a ship can be closed simul- 
taneously from a central point, has just been installed 
and is in working order. The ship is thereby rendered 
practically unsinkable on account of skin puncture. A 
number of the new warships are equipped with this sys- 
tem, which is owned by the ‘“‘Long-Arm”’ System Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, Ohio, and patented in all principal 
countries. A complete working model of the Dewey 





drydock is now being erected in the model room. It is 

thirty feet long. A smaller model of the Grevy drydock, 
another type, is also being installed. 

The use of a church ritual for the dead in the ceremony 
of the burial of “‘Math’’ and “Skinny’’ has aroused so 
‘much adverse criticism that the plan of having a court- 
martial this year has been adopted. The ceremony will 
be on Saturday night prior to graduation. 

Ex-Midshipman Trenmor Coffin, jr., who left Friday, 
performed a graceful act in offering to shake hands 
with Mr. J. W. Pettus, the grandfather of Midshipman 
Kimbrough, the hazing of whom caused Coffin’s dis- 
missal. Mr. Coffin met Mr. Pettus and shook hands with 
him, expressing regret for the occurrence. The vener- 
able gentleman’s eyes filled and his voice was choked 
as he replied and bade the young fellow good-bye. 

Invitations to the german to be given by the first class 
midshipmen prior to graduation are out. The german will 
be on Friday night, Feb. 9, and the graduation exercises 
will be on Monday, the 12th.

new company has been formed in Italy by an asso- 
ciation of several Italian firms for the manufacture of 
orduance, and will have the advantage of the experience 
ail reputation of Messrs. Vickers’ Sons & Maxim. The new 
coapany is to be named the Vickersterni Societa Italiana 
('.rtiglieria e Armamenti, and is constituted by repre- 
seitatives of the well-known shipbuilding firms of Or- 
lando, of Leghorn, and Odero, of Genoa, and of the large 
steel forging and armor manufacturing works of Terni. 
The new concern has been organized for the purpose of 
giving inereased facilities for the manufacture of guns 
aul gun mountings in Italy, as well as for obtaining for 
Itvly the Vickers system of ordnance. The new company 
has a eapital of ten million lire ($2,000,000). Mr. Al- 
hert Vickers is chairman, and Commendatore Giuseppe 
Orlando, vice chairman. Among the other directors are 
Chevalier Prina, president of the Terni Company, and 
Sienor Attilio Odero. Its works, which are at Spezia, 
wi!! ultimately cover an area of thirty-two acres. 

lhe steamship Moana, which arrived at Victoria, B.C., 
Jon. 18, from Australia, brought news of the annexation 
by Great Britain of the Ashmore Islands, lying between 
Timor and King’s Sound, Australia. H.M.S. Cambrian 
went to the islands and hoisted the British flag. There 
was no sign of human life on the islands. 

Mr. Foster M. Alleyne, a member of the Legislative 
Council of Barbados, writes to the London Times earn- 
estly protesting against the withdrawal of the British 
military and naval forces from the West Indies. He 
estimates that the British defensive works at St. Lucia 
have involved an outlay of more than $10,000,000, and 
adds: “A few months of neglect in the tropics will render 
these huge works valueless, and a similar result will fol- 
lew to the fine barracks, government land and quarters 
in Barbados, which are already offered for sale. What is 
the reason of this waste and of this sudden reversal of 
all previous policy? It cannot be economy, for the troops 
are not to be disbanded, and it will cost just as much to 
maintain them on home stations. Strategically it would 
seem to be a mistake, for who can tell what results may 
follow from the opening of the Panama Canal, which 
nay be looked for in the course of a very few years? 





America, at all events, seems to place value on the West 
Indies. Cuba and Porto Rico are already under her 
sway; she is very likely to obtain Santo Domingo, and 
may probably buy the Danish West Indies. England 
alone seems careless of the fate of these islands, for which 
many of her bravest sons fought and died, and sets no 
value on her possessions in the Caribbean Sea, of which 
she was once so proud.” , 

Capt. Ercolessi, of the Italian army, who was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment for high treason, was 
publicly degraded at the Citadel at Messeve, Jan. 16 
The commander of the troops read the sentence, and 
then a corporal stripped the uniform from the captain, 
who broke down and wept. 

The Zurich papers are discussing a great scheme pro- 
posed by a Swiss engineer to unite Switzerland with 
the North Sea and the Mediterranean by two great 
canal systems. ‘The first system would connect Lake 
Constance with Rotterdam by means of the Rhine, and 
the second would join Lake Como and the Mediterranean 
by means of the River Po. 

General von Einem, Prussian Minister of War, in 
reply to an interpellation on duelling Jan. 15 in the 
Reichstag, read a statement from Chancellor von Biilow, 
who was absent from the House. It said that the cus- 
tom of duelling existed in wide circles of the educated 
classes of Germany, and as long as it was regarded as 
a means of restoring offended honor the officers’ corps 
could not tolerate the presence in its ranks of a mem- 
ber who was unwilling to re-establish his honor with a 
weapon in his hand. The government, however, had 
under consideration a revision of the penal code in the 
direction of stringent penalties against persons wantonly 
attacking another person’s honor. Until this was done 
duelling was necessary. ‘The Emperor’s order against 
duels in the army had greatly reduced their number. 
General von Einem added that only one duel had oc- 
curred in 1905 between officers on the active list. 

The British cruiser Calliope will soon be transferred 
to the Spanish government for training purposes. The 
Calliope made a famous escape from Samoa during the 
terrible hurricane in March, 1889. 

Discussing the recent statement of policy by the Brit- 
ish Admiralty, the London Graphic strongly condemns 
the further reduction of naval expenditure which that 
statement proposes. “If,” says the Graphic, ‘‘the mis- 
erably small program of four large armored ships per an- 
num, which the Admiralty ‘statement’ outlined, is to be 
further reduced, where shall we be landed? The two- 
Power standard has already gone overboard. Germany is 
laying down two Dreadnaughts in 1906, France is laying 
down three, and the United States is laying down two. 
Any two of these Powers are building as many battle- 
ships as England will be building battleships and armored 
cruisers together. There is also this consideration to be 
borne, in mind: The Anglo-Japanese Alliance requires 
England to maintain a certain standard of naval strength, 
and a reduction of our navy will be a grave departure 
from its spirit. I happen to know that my Japanese 
friends think even the program of the ‘statement’ a small 
one, though I must not be understood to be suggesting 
that Japanese officials and diplomatists in this country 
are criticising the Admiralty policy. But the non-official 
Japanese do not understand British action. All our al- 
liances and understandings are based ultimately upon the 
assistance which our navy can give. Cut away the navy, 
reduce it below a certain standard, and automatically 
the alliances and understandings will vanish. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether Sir J. Fisher will submit to the 
reductions imposed by a Radical Cabinet.” 

Sixty-nine torpedoboat destroyers and twenty-three tor- 
pedoboats of the British navy are to be manned by Jan. 
23 and exercised for instructional purposes. 

The Army and Navy Gazette reports a deficiency of 
4,000 officers in the British army. The report of the 
Army Qualifying Board shows that of 146 officers exam- 
ined for commissions in the army in September only for- 
ty-nine qualified. Of the failures 22.7 per cent. were in 
English, 55.4 per cent. in mathematics, 23.4 per cent. in 
history and geography, 32.8 per cent. in French. 8.3 per

cent. in German, 53.8 per cent. in science, 41.9 per cent. 
in Latin, and 11.1 per cent. in mathematics. 

The France Militaire has been interviewing Colonel 
Lazareff, the Russian military attaché in Paris, who 
said there could be no doubt as to the loyalty of the Rus- 
sian army to the Czar, and that a conclusive demonstra- 
tion of the fact had been given at Moscow. Since the 
reverses in the Far East the high command has been re- 
organized. A Committee of National Defense has been 
created to co-ordinate the work of the army and navy, 

The Japanese Government has established a Remount 
Bureau, comprising commissioners from the Army, the 
Department of Agriculture and Commerce, and the Treas- 
ury. The intention is to establish horse-breeding after 
the manner followed in European countries. It is esti- 
mated that .it will take about seventeen years to effect 
the desired change, and that it will cost the nation about 
$10,200,000. At the end of the allotted period, it is ex- 
pected that there will be about one million and a half 
horses in the country, everyone of which will be from for- 
eign stock, especially from Austro-Hungarian breeds. 
Moreover, for breeding purposes, it has been decided that 
a certain number of stallions shall be imported from 
Europe every year, while, at the same time, the number 
of breeding stations in the country will be increased in 
proportion. 

The Militir-Wochenblatt says that if the rifle is the 
death-dealing weapon, the spade is the death-preventing 
weapon. At the present time to every ten men in the 
German army carrying; spades one carries a pickaxe, but 
the fighting in Manchuria shows this to be insufficient, 
and there should be at least one man with a pickaxe to 
every two carrying spades. Every man should have an 
entrenching tool which should be a combined spade, pick, 
and axe. The tools at present carried by the Germans 
answer well in light ground, but in rock soil, or in earth 
full of roots, they make the work very difficult, and some- 
times impossible, 

The French Ministry of War has formally taken over 
from Lebaudy Brothers their airship “1905,” which will 
in future be attached to the forces on the Eastern fron- 
tier. The construction of another vessel to be known as 
the “1906” has been commenced.
